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Love and Badges 

The last ‘Page Two’ on SXSW 09 (probably)

Admittedly, South by Southwest is much more loved and 
praised than disliked and criticized. So many of those who 
attend come up to staff to thank us for the event. After years as 
a somewhat public target, I’m always braced for some criticism 
or vindictive attack. Praise just shorts out my system. 

SXSW is my favorite time of the year. I love every aspect of 
it. Preparing for the event is challenging and exciting. Once 
it begins, there is this sense of overwhelming joy, a feeling I 
may actually come to appreciate someday. Within the world 
of SXSW in Austin and in the perception of it in the world 
beyond, the Festival is well-loved, earning mostly enthusiastic 
praise. National and international press is amazing. The Music 
Festival is completely unique, the Film Festival has made it 
into the upper ranks of festivals, and Interactive has become a 
crucial major new media event. 

The idea and spirit of SXSW magnifies Austin but is still 
always Austin. Everything great and unique about SXSW is 
rooted in Austin. SXSW visionary and Managing Director 
Roland Swenson, Senior Director Nick Barbara, the rest of the 
staff, and I never forget that it is of and out of Austin. 

But what fun is there in that? Despite my best efforts, rather 
than celebrating the massive, exploding fireworks, I obsess 
over minor squeaks and discontents that I have to ferret out. 
In dealing with criticism, I get overly defensive; I know that, 
but sometimes I can’t help myself. The contrast between SXSW 
as I experience it and its negative perception by others is what 
drives me there, even though trying to bridge that gap is a 
futile effort. 

One evening some years back, I saw The World’s Fastest 
Indian. A period piece based on a true story, this marvelous 
New Zealand film (made and set there) stars Anthony Hopkins 
as an obsessed motorcyclist determined to take his beloved 
1920s Indian Scout motorcycle to the States to race at the 
Bonneville Salt Flats in Utah. 

(Films based on true stories often have to place much more 
significant weight on certain incidents and overly dramatize 
real setbacks and/or obstacles - or even entirely invent other 
ones - in order to shape the narrative, heightening the tension 
and driving the story’s dramatic arc. As I know nothing of the 
actual event, my understanding of it is entirely defined by the 
world of this film.) 

Getting to the States in the first place and then making his 
way to Utah from California, Hopkins’ character is constantly 


beset with problems. Invariably, one person or 
another, each a unique individual, goes out of 
the way to help. In a sense, this community of 
odd travelers works together for his success. 

Finally, against all odds, man and motorcycle 
make it to Bonneville. It turns out that, because 
he had not preregistered, he’s ineligible to race 
officially. He appeals. He makes friends with some of 
the drivers. They appeal. The rules are set, unchangeable, 
and against him - at least at first. Eventually, he will prevail, 
but only after a struggle. 

A flashback from the above flashback: By the time I saw that 
2005 film, the following had already occurred: 

Five members of an Uzbekistani band misunderstood the 
SXSW rules. They assumed that by registering all members of 
the band for SXSW; they would get a Music Festival showcase 
slot. When it was explained to them that this was not the 
case, as one can imagine, they were quite upset. At least I 
figure they were, because before the story even came to any- 
one in upper management, staff members had taken it upon 
themselves to remedy the situation. The band got a slot on a 
bill that included Red Elvises; it was booked on John Aielli’s 
Eklektikos radio show on KUT; it got a paying gig at a party 
and TV coverage. The situation was immediately addressed 
and handled by a staff that cared more about music and 
people than about rules. 

Watching the ordeal Hopkins was put through in The 
World’s Fastest Indian, I thought that if it were our staffers, 
they would not only have registered him but would have 
found him a mechanic. In every way, this story illustrates that 
probably the best part of SXSW is working with the staff and 
the volunteers. 

The overall dynamic of the SXSW Music Festival seems 
relatively simple to me, but the number of people who don’t 
get it makes it worth going into. Over the years, the regis- 
trants with badges have come to include representatives from 
almost the entire range of music-business professions. These 
include indie and major label representatives, club bookers, 
talent buyers, and club owners. There is broad selection of 
national and international radio and new media - as well 
as print, with almost all the best music and mainstream 
entertainment publications represented - along with tradi- 
tional music retail, as well as most newer music-distribution 
methods. The European music press is here in force; the BBC 


sends more than 50 people. There is no gather- 
ing of such folks that comes close to the size 
and scope of SXSW 

The “Badges” both attract and are attracted 
by the talent. Upward of 10,000 bands applied 
this past year; almost 2,000 performed. If the 
band list were less interesting and less diverse, the 
Badges wouldn’t come in such numbers. If the Badges 
weren’t here in such force, far fewer bands would be inter- 
ested in playing the event. 

Being well aware that one of the most important ingredients 
that makes everything work is the Austin audience, we spend 
a lot of time aiming for a mix in the clubs of Badges and locals. 
The first and largest lot of wristbands is sold to Austinites at 
a much lower price than the rest. In the past two years, we’ve 
doubled the number of these. The week of the event, more are 
put on sale but at a higher price. 

Playing a SXSW slot does not guarantee anything, espe- 
cially if a band is not ready or doesn’t work its show before 
and during the Festival. SXSW is not a merry-go-round where 
getting on assures one a shot at the gold ring. It is just as 
misleading to claim that bands aren’t helped by SXSW: They 
are, in any number of different ways. Now, even though 
bands have been signed at SXSW; that is clearly the longest 
shot. In the early years, the most common question we were 
asked was to name some of the bands that had been signed. 
We didn’t - not because there weren’t any but because we 
understood that usually getting signed is a complicated pro- 
cess. Sometimes, a band had been followed for a while, and 
the deal was closed at SXSW Other times, bands playing the 
Festival first attracted attention at SXSW; subsequently their 
new music would be listened to while the band’s career was 
carefully watched. 

The entire SXSW staff meets on Saturdays starting the first 
week of February. Swenson, who presides over these meetings, 
invariably reminds us all that “SXSW is not for you.” 

This means that SXSW is our job. It is not an opportunity 
to hear music or watch movies. Instead, our priority has 
to be making sure everything runs smoothly, handling our 
areas of responsibility and helping out when we’re needed. 
Especially egregious is being AWOL during the event 
because one has gone off to catch a favorite band or see a 
movie. This is never okay.

Postmarks 


Except one year it was Johnny Cash, and he 
was playing at Emo’s - one set with his tradi- 
tional backing band and a set of the new mate- 
rial he was exploring. At Emo’s: Johnny Cash 
in a relatively small, intimate setting. Feeling 
guilty, I still had to go. Seeing much of the 
SXSW staff there made me even more nervous. 
Relief came when I saw that even Swenson was 
there. After all, this was Johnny Cash. It was 
a magical, powerful, spiritual set - well worth 
having been missing in action to attend. 

Right before SXSW that year, Creative Director 
Brent Grulke was on the phone with Eddie 
Vedder, talking about a number of different 
topics. Finally, at the end of the conversation, 
Vedder asked Grulke one last question: “Is it 
true that Johnny Cash is playing at Emo’s?” 

The relevant concerns about SXSW most 
often expressed have to do with local musi- 
cians, whether the complaint is as specific as 
a person’s band not being booked or the more 
general charge that SXSW doesn’t do enough 
to support Austin bands and the local music 
scene. Given the generally shared love for Austin 
music by the SXSW staff, as well as in many 
cases careerlong involvement with it, though not 
surprising, these complaints are still upsetting. 

Not every Austin band can be booked, and 
not every band is ready to be booked. If it is 
booked, there are no assurances regarding 
how SXSW will work for them. Still, SXSW 
has brought the world’s music community 
to Austin, with many so taken with the town 
they return throughout the year. 

Regardless of whether they actually visit, 
the attention of much of the world’s music 
industry is focused on Austin all year. Given 
its near-half-century history as a thriving 
music community - which has produced 
stars and cult acts known throughout the 
world - the Austin City Limits TV show, 
Austin City Limits Music Festival, KGSR- 
FM, KUT-FM, Waterloo Records, and South 


by Southwest, among many others - this 
should come as no surprise. If an Austin 
band attracts attention or earns notice, a lot 
of people will end up listening to its music. 
Most likely, not one of them will ask whether 
the band has played SXSW 

Mostly it is love - love of music, film, 
new media, people, parties, and ideas - that 
excites us. Still, SXSW is a business, and 
much of it has to run like one. There are 
year-round salaries, benefits, and enormous 
costs associated with putting on an event like 
this one. Whenever anybody comes across us 
running it like a business, however, they act 
as though they’ve pulled back the Wizard of 
Oz’s curtain, only to find Hitler at the con- 
trols. It’s not nearly as brutal as it looks. 

Every year, within a few days of the end 
of SXSW we have a dinner for the ever-larger 
staff. If things went well, there is a wonder- 
ful air of camaraderie, accomplishment, and 
pride. This is not Enron or Lehman Bros. 
There is no talk of profit, no talk of money 
at all. There are stories told, of course, and 
highlights recalled. The talk is of panels, new 
media, new ideas, speakers, films, happy film- 
makers, pleased musicians, and great music. 

It’s about joy, and it brings us terrific sat- 
isfaction. 

“You see in the music business just like in 
real fife

organized event that happens here during that 
time only ends up benefiting everyone (other 
than the usual resenters). Using legal channels 
to unfairly destroy business competition (which 
really isn’t competing that much anyway) would 
be truly despicable, so I hope that the rumors 
I’ve heard are merely that. 

I am mostly writing because Daniel Mottola’s 
mention of the Safe Passing Bill ["Cyclists Hope 
for Safe Passage,” News, March 27] reminded 
me of a little scrape (which may have been 
harassment) I had a week ago with a member of 
Austin’s finest while riding my bicycle. I wonder 
what the local ordinances are in regard to this: 

I was riding my bicycle at about 10pm in the 
evening, sometime last week, on the stretch of 
Oltorf between Lamar and South First, heading to 
the coffee shop. I had just finished a steep uphill 
and was readjusting a sketchbook in my jacket 
pocket so that it wouldn’t fall out, thus I wasn’t 
exactly speeding and was riding one-handed. Nor 
was I trudging at a brisk crawl. Traffic was almost 
nonexistent, but pedestrians abounded on the 
narrow, walled, and very difficult sidewalk along 
that section of street. I was riding in the street, 
since the sidewalk was more or less a waste of 
time. One police car passed by me in a hurry, and 
then another police car silently pulled up behind 
and to the left of me and abruptly shouted in the 
loudspeaker, “Get off the road if you don’t know 
how to ride your bicycle!” The speaker was practi- 
cally right in my ear and startled me so much that 
I almost crashed. He then turned off into one of 
the neighborhoods, and I nervously negotiated 
the sidewalk for a while, until I could no longer 
stand the snail’s pace. Was I in the wrong for 
riding on the street? I was under the impression 
that I had a legal right to do so and that riding 
on the sidewalk is generally discouraged. If I was 
indeed within my rights, then I would like to air 
a complaint and ask the police to be a bit more 
understanding toward those of us who don’t 
always favor the “more power” approach.

Campaign Trailing 

A few notes from the run-up to your own participatory government

Are you more - or less - willing to vote for Lee 
Leffingwell because he’s been endorsed by Eastside 
activist Susana Almanza, bigfoot attorney David 
Armbrust, and Tobe “Chain Saw” Hooper? Does the 
nod for Carole Strayhom by former UT System 
Chancellor Bill Cunningham or Dem king- 
maker Lowell Lebermann Jr. make you 
consider (or reconsider) her candidacy? 

Will Brewster McCracken’s big names 
among the local filmsters - Richard 
Linklater, Robert Rodriguez, Tim League 

- cast you as a Brewster booster or 
chase you running to the exit? 

The city election endorsement game is 
in full swing, raising the perennial question of 
just how much positive or negative influence a given 
endorsement might have on the overall campaign. As 
Wells “Hustling” Dunbar detailed last week, 
Leffingwell has garnered essentially all of the major 
group endorsements - Dem clubs, union groups, 
neighborhood associations, and the like - while 
McCracken is attempting to counter that virtual 
clean sweep by gathering a host of local luminaries 

- I haven’t counted, but it looks like he’s winning 
the battle for literal celebrities. Strayhom’s handful 
of named supporters are heavy on “formers” - for- 
mer officeholders and former generations - suggest- 
ing that a “Strayhorn administration,” as she calls it, 
would be heavy on more of the same.

It’s difficult to know how much importance to grant 
these endorsement lists. While film mavens don’t 
necessarily set my own heart aflutter, I’ll admit to a 
soft spot for Jon Dee Graham (he’s backin’ McCracken) 
- should I consider his accomplished musician- 
ship a sign that he knows more about what 
needs doing at City Hall than, say, Armadillo 
founder Eddie Wilson (among Leffingwell ’s 
band)? If you’re looking for reasons not to 


vote for somebody, does the presence of 


development attorney Richard Suttle on 
Leffingwell’s list cause you more alarm 
than, say, power broker Pike Powers on 
McCracken’s? Decisions, decisions. 

The point is, for every real estate mogul or 
environmentalist on one candidate’s list, I can spot 
you a developer or conservationist on another’s. So 
while it makes sense to draw some broad judgments 
about a candidate’s citywide support from his or her 
endorsements, a more accurate method is to con- 
sider the records, watch the campaigns, and try to 
come to your own conclusions. 

A Brace of Candidates 

In the continuing absence of single-member districts, 
the various public forums across the city still provide 
the best opportunity to see the candidates up close. 
(For what it’s worth, the prevailing sentiment among

> BAD PLAN FOR BAD KIDS The Austin Independent School 
District board of trustees kicked back a draft proposal from 
staff to privatize the teaching of children with the worst disci- 
plinary and attendance records. At the March 30 board meeting, 
district staff laid out a proposal that the board use economic 
stabilization funds, if available, to hire Tennessee-based 
Community Education Partners to open a new alternative 
learning center for roughly 700 students. Superintendent Pat 
Forgione said, “We’ve got to face the fact that there’s a group of 
kids that we have to think differently about.” But while the board 
as a whole agreed that serious changes may be needed, there 
was open antipathy toward subcontracting public education. 
Summing up the mood, board Vice President Vince Torres said, 
“Going outside to have someone come in and take the problem 
off our hands is basically saying, ‘We’re relinquishing our prima- 
ry mission for the public school children of our district.’”

HELLO AND GOODBYE Mayoral aide Matt Watson bid adios 
to City Hall last Friday, after accepting a job in the Washington, 
D.C., office of the Environmental Defense Fund. He’ll be 
working on energy policy in the fund’s Climate & Air Program, 
helping to get climate-protection legislation - such as the new 
draft just advanced by U.S. Rep. Henry Waxman - passed by 
Congress. Watson earned his green credentials working tire- 
lessly on the nuts-and-bolts implementation of the Austin 
Climate Protection Plan for Mayor Will Wynn. With the Wynn- 
Watson duo departing City Hall, municipal leadership on the 
Climate Protection Plan is now in question. Meanwhile, over at 
Austin Energy on Monday, former fund Energy Program manager 
Karl Rabago started work in the “green leader” position origi- 
nally held by Roger Duncan, who is now general manager. 
Rabago is a nationally recognized leader in renewable energy, 
green power, tradable carbon credits, and new energy market 
development. He’s a strong hire to head up AE’s efforts on the 
Austin Climate Protection Plan, energy efficiency, green building, 
plug-in hybrids, and other efforts.

THE GOD PHRASE STAYS On March 26, a federal judge in 
Dallas upheld as constitutional the inclusion of the phrase “one 
state, under God” in the Texas Pledge of Allegiance. Written 
in 1933, the Texas pledge was amended in 2007 by a bill writ- 
ten by Rep. Debbie Riddle, R-Tomball, and carried in the Senate 
by Dan Patrick, R-Houston. David and Shannon Croft (with 
another set of unnamed parents) sued on behalf of their kids, 
all public school students, arguing that the phrase’s addition 
violates the First Amendment’s establishment clause. Attorney 
General Greg Abbott argued that the addition was about “patri- 
otism and citizenship,” not the endorsement of a particular reli- 
gion. Indeed, in 2007, Riddle told colleagues that the phrase was 
a way to bring the Texas pledge in line with the national pledge, 
which includes similar wording. The Crofts disagreed, pointing 
out that Riddle had not also sought to add “with liberty and jus- 
tice for all," which appears in the national pledge. But District 
Judge Ed Kinkeade ruled that the language could stand, and 
Abbott said the ruling “protects young Texans’” right to pledge 
to the state and to God. “Texans can rest assured,” he said, 
“that we will continue defending their children’s ability to recite 
the state Pledge of Allegiance each morning.”

Rowan owned up to 
the mistake, and the campaign pulled the video, saying 
it was planning to do so anyway, as the joke had run 
its course. But the Leffingwell crew will host Captain 
Josh for a Lee rally, as CJ had previously 
scheduled Central Texas dates before 
Hunkergate erupted. 

Advantage: no one. Don’t you people 
have better things to do? 

The intellectual property altercation, 
however minor, does mark an inauspi- 
cious start for McCracken’s new bout of 
messaging, as he marshaled several 
Austin musicians (such as Jon Dee 
Graham and Sara Hickman) and club own- 
ers (Momo’s Paul Oveisi and Mohawk’s James 
Moody) Wednesday to endorse him in a presser at the 
ME Television studios. McCracken further burnishes his 
hipster credentials with a “guest bartender” spot at 
Mohawk, ratcheting up his plans to make up for his 
lack of established group endorsements with ad hoc 
coalitions of players in exciting fields like music, film, 
and tech. 

Speaking of which, Mohawk is hosting this joint’s 
first-ever mayoral forum. The Austin Chronicle presents 
the Hustle for Mayor, at Mohawk on Tuesday, April 21, 
at 7pm. Mark your calendars! ■

candidates is that SMDs or a hybrid system is 
a good idea that can’t seem to get sufficient 
public traction.) Among the various special- 
interest forums in the last couple of weeks 
were the Better Austin Today Political Action 
Committee March 22 event and the March 25 
Austin Neighborhoods Council forum. 

The BATPAC forum included all but a 
couple of the council candidates: Strayhom 
(who’s been a persistent no-show except at 
her own press conferences) and Place 2 chal- 
lenger Jose Quintero (generally invisible). If 
they had shown up, it would have been hard 
to find room for them on the stage; newbie- 
for-mayor Realtor David Buttross barely found 
a spot at the end of the long table. (At her 
next-day presser to announce her support for 
an Austin medical school, Strayhom said she 
had been “out with the people.”) With nearly 
a dozen candidates answering questions, the 
substance was wide but not terribly deep. For 
the record, all the candidates declared them- 
selves in favor of “more transparency,” “more 
citizen engagement,” and “government by the 
people.” Glad we got that settled. 

The news of city staff recommending an 
out-of-state contractor to redesign the city’s 
website had just hit the council agenda and 
thus (thanks no doubt to the same website) 
the campaigns and questioners. Despite all 
the immediately preceding talk of “transpar- 
ency” - including explicit demands to “make 
the city website more user-friendly” - only 
sitting Council Members Leffingwell, Mike 
Martinez, and Sheryl Cole showed any incli- 
nation to actually spend money on the proj- 
ect, while McCracken said he would insist 
on a local contract and more online services. 
(The council vote was subsequently delayed 
to this week; see “City Counseling,” p.24.) 

The Wisdom of the Crowd 

Much of the discussion proceeded in 
similar fashion; incumbents explained why 
they’ve acted as they have on various ques- 
tions - planning, environment, billboards, 
animal welfare, etc. - and challengers 
responded that they would do all of these 


things, only better. Other highlights? McCracken 
and Leffingwell continue to disagree on wheth- 
er the city’s economic development emphasis 
should be on recmiting “new green economy” 
industries (a McCracken mantra) or on sustain- 
ing and supporting local business (Leffingwell’s 
position). There were (brief) fireworks when 
Eastside activist Daniel Llanes shouted that 
Leffingwell was “lying” for saying bond voters 
approved the move of the animal shelter to the 
Levander Loop site (the site was addressed at 
bond hearings, but only the unspecified move 
was on the ballot). And Place 6 challenger Sam 
Osemene, after spending most of his allotted 
time denouncing the current council and city 
government as a whole, promised he would 
bring to the council “the common sense of 
Laura Morrison, the sensitivity and humility of 
Mike Martinez, the energy of Randi Shade, and 
the maturity of Lee Leffingwell.” I guess that 
would make a majority of saints on the dais; 
Martinez laughingly remarked that he couldn’t 
recall ever being praised for his “humility.” (He 
also noted that he found “mind-baffling” that 
morning’s Statesman editorial describing him 
as criticizing City Manager Marc Ott on the 
campaign trail; afterward, he said, “I have abso- 
lutely no idea what they’re talking about - it 
would appear they’re trying to make a contro- 
versy out of nothing.”) 

The Austin Neighborhoods Council forum, 
while full of policy talk, was largely notable for 
its absences. Of the mayoral candidates, only 
Leffingwell appeared - and of the major candi- 
dates, only he had bothered to answer the 
ANC questionnaire that was the basis of the 
forum questions. That made for a friendly but 
wonky discussion - if you don’t know what a 
“1704 claim” is (re: rezoning matters), you 
probably weren’t there. And the Place 1 dis- 
cussion, between Chris Riley and Perla 
Cavazos, was its own good argument for 
expanding the size of the council via SMDs or 
whatever. Why are the best candidates always 
running against one another? 

Before you endorse - make an effort to see 
these folks in person on the campaign trail. ■

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Some Reforms Left Behind 

Lege looks to account for school accountability 



The Senate Education and House Public 
Education committees held separate meetings 
March 17 to discuss the new public school 
accountability bill - Senate Bill 3 and its 
companion, House Bill 3. The plan was that 
witnesses would run between rooms, deliver- 
ing similar testimony - which turned out to 
be repeated plaudits and criticisms. 

Supporters of the legislation say it opens 
up new pathways to graduation and rebalanc- 
es the public school accountability system. 
Opponents say it still ties the fate of schools 
to absolute testing standards, while creating 
a two-tier educational system. Now the two 
committees are frantically drafting a revised 
version of what could be the biggest reform of 
Texas schools since No Child Left Behind. 

The ultimate goal of the bill is to place 
Texas in the Top 10 states for postsecondary 
readiness within 10 years, in part by chang- 
ing the definition of post-secondary readi- 
ness. Students may breathe a sigh of relief 
that it would end the dreaded Texas 
Assessment of Knowledge and Skills test as 
the absolute arbiter of their secondary edu- 
cation. Instead - as the bill is drafted now - 
they will work toward one of two diplo- 
mas. The Texas Diploma would be 
for students aiming for four-year 
colleges, while the Standard 
Diploma would concentrate on 
preparation for employment or 
community college. There will 
be one shared core curricu- 
lum through eighth grade, 
then students will specialize. 

Students will have electives but 
will also be tested over their 
school careers in four core disci- 
plines - English language arts, mathe- 
matics, science, and social studies. Courses 
will no longer be designed in isolation but 
instead will vertically align with what colleges 
and employers want, in theory cutting back 
on the need for remedial classes and on-the- 
job training. Social promotion - letting chil- 
dren move up a grade even if they haven’t 
reached the standards - will in theory be 
unacceptable. And locally developed acceler- 
ated learning programs will target specific 
needs, rather than just relying on grade 
retention. The emphasis, said House Public 
Education Committee Chair Rob Eissler, 
R-The Woodlands, will be on “the three ‘R’s - 
relevance, rigor, relationships.” 

Staying intact is the idea of standardized 
testing and of disaggregating data; Eissler 
and Senate Education Committee Chair 
Florence Shapiro, R-Plano, remain reso- 
lute that no school should fail any single 
ethnic or social group. However, schools 
will be judged not on one exit exam but 
instead across a three-year rolling average. 
The current system of grading schools as 
“Academically Acceptable” and “Academically 
Unacceptable” would be replaced by three 
new tiers: “accredited,” “accredited-warned,” 


and “accredited-probation.” In addition, cam- 
puses could achieve “distinction” status, 
based on measures such as work force 
readiness, fine arts, and health and fitness. 
Accreditation, however, will be based solely 
on absolute academic standards. 

SUBSTITUTE THE OMNIBUS 

The response in public testimony was 
mostly unified: Accountability reform is over- 
due, but the new rules would be still too 
punitive on school closure. This was not 
unexpected: In her opening statement in 
committee, Shapiro called SB 3 a work in 
progress. In the room below, Eissler was ini- 
tially more bullish, but after six hours of 
public testimony, he admitted, “We think our 
bill does one thing, and the impression that 
it leaves on very qualified, very conscien- 
tious witnesses is a little bit different.” He 
was unsure whether it was a problem in 
drafting or in his explanation or a funda- 
mental difference of opinion about account- 
ability. He even closed the meeting with a 
“to do” list for consideration: social promo- 
tion, teacher quality and retention, interven- 
tion, school closings, implementing a 
growth model for assessing school 
performance, and exams. All 
major issues, all demanding 
serious discussion. 

The decision was made 
that, instead of amending 
SB 3/HB 3 in committee, 
the current language would 
be a 120-page holding docu- 
ment. The committees invited 
lawmakers and stakeholders to 
come forward with their proposals 
and create what Rep. Donna 
Howard, D-Austin, called “an omnibus substi- 
tute bill.” Howard is proposing her own 
amendment that would pre-empt the account- 
ability trip wires that close schools with “cer- 
tain triggers that an intervention needs to 
take place.” Common factors of underper- 
forming schools - such as high student 
mobility or a large number of newer teachers 
- would be tracked. Before a school starts to 
fail, these triggers would bring educators, 
stakeholders, and local legislators to the 
table to work on a voluntary, community-driv- 
en restructuring. “It’s intervention before you 
get to the sanctions,” she explained. She 
modeled this on the community involvement 
in Austin’s Webb Middle School, which she 
called “not theoretical but a successful 
attempt to pull a school around.” 

While Rep. Dawnna Dukes, D-Austin, is 
supportive of reform, she’s concerned that 
the current proposal does little for the 2.5% 
of Texas public schools and 2.6% of districts 
gauged as unacceptable by accountability 
standards that the Legislature is looking to 
abandon. With Johnston High closing and 
reopening as Eastside Memorial, she’s 
already had one repurposing in her district; 


now Reagan High is on the same track. Her 
proposal would make the bill effective imme- 
diately. “That buys us another year,” she said, 
“and that year will be under the new stan- 
dards, which helps us avoid closure. At the 
same time, the new standards require addi- 
tional assistance and stimulus to schools 
that are at risk.” 

While the accountability system has been 
the center of attention, there is still much 
work to be done on the new vocational track. 
Dukes said she’s concerned that the Stan- 
dard Diploma doesn’t become a dumping 
ground, “whereby we force students who are 
presumed [to be] not as ready into an arena 
of only getting technical skills training or a 
technical degree, as opposed to shooting for 
the stars with higher education.” 

HIGH HOPES, NAGGING WORRIES 

The two committees will try to synthesize 
all that criticism into a new draft bill. At the 
March 17 meeting, Shapiro said she hoped 
for new language within the week. But staff 
at Eissler’s committee confirmed that target 
had been pushed back, first to the end of 
the month and now potentially until the sec- 
ond week of April. The sheer volume of pub- 
lic feedback and the desire to have the bills 
match when they come out of committee 
complicate the process. Then there’s the 
pressing issue of the budget-building pro- 
cess in House Appropriations swallowing leg- 
islators’ time (three days last week were 
dedicated to education funding). Tom 
Leyden, director of governmental relations 
for the Texas Association of Secondary 
School Principals, said that until the new 
language arrives, “we’re in a ‘wait and see’ 
state on this.” Even though he doesn’t know 
what the bill will ultimately look like, he 
praised Shapiro and Eissler for how they 
handled the meetings and the redrafting pro- 
cess, adding, “Procedurally, they’re open, 
they’re listening, [and] they’re trying to find 
the right way.” 

Allen Weeks of Save Texas Schools 

has been working with Howard and a study 


group from the Mexican-American and 
African-American caucuses on proposals 
and said he is happy for the extra consulta- 
tion time. As they stood, he said, “[HB 3 
and SB 3] were pretty sketchy on a lot of 
things.” Some of those loosely drafted pas- 
sages hide some major reforms, Weeks 
noted: “This bill opens up [school interven- 
tions] to for-profit companies to manage 
schools, and that’s real problematic, 
because [their] track record in Texas is 
really poor.” 

Louis Malfaro, president of Education 
Austin, questioned the bill’s core underpin- 
nings. “It doesn’t address a number of con- 
cerns that we have about the overemphasis 
on the test,” he said, “all the protestations 
to the contrary notwithstanding.” The current 
rules, he stated, have done nothing to prove 
that forced school repurposing actually 
improves education, and the reforms don’t 
change that. “What it does is force school 
districts into very defensive postures, and 
everything becomes about the short term.” 

He added: “It’s kind of ironic. They’re admit- 
ting on the front end, ‘Our accountability sys- 
tem is far from perfect and really needs to be 
overhauled’ ... but they’ve left all the sanc- 
tion stuff in for schools.” 

Whatever finally comes out of committee 
will have a massive impact on Texas 
schools and students for years to come. It 
will also have to be tested against the new 
top 10% university admissions rules in SB 
175. When senators passed that bill, they 
were so wary of unintended consequences 
that they inserted an eight-year sunset 
clause, to revisit its impact in 2017. When 
it comes to such sweeping educational 
reforms, Eric Hartman, director of govern- 
ment relations with Texas American 
Federation of Teachers, had a stark and his- 
toric warning for lawmakers: “We need to 
have due humility about how we do this. We 
all had very high hopes for the last version 
of the accountability system. As it evolved, 
those hopes were substantially dashed.”

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SBOE: Out with the Old weaknesses, 
in With the New 


SBOE Chair 
Don McElroy 


“The State Board of Education pretty 
much slammed the door on ‘strengths and 
weaknesses’ but then went around and 
opened all the windows in the house.” So 
said Dan Quinn of the Texas Freedom 
Network to The New York Times last week. 

That’s his way of saying that science had a 
mixed day at the March meeting of the 
SBOE. TFN and other pro-science groups won 
a major victory against creationists when the 
15-member board voted on science curricula 
in Texas public schools for the next 10 years, 
but several other amendments may have set 
teachers back on other fronts. 

The major win, and the center of the fight: 
Last year, an SBOE-appointed panel of educa- 
tors and scientists drafted new language for 
the Texas Essential Knowledge and Skills 
standards that removed a requirement that 
kids be taught the “strengths and weakness- 
es” of scientific theories - in part because 
creationists, in recent years, had seized upon 
those words to push creationism into class- 
rooms and plant doubt about evolution. The 
creationist wing of the board fought to keep 
“strengths and weaknesses” in the TEKS, 
but in Friday’s final vote, the language was 
rejected on a 7-7 vote, with Corpus Christi’s 
Mary Helen Berlanga absent. Predictably, 
Austin’s two reps on the board - Ken 
Mercer of San Antonio and Cynthia Dunbar 
of Richmond - voted in favor of keeping 
“strengths and weaknesses.” 

Before science advocates had time to cel- 
ebrate, an onslaught of other amendments 
began: 

• Terri Leo of Spring got an amendment 
passed requiring teachers to “analyze and 
evaluate the evidence regarding formation of 
simple organic molecules and their organiza- 
tion into long complex molecules having 
information such as the DNA molecule for 
self-replicating life.” 

• Board Chair Don McLeroy of College Sta- 
tion had an amendment passed, on Thurs- 
day’s first reading, requiring discussion of 
the “sufficiency or insufficiency of natural 
selection to explain the complexity of the 
cell” - really, another way of saying 
“strengths and weaknesses” - but the 
board stripped it back out on the final vote. 
Then pro-science Republican Bob Craig of 
Lubbock offered a perhaps unwise compro- 



mise amendment to “analyze and evaluate 
scientific explanations concerning the com- 
plexity of the cell,” which passed 13-2. 

• A similar McLeroy motion to study the 
“sufficiency or insufficiency” of theories of 
common descent, which passed in January, 
was stripped on Friday’s final vote. 

• Barbara Cargill of The Woodlands want- 
ed differing “theories” on the age of the uni- 
verse taught - obviously, a challenge to the 
widely accepted Big Bang Theory - and the 
motion passed 11-3. 

• Another peace offering from Craig, which 
would require “all sides” of scientific expla- 
nations be taught, passed 13-2. 

• Dunbar succeeded in passing, 13-2, an 
amendment to “analyze and evaluate scientif- 
ic explanations concerning any data on sud- 
den appearance and stasis and the sequen- 
tial groups in the fossil record.” “Stasis” is 
one of the many pseudoscientific challenges 
that creationists often make to evolution. 

• Finally, the board called for teachers to 
“analyze and evaluate different views on the 
existence of global warming” - trying to 
plant a suggestion that scientific consensus 
on the existence of global warming is any- 
thing but settled. 

And thus ended yet another round of the 
arrogant fundamentalist wing of the SBOE 
challenging the world’s foremost scientists on 
their knowledge of science. A quote from 
McLeroy during the evolution debate summed 
it all up: “I disagree with all these experts. 
Somebody has to stand up to these experts.” 

Other SBOE news: During the meeting, 
the Flouse Public Education Committee 
voted to put the board under Sunset Review, 
meaning it will have to justify its existence 
every 12 years, as do most other state 
agencies. And on Monday, the Flouse 
passed Austin Rep. Donna Howard’s bill to 
have video webcasts of the meetings, rather 
than just the audio currently offered (see 
“LegeLines,” p.22). - Lee Nichols 


Original Titty-Tax Bill Loses Bounce 

House Bill 2070, the latest attempt by Rep. Ellen Cohen, D-Houston, to reform the so-called 
“titty tax,” was scheduled for its first public hearing in the House Ways & Means Committee on 
April 1. But it’s already lagging behind a rival bill (see “Staying Abreast of Tax Debate” March 13) 
by fellow Houston Democrat Rep. Senfronia Thompson, which would scrap the current $5 per cus- 
tomer surcharge on sexually oriented businesses and impose a 10% tax on admissions instead. 
Thompson’s HB 982 sped through House Licensing & Administrative Procedures on March 18 and 
is now with the Calendars Committee. Both bills would provide funds for the Sexual Assault 
Program Fund, although Thompson’s would send a fourth of the revenues to the Foundation School 
Fund. Cohen’s staff claims her bill will produce $18 million a year; Thompson’s office is still unsure 
how much her proposed tax would generate - and because the old surcharge is still in the courts, 
the Legislative Budget Board could not provide an estimate. However, the Texas Entertainment 
Association (the strip-joint trade group) has said it will not oppose Thompson’s bill, whereas 
Cohen’s could face another decade in litigation, freezing any taxes collected. - Richard Whittaker

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STATE BUDGET BUDGES FORTH 


Docs Back Insurance Reforms 


The only thing the Texas Legislature 
must do in a session is pass the state 
budget. The Senate Finance Committee 
approved Senate Bill 1, its version of the 
2010-11 budget worth $182.2 billion, on 
March 30 and scheduled it for an April 1 
floor debate (expected to last well beyond 
press time). So now it’s up to the House 
to finalize its version. 

While House Appropriations Chair Jim 
Pitts, R-Waxahachie, is still waiting for a 
full estimate from the Legislative Budget 
Board of how big the House version will 
be, he has a clear timeline for getting 
House Bill 1 to the floor and aims to 
have it finalized and printed in time for his 
committee’s April 7 meeting. “We have 
the votes to kick it out of committee, so it 
could be a short meeting,” Pitts predicted. 
Next up, he’s working on a calendar rule, 
setting an April 14 deadline for all amend- 
ments and riders. Even the complicating 
factor of waiting for final rules on federal 
stimulus money isn’t slowing him. “We’re 
spending [it] in the way it was directed to 
be spent,” he said. 

It’s not just about how much money is 
spent but where it goes. That issue came 
to the fore on March 27 during a lengthy 
committee grilling of staff from Gov. Rick 


Perry’s office over how $120 million was 
transferred from the overstretched unem- 
ployment-insurance fund to the Texas 
Emerging Technology Fund - including $50 
million for Perry’s alma mater, Texas A&M 
University. Pitts explained: “We put some 
riders in the Appropriations bill that says 
that he cannot do that anymore. He can’t 
switch it from one to another without the 
approval of the Legislative Budget Board, 
and he cannot spend it without their 
approval.” While Pitts expects that 
riders will be enough for this 
budget cycle, “probably eventu- 
ally it needs to be put in stat- 
ute.” He also plans to extend 
that clarity into the rest of the 
process. "Hopefully we can do a 
rule that says ... you can’t take 
money from the education article 
and put it into health, and you can’t 
take money from health and put it into 
education,” he said. 

Pitts remains optimistic Perry will 
approve the final budget, avoiding the need 
for a special session this summer. He 
added, “We’re going to do what we have to 
do, and we think we’re going to put a good 
bill on his desk.”

Texans’ health insurance premiums con- 
tinue to rise while coverage has stagnated or 
decreased, says Dr. Josie Williams, president 
of the Texas Medical Association. Consumers 
are “paying more and more and receiving less 
and less, and they really don’t understand their 
health insurance policies,” she said during a 
March 25 press conference at the Capitol. 

As such, the TMA, the nation’s largest doc- 
tors’ group, is joining forces with a handful of 
lawmakers to support reforms that would 
make health coverage more transpar- 
ent. Among reforms it’s backing are a 
pair of companion bills filed by Sen. 
Wendy Davis, D-Fort Worth (Senate 
Bill 1611), and Rep. Todd Smith, 
R-Euless (House Bill 1748), that 
would prohibit insurers from finding 
arbitrary reasons to dump clients. In 
one case, Smith said, a Northeast Texas 
woman had her insurance canceled after she 
was diagnosed with breast cancer and was in 
need of a mastectomy. Her insurer told her 
she had failed to note on her coverage appli- 
cation that she’d once been treated for acne. 
The practice, known as “rescission,” allows 
insurers to cancel policies when they believe a 
consumer has lied or hidden information about 
a health condition or previous treatment - 
regardless of whether it relates to a condition 


that is currently being treated. “It is an unethi- 
cal practice that [encourages] abuse,” Davis 
said, “so they can get out of paying for expen- 
sive treatments.” 

As the TMA’s Williams sees it, the insurers 
say they’re trying to ferret out fraud, but the 
practice has become problematic - especially 
in California. And if the problem has yet to 
take hold in Texas, Williams said it’s just a 
matter of time until it does, because the same 
insurance companies implicated in the prac- 
tice there also operate here. Smith said his 
bill would allow canceled consumers to appeal 
to a third party for review, “as a matter of 
basic fairness.” 

Other health insurance reforms backed by 
the TMA include the so-called Soup Can Label 
Bill (SB 815, by Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, 
and HB 1932, by Rep. Senfronia Thompson, 

D-Houston), which would require insurers to 
market their products in a standard format 
that would allow “apples to apples” compari- 
son, and the Health Insurance Code of 
Conduct Act (SB 1257, by Sen. Kip Averitt, 
R-Waco, and HB 2750, by Rep. Craig Eiland, 
D-Galveston), which would prevent companies 
from arbitrarily raising insurance rates and 
require them to receive outside input before 
canceling the coverage of seriously ill or 
injured patients. -Jordan Smith

What 
were they teaching before? On March 31, the 
House Public Education Committee heard 
House Bill 741 and HB 1567, both ending 


the emphasis on abstinence-only sex ed 

and ordering the teaching of scientifically 
and medically accurate information... Sen. 
Jane Nelson’s SB 476, elevating the role of 
nurses’ staffing committees in deciding hos- 
pital staffing plans, passed the Senate last 
week; Rep. Donna Howard authored an 
identical House version...

Judge Points Fingers 

Responding to charges brought against her by 
the State Commission on Judicial Conduct relating 
to the execution of Michael Richard, Court of 
Criminal Appeals Presiding Judge Sharon Keller 
says the blame for Richard’s final appeal not being 
heard rests not on her but on Richard’s lawyers. 

Keller is charged with a “willful and persistent 
failure” to follow the court’s execution-day proce- 
dures, violating the Texas Constitution and Texas 
Code of Judicial Conduct and casting “public dis- 
credit” on the state judiciary, according to the CJC 
charging document handed down Feb. 19. (And this 
week, Texans for Public Justice filed complaints against 
Keller alleging she failed to disclose millions of dollars worth of 
property holdings. The complaints are based on the findings of 
an investigation by The Dallas Morning News.) 

At issue is whether Keller blocked Richard’s attorneys from 
filing a last-minute appeal on Sept. 25, 2007, challenging as 
unconstitutional the lethal injection method of execution. 
Earlier that day, the U.S. Supreme Court had accepted an 
appeal in a Kentucky case challenging the method. As it hap- 
pened, the Supremes’ acceptance of the case created a de 


facto moratorium on executions while the 
case was pending. As such, it is likely that 
Richard would have been granted a stay. 
Richard was scheduled to die at 6pm that 
night, which put his lawyers with the Texas 
Defender Service on an accelerated time- 
line to draft and file the final appeal - a situ- 
ation that grew more complicated when com- 
puter problems delayed the lawyers in get- 
ting their paperwork to the court. They say 
they called the Court of Criminal Appeals 
clerk to say the appeal would be delayed, 
but they were told that Keller had refused to 
extend the deadline, declaring that the court 
closed at 5pm. Richard was subsequently executed. 

According to the Commission on Judicial Conduct charges, 
when the lawyers called to say their filing would be late, the 
court’s general counsel, Ed Marty, called Keller at home 
(she’d left court early that day to meet a repairman) to ask if 
the filing could come in late. According to the CJC, Marty 
asked if the court could stay late, but Keller contends that 
Marty actually asked whether the clerk’s office could remain 
open past 5pm, the time at which it routinely closes. Either 
way, the CJC charges that Keller knew she was not the judge 


assigned to handle Richard’s appeal and that it was her duty 
to refer all questions about the case to that judge, Cheryl 
Johnson. Indeed, Johnson had stayed late that evening, in 
anticipation of last-minute execution-related business. Keller’s 
“response to Mr. Marty failed to direct that he relay the com- 
munication to ... Judge Johnson,” reads the charging docu- 
ment. “Instead, Judge Keller gave instructions to Mr. Marty 
that had the effect of closing any further access by Mr. 
Richard’s lawyer with the CCA” concerning a possible stay. 

In a March 24 response to the charges (posted online with 
this story at austinchronicle.com), Keller’s attorney Chip 
Babcock wrote that Marty never asked Keller about the court 
remaining open but asked instead only about the clerk’s 
office staying open past 5pm. Keller “did not, and could not 
have, if she had wanted to, close access to the court ... a 
fact well known to [Texas Defender Service],” he wrote. 

Neal Manne, TDS’ counsel, said in a statement that Richard’s 
lawyers properly followed the court’s execution-day procedures. 
“Nothing in [Keller’s] response changes the fact that Judge 
Keller knowingly broke the rules,” he said. “The commission has 
properly focused on Judge Keller’s conduct and has not in any 
way suggested that [TDS] acted improperly or was at fault.” 

A date for a hearing on the charges has not yet been set.

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Any Way to Run a Railroad? 

So why, exactly, didn’t Capital Metro’s new MetroRail commuter 
rail line start up on Monday as scheduled, instead being indefinitely 
delayed? One reason is that its crossing gates weren’t working as 
planned, though Cap Metro initially felt that wasn’t enough of a prob- 
lem to stop the launch of service and planned a “work-around,” as the 
agency put it - stationing police officers at the gates to make sure no 
cars were on the tracks as trains approached. 

The bigger reason, however, was that the Federal Railroad 
Administration wasn’t happy with the testing of five engineers who 
would be driving the trains - and who are actually hired by labor sub- 
contractor Veolia Transportation. 

Among the 22 problems listed in a March 17 inspection report from 
the FRA: 

• A “safety conduct evaluation of national driver register motor vehicle 
history” was not performed on the five engineers. 

• Hearing and visual acuity exams were not performed. 

• The five had only two hours of performance skills training at the con- 
trols of the locomotive instead of the 20 required for certification. 

• “Hours of service” records did not correctly record the total time on 
duty of 40 employees. 

• A listing of all injuries and occupational illnesses within 30 days of 
their occurrence was not posted. 

• Capital Metro’s efficiency-testing program needs revisions to include 
the minimum number of FRA tests and inspections. 

• Documentation of the proper use of certain radio frequencies had 
not been provided. 

• The supervisor of engineers was designated by Veolia; the FRA man- 
dates that the supervisor officially be designated by Capital Metro. 

• And the violations that originally led Cap Metro to announce a delay 
from March 30: Some train engineers took train cars into sections of 
track for which they were not authorized to enter. 

Of the last, Veolia noted in a press statement: “Both incidents 
occurred during training exercises on segments of track closed to other

traffic and designated for testing in preparation for the 
commencement of service. In neither instance was there 
any immediate risk to any person or property.” 

As for the others, Veolia said: “While Veolia has since 
followed FRA recommended actions, we will be presenting 
to the FRA evidence to mitigate the recommended viola- 
tions cited. ... In addition, a question raised by the FRA as 
to the certification of one of the training supervisors arose 
not from a lack of certification but a lack of documenta- 
tion among records that showed proper certification.” 


While various elected officials have said they fully sup- 
port the delay, they also expressed frustration. “I found 
it very disheartening that things like eye and ear and 
hearing exams were overlooked or missed,” said Austin 
City Council member and Capital Metro board member 
Mike Martinez. “When you’ve been planning and work- 
ing on something for years and you’ve spent hundreds 
of millions of dollars on it, something like paperwork for 
a hearing exam that can literally cause problems for the 
whole program just should not happen.” - Lee Nichols

WEBSITE REDESIGN CRASHES

Plans to award a contract redesigning the 
city of Austin website hit the municipal 
equivalent of Microsoft’s blue screen of 
death last week. Once word spread via 
social networks that California firm Cignex 
Technologies was the staff-recommended 
firm for the job - over two local firms which 
had also applied - online indignation erupt- 
ed. Following Twitter-facilitated out- 
cries and insulted yelps from local 
Web designers, late Wednesday 
last week, the city pulled the 
item from the council agenda. 

“We’ve made a decision to 
defer Council action on the 
web redesign contract in order 
to allow time for our new Chief 
Communications Director and 
Chief Information Officer to fully 
review options and offer the best 
solution based on their professional exper- 
tise,” said City Manager Marc Ott in a 
statement, noting “the most prudent course 
of action is to give them the time to analyze 
all options and offer a solution that best 
meets the needs of both our residents and 
of the organization.” 

In online parlance, these nOObs would be 
Communications Director Doug Matthews 
and CIO Gail Roper. Former CIO Pete Collins 

resigned after a lengthy city investigation and 
allegations of wrongdoing; at City Hall, it’s

believed that his unceremonious departure 
slowed the city’s long-promised website rede- 
sign, Austin GO, which was first rolled out 
almost a year and a half ago. 

At council last Thursday, a clearer sense of 
the project emerged. A fact sheet prepared 
by the city’s communications office defended 
the staff reco by saying: “One of the sub- 
contractors on this project is a local 
firm and is projected to receive 
15.84% of the participation. 

The other subcontractor is 
Houston-based and is project- 
ed to receive 18.57% of the 
participation. That means that 
over 34% of the participation 
is from Texas.” The answer to 
the broader question - why so 
few local firms responded - may 
lie with specifics of the city’s request 
for qualifications: “Most local firms did not 
have the specific expertise in the selected 
Content Managements system” - an open- 
source programming language called Zope/ 
Plone the city intranet already runs on. 

The site redesign has already become 
an issue in the mayoral race. Before it got 
pulled, Brewster McCracken declared: 
“Investing taxpayer funds for Web opera- 
tions only makes sense if the investment 
dramatically improves government efficiency 
and stimulates the local economy. I am not 


satisfied that the website redesign proposal 
before council meets either objective.” 
McCracken said that for the money, the 
site should allow online bill paying for city 
services and obtaining other city services 
that currently require a phone call. Lee 
Leffingwell, who initiated the Austin GO 
project, also supported the delay. The ques- 
tion now is what form the redesign proposal 
will take when the item reappears - likely in 
about a month, says Ott. Is the city simply 
waiting for controversy to die down before 
trotting out the same proposal, or will it 
reboot the contract? 

Free Association 

The other big takeaway from last week’s 
council meeting was a presentation on 
Downtown street closures for big events: 
among the recommendations, a city website 
listing all upcoming closures and detours. 

On the agenda this week, April 2: a plethora 
of feel-good ordinances from council, including 
official support of Lemonade Day 2009. The 
most substantial items from council are a pair 
of Earth Day-inspired resolutions: participa- 
tion in a regional air-quality improvement 
agreement known as “the Big Push” (Item 
32); as well as a review of light-conserving 
measures for city buildings. In that spirit, and 
with this airy agenda, the lights should be out 
early at City Hall this Thursday. ■

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NO HOME FOR RHIZOME ... FOR NOW 


The Rhizome Collective, an Eastside nonprofit organiza- 
tion known as much for its unique warehouse space as for 
its work on environmental justice and sustainability issues, 
said goodbye last month to its home at 300 Allen after city 
code violations forced occupants to vacate. The loss of the 
warehouse is potentially devastating for the collective and the 
many other nonprofits that shared its space. Moreover, the 
loss of the grounds - among other things, fruit trees and gar- 
dens, a polyculture pond with edible water plants, con- 
structed wetlands that filter household wastewater for reuse, 
a room built from straw bales, and an electricity-generating 
windmill made from spare bicycle parts - is a blow to the 
whole community. 

Much more than just a warehouse, the Rhizome Collective’s 
home has for the last nine years been a busy hub of experi- 
mentation in creative methods of sustainable urban living 
(and a convenient space for countless fundraisers on behalf 
of local organizations). Out of that work has come the popular 
Radical Urban Sustainability Training workshop, a week- 
end crash course in such topics as rainwater harvesting, 
worm composting, biofuel production, and nat- 
ural building that attracts eco-minded people 
from all over the country. The collective’s work 
with bioremediation techniques (using plants, 
fungi, and bacteria to clean contaminated 
soils) proved valuable in New Orleans, where 
Rhizome members were active after Hurri- 
cane Katrina. Most notably, Rhizome mem- 
bers used a $200,000 grant from the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency to clean up a 
Montopolis neighborhood brownfield that 
was once a landfill - an endeavor for which 
they won a Keep Austin Beautiful award. 

Unfortunately, the same DIY spirit that fired Rhizome to its 
success may have sown the seeds of its demise. After the 
city received an anonymous complaint Feb. 11, a Solid 
Waste Services code enforcement investigator inspected 
the warehouse and discovered “commercial construction per- 
formed without required permits” in addition to 14 other vio- 
lations, many of them relating to plumbing or electrical wiring. 
According to SWS spokeswoman Jennifer Herber, while 
some items on the long list might have been easily resolved, 
the most serious could jeopardize the safety of the building’s 
occupants - hence the order to vacate by March 17. 

The organizations that operated out of the warehouse have 
since been scrambling to find new space. According to collec- 
tive spokeswoman Laura Merner, Food Not Bombs has tem- 
porarily relocated operations to the 21st Street Co-op’s kitch- 
en. Bikes Across Borders has found a space where mem- 
bers can work on bikes but not where they can continue com- 
munity workshops. The Inside Books Project, which 
donates used books to Texas prisoners, has moved all its 


books to members’ garages. Collective members have been 
transplanting many of the plants from polyculture projects to 
community gardens, and Mr. Friend - Rhizome’s resident tur- 
key - has moved to the Montopolis brownfield. 

Meanwhile, collective members Scott Kellogg and 
Stacy Pettigrew, who own the property, must figure out 
what to do with it. They say they can’t afford to bring it up 
to code. They have until April 17 to either sell the property 
or “pull” the necessary permits, a process that requires 
hiring contractors to assess what repairs need to be 
made, then applying for the permits to make them. “The 
violations reports are very open-ended and vague,” said 
Kellogg. “It’s going to be up to the discretion of the individ- 
ual engineers and plumbers and electricians to determine 
exactly what work needs to be done. ... It’s potentially just 
a black hole of resources and money.” Once they get the 
permits, Kellogg and Pettigrew would have 60 days to com- 
plete the work (or face possible fines of up to $2,000 per 
violation every day until they do). 

Before the code violations were discovered, the couple - 
who have been living near relatives in New 
York since their daughter’s birth in 2006 
and who are expecting a second child in 
May - had already announced plans to sell 
the property and had offered the collective 
the chance to buy it for a below-market 
price. Collective ownership of the property 
has long been a goal for Rhizome mem- 
bers, but now that a buyer must be found 
by April 17, the collective has neither the 
time to raise the funds nor the resources 
to take on fixing the property. 

“Essentially we’re looking at bringing a 
building that was built in 1952 up to 2009 code,” said 
Kellogg. Because of the modifications the collective has 
made to the building, its outdated structural elements are 
no longer grandfathered and must now be brought up to cur- 
rent standards, along with any newer construction. “We 
didn’t know this, otherwise we wouldn’t have messed 
around with that kind of stuff,” said Kellogg. “Things like 
the straw-bale room and the various partitions in the back 
space - we didn’t pull permits for any of that stuff; we just 
threw them up.” 

A proudly displayed part of the official Rhizome tour (along 
with things like a solar-cooking oven and a bicycle-powered 
blender), the “straw-bale room” even has a window into the 
wall where you can see and touch the straw from which it’s 
constructed. Now the room must be examined by an engineer 
to verify that it’s structurally sound. If he had to do it over 
again, said Kellogg, he’d pull all the necessary permits, 
regardless of the time and cost. “A really important part of 
this work,” he added, “is trying to get recoding to make it so 



that these more experimental sustainable designs are 

easy for other people to implement.” 

After a meeting Monday night, collective members released 
a statement verifying that they would not be buying the ware- 
house - but “the Rhizome Collective is not dead,” they 
wrote. Their best option right now, it seems, is to take advan- 
tage of the property they do own: the brownfield (which was 
donated to the collective). While part of the 9.8-acre property 
lies in a flood plain, a significant portion can still be devel- 
oped. Plus, it has one big advantage over the warehouse: It’s 
legal. “We actually got a permit to build a composting toilet 
there,” said Kellogg. “It took us four years to get that permit.”

Austin CarShare Shares the Road 


What does Austin CarShare think of the 
city of Austin’s plan to enter a car-sharing lease 
agreement with Car2Go? “Basically we are 
thrilled that there will be a lot more car-sharing 
in Austin,” said Brandi Clark, board chair of 
Austin CarShare. Since 2006, the group has 
educated the community about car-sharing as 
a tool for reducing traffic, improving air quality, 
and promoting sustainable economic develop- 
^ ment while lowering household expenses. 

| Daimler operates Car2Go, which uses the 
I tiny Smart ForTwo cars it manufactures. It 
| selected go-green Austin for the launch of its 
o first U.S. pilot program this fall. (The tiny vehi- 


cle gets an estimated 36 miles per gallon and 
emits a relatively low 5.1 tons of annual 
greenhouse gases.) For the first six months, a 
fleet of 200 cars will be available only to city 
employees. In exchange, the city will provide 
free parking spaces. Car2Go then plans to 
expand the Austin fleet and allow the public 
to reserve them in advance or instantly rent 
those that are parked on the street. The pro- 
gram follows the model of a successful bike- 
share program started in Lyon, France. 

Austin CarShare also contracts to provide 
cars to city employees but at just two loca- 
tions; the organization could not have launched 


a program on this scale. “We are pleased 
about Daimler’s commitment to expand the 
opportunity for more people to take advantage 
of car-sharing,” said Clark. She noted that 
Austin CarShare’s seven-vehicle fleet will 
remain the public’s only car-sharing option for 
the next year. She anticipated that if Daimler’s 
program is successful, the local nonprofit then 
may “transition into a more strictly educational 
role promoting multimodal transit and get out 
of the fleet management business. 

“In a way, we can declare victory,” said 
Clark. “We helped introduce the first car-shar- 
ing to Texas and laid the groundwork for accep- 
tance of a commercial program by getting the 
community and city of Austin aware of the ben- 
efits of car-sharing.” - Katherine Gregor

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‘Statesman’ to Go Platinum? 

Equity firm specializing in ‘distressed’ properties looking at the daily

The Statesman’s lakeshore location has drawn the attention of a potential suitor with an eye 
for handsome real estate investments. 


With its recent acquisition of The San Diego 
Union-Tribune, a Beverly Hills-based private 
equity firm emerged as a front-runner to buy 
the Austin American-Statesman. No details 
were available on Platinum Equity’s deal to 
buy the floundering San Diego paper, but 
Mark Barnhill, one of the principals, confirms 
the company is ready to buy more newspapers. 
“It is typical for us when we enter a market 
sector to look at similar or complementary 
acquisitions,” said Barnhill, “so it is safe to 
say we will be looking at additional media 
properties and newspapers, in particular.” 

Barnhill refused to discuss the Statesman, 
but his firm’s willingness to close a deal on a 
newspaper - any newspaper - vaults it to the 
top of any speculation about the Austin daily, 
considering the lack of buyers for dozens of 
papers languishing on the market. Platinum 
is one of five groups that heard pitch- 
es from Statesman owner Cox 
Enterprises two months ago. 

“I’ve heard nothing from Cox 
Enterprises since the bid deadline 
passed,” wrote former Editor Rich 
Oppel, a member of one of those 
groups, in an e-mail last week. 

(Cox Media Group President Sandy 
Schwartz declined to comment on the 
mid-March deadline for bids, although he 
did reference “bidders,” suggesting more than 
one group made an offer. The Silicon Alley 
Insider reports that there were four bidders: 
Oppel and Minneapolis StarTribune Publisher 
Chris Harte’s group as well as Hicks Holdings, 
ZelnickMedia, and Platinum.) 

Like the Statesman, the Union-Tribune has 
been on the market since last summer. And 
like the Statesman, one of its key assets is a 
prominent piece of land which serves as its 
corporate headquarters. (In the Statesman’s 
case, it’s 19 acres on Lady Bird Lake.) 

Unlike the Statesman, by all accounts the 
Union-Tribune’s ownership was desperate to 
sell. In one of those old newspaper sagas, 


ne’er-do-well David Copley inherited the com- 
pany when mommy Helen Copley passed 
away in 2004, and he’s been fanatically sell- 
ing assets ever since. Earlier this year, the 
Union-Tribune’s general manager reported the 
paper’s advertising revenue had dropped 
40% in the last two years. 

In others words, the Union-Tribune was a 
classic target for Platinum, a catchall equity 
firm specializing in companies in “transition- 
ing or declining or distressed” markets. “We 
tend to be a little bit contrarian,” Barnhill said. 
“As others are moving away from distressed 
or troubled business sectors, we tend to 
move toward them.” (Or, as he put it to anoth- 
er reporter, “If other folks are running out of 
a burning building, we’re running into it.”) 
Barnhill, a former public-relations executive 
and city editor of the Los Angeles Daily News, 
wouldn’t address what, exactly, the firm 
likes about newspapers. When the 
right “business characteristics” are 
in place, he said, the firm believes 
it can “create value and assist the 
management team in increasing 
the value of a newspaper property 
in the same way we’ve done in a 
number of other industries.” 

Platinum, which has bought everything 
from a composite material manufacturer to 
a crane rental company, was founded in 
1995 by Tom Gores, who recently made 
Forbes magazine’s list of billionaires, one of 
the youngest members of the club. Although 
many of Platinum’s companies are fairly dry, 
Gores has dabbled in Hollywood and even 
made the gossip columns, during the wiretap- 
ping case of famed Hollywood private eye 
Anthony Pellicano, when it emerged Gores 
was having an affair with his brother’s wife. 

Platinum is known to be working with David 
Black, head of Black Press, a Canadian news- 
paper company that owns more than 170 
papers, primarily community newspapers 
(and the Statesman’s community newspapers 


may be one of its appealing attributes). When 
Black (no relation to scandal-ridden Canada 
newspaper scion Conrad Black) took over the 
Akron Beacon Journal and the Honolulu Star- 
Bulletin a few years ago, one of his first acts 
was to slice newsroom staffs by about 20%. 
“It is all about local, local, local,” he told the 
Seattle Weekly last year in a rare interview. 

While it’s probably not quite accurate to 
refer to it as a vulture fund, Platinum looks for 
companies seen as cheap that benefit from 
what Barnhill calls Platinum’s “operational 
focus and discipline.” Typically, for equity firms 
like Platinum, that means slashing costs (i.e., 
jettisoning employees) and selling off assets. 

If nothing else, Platinum’s interest in the 
newspaper industry suggests papers are official- 
ly at a tantalizing level of “distress” for gambling 
private funds, which like to buy what no one else 
will buy. And newspapers are growing more dis- 
tressed by the day. In March the 146-year-old 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer shut down its print 
edition. And last week the Newspaper 
Association of America released data showing 
newspaper ad sales dropped $7.5 billion, or 
16.6%, in 2008. Internet revenues, which news- 
paper companies are counting on to stem the 
tide, actually declined 1.8% for the year. 


WHAT DID YOU READ TODAY? 

KVUE stalwart anchor Olga Campos has 
been moved to the mornings, replacing the 
disappeared Jason Hill. Once dominant in 
the morning, the ABC affiliate’s ratings have 
been slipping. Campos gets to reacquaint 
herself with caffeine, and KVUE gets to elim- 
inate another position, one of four that dis- 
appeared in the latest round of mandated 
cuts from Belo Corp. Employees also lost 
their 401(k) matching plan, and managers 
saw their salaries cut by 5%... Brian 
Benschoter is out as general manager of 
News 8 Austin, Time Warner’s 24-hour local 
news channel... Former KEYE reporter Keith 
Elkins is now the executive director of the 
Freedom of Information Foundation of 
Texas... A new report from Scarborough 
Research takes a chink out of Austin’s rep 
as a well-read city. Only 67% of Austin 
adults read a newspaper either in print or 
online in a week, in contrast to a national 
average of 75%, according to the firm’s anal- 
ysis of the “integrated newspaper audience.” 
Cleveland, Pittsburgh, and Rochester, N.Y., are 
bubbling cabals of news junkies, with more 
than 85% newspaper readership. ■ 



DISHARMONY AT THE LIVE MUSIC TASK FORCE 


In a Save Austin Music e-newsletter sent March 26, SAM 
founder Troy Dillinger blasted the city of Austin for not yet 
creating a music department. In an article headlined “The 
Passive Attack on Our Industry & Why Words Aren’t Working,” 
Dillinger blamed the delay on “our fellow creatives,” City 
Manager Marc Ott, Austin arts organizations, and the city’s 
Cultural Arts Division - “a strong contingency within the 
City government that has built a firm power structure.” 
Dillinger’s allegations were not substantiated in the article; 
when contacted by phone, he declined to cite sources. 

In response to the diatribe, four Live Music Task Force mem- 
bers immediately resigned from SAM’s board of advisers - 
Bobby Garza, Paul Oveisi, Rose Reyes, and Don Pitts. In a 
letter to Dillinger, they wrote, “Your allegations in the email have 
threatened to damage the relationships that we’ve been able to 
foster within city government.” Over the past 18 months, the 
task force has conducted careful alliance-building - among 
musicians, club owners, other local music-industry sectors, 
neighborhoods, city staff and management, the mayor, and 


council - in support of its recommendations to council, notably: 
“Establish a central Music Department within the City of Austin 
government structure ... independent of the existing Cultural 
Arts Division.” In mid-January, City Council voted unanimously to 
support the recommendation, asking the city manager and staff 
to come back Feb. 26 with a range of options for structuring a 
new department dedicated to Austin’s live music industry. 

In a Feb. 20 letter to the mayor and council, Ott said that 
much progress had been made toward the evaluation, but 
“due to the focus on our current economic challenges, we 
have not had time to complete our analysis” by Feb. 26. He 
said he planned to report to council by May 7. 

While Dillinger sees the delay as an effort to derail the 
music office, such slow movement on the city’s part doesn’t 
appear unusual. “Troy doesn’t get the politics of it; he’s just 
pushing way too hard,” said Garza, who is also a council aide 
to Mike Martinez. 

Dillinger specifically pointed the finger at Ott. Among his alle- 
gations: “Our new City Manager has given strong indications 


that he won’t create a Music Office,” and “he is stalling until 
after the elections.” (Mayor Will Wynn, who championed the 
Live Music Task Force on council, will leave office June 20.) But 
Ott said those accusations were unfounded. He said he fully 
supports live music in Austin, that his staff is actively research- 
ing the budgetary and other implications of creating both a new 
arts and culture department and a music department, and that 
the process is completely unrelated to election politics. 

Stated the task force members’ letter of resignation: 

“While the progress is not at the speed with which we would 
prefer, we know that there are myriad functions that must be 
considered, and this is a large undertaking on a number of 
levels. ... We have every indication that the City Manager has 
heard us loud and clear, and we firmly believe that we must 
give him time to prove to us that he has heard our communi- 
ty through an actionable plan for Council consideration.” 

Dillinger did have one good piece of advice for the Austin 
music community: "Register and vote on May 9th. ... You 
need to start speaking up and letting the candidates know 
that music is important to Austin and so is this Music Office.”

OBAMA AND CONGRESS CAN END 
MOUNTAINTOP REMOVAL 

If you live near a stream, should you be 
allowed to dump waste in it? I don’t mean a 
garbage bag of waste but tons of it - toxic 
waste that buries the stream and contami- 
nates downstream drinking water so badly 
that it runs black out of the tap. 

If such gross selfishness would offend 
you, you’re probably not an executive of a 
coal corporation. 

In Appalachia, coal barons routinely 
explode the tops off of ancient, forest-cov- 
ered mountains, then merrily bulldoze the 
resulting tons of coal waste and rubble 
down the sides into the valleys and streams 
below - all so they can get at the coal more 
cheaply and haul away a fatter profit. 
“Mountaintop removal,” they call it - a pro- 
cess that is an environmental rape and an 
ethical disgrace. Already, 500 of America’s 
oldest, most beautiful mountains have been 
decapitated, and more than 1,200 miles of 
pristine streams have been buried. 

Isn’t this a violation of our Clean Water 
Act? Of course! Except that a 2002 rule 
change by Bush & Co. perverted the law, 
redefining “water pollutants” to exclude min- 
ing waste. Then early this year, a Bush- 
appointed federal court ruled that stream 
burial is okay, giving the green light to 90 
more mountain-destruction projects. 

However, the Alliance for Appalachia, a 
grassroots coalition of 13 regional groups, is 
pushing a congressional bill to outlaw this out- 
rage, and it has a good chance to pass. House 
Resolution 1310, the Clean Water Protection 
Act, already has 123 co-sponsors, and 
President Obama says he’s against mining coal 
by “simply blowing the tops off mountains.” 

Obama can make the difference, both by 
aggressively backing the bill and by direct- 
ing the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers to 
suspend mining permits for mountaintop 
removal.

A BAILED-OUT BANK BAILS OUT ITS 
BANKERS 

At least one Wall Street investment 
house is stepping up to help some of the 
people who’ve been squeezed by the finan- 
cial crisis that Wall Street caused. 

Goldman Sachs - once considered the 
“star of the Street” before it crashed in a 
pile of greed and had to be salvaged by a 
multibillion-dollar bailout from you and me - 
is this angel of mercy. It has announced a 
new loan program to assist folks who lost 
money because of their investments with 
Goldman. What an altruistic gesture! Before 
we give the bank a big gold star, however, 
let’s note that regular folks do not qualify. 
For example, maybe you lost a chunk of 
your retirement money because of the firm’s 
collapse. Sorry, but no loan for you. 

No, no - this beneficent program is strictly 
reserved for Goldman’s own senior bankers! 
These special ones were paid millions of dol- 
lars in the golden years, and they invested 
wads of that cash in a couple of the bank’s 
elite investment pools. One of the perks of 
being a high-ranking Goldman Sacher was that 
you got access to those very profitable funds. 

But - oh, cruel fate! - even these have 
plummeted in value, and many of the bank’s 
100 top executives are reported to be down 
to their last $5 million. Given their gilded life- 
styles, this leaves them scrambling to meet 
payments. One example of their cash crunch 
is that they now are having to pay their taxes 
on fat bonuses that they were paid early last 
year. Back then, they were riding high, and 
they thought the party would never end, so 
they spent all of their bonus money on assort- 
ed toys. That means they don’t have enough 
money today to cover their tax obligations. 

I know how badly you must feel for them, 
but not to worry, for Goldman is galloping to 
their rescue with loans reaching up to hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars each. See, 
Wall Street takes care of its own - even if it 
has to use our bailout dollars to do it.

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How Many Cats Did 
Austin Save Last Year? 

By the numbers, shelter and animal 
advocate efforts show significant progress

What should the City Council - and Austin- 
ites generally - believe about the animal shel- 
ter and the city’s animal welfare programs? 

Some critics, most prominently the activist 
group FixAustin, relentlessly pound the 
“pound” - their pejorative term for the Town 
Lake Animal Center - as a shameful, out- 
moded “slaughterhouse” that kills, they say, 
roughly half of the animals taken into the 
facility. The most-cited numbers in general 
circulation are 10,000 to 12,000 euthanasias 
a year - although these gross and variable 
estimates make no attempt to distinguish 
between the necessary killing of ill or danger- 
ous animals and the killing of those that (for 
whatever reason) have not been adopted in a 
reasonable time. In response, the city’s ani- 
mal welfare personnel contend that they are 
devoted to saving as many lives as possible, 
and their efforts, at the shelter and in col- 
laboration with other rescue groups, have 
resulted in the best numbers in the city’s his- 
tory - most prominently, a euthanasia rate 
no longer at one-half of intake but below 
40%, and in fact below 30% in the latest 
monthly figures. 


Indeed, under the common national “no-kiH” 
standard - which means saving from death 
all “adop table” animals - current city figures 
reflect that the shelter is within a few hundred 
animals a year of the no-kill goal and is even 
being considered as a national model for its 
success. Thanks to the efforts of shelter per- 
sonnel, in collaboration with many local vol- 
unteers, it’s at least possible that Austin can 
finally become a “no-kill” city. 

Of course, not all animal advocates agree 
that the city’s working definition of “no-kill” 
is a sufficient standard - some insist that the 
definition of “adoptable” must be significantly 
broadened to include, in principle, any ani- 
mal that can be treated or rehabilitated suffi- 
ciently in order to eventually be adopted, or 
indeed as long as there is room at the shelter. 
“We . . . believe that the city of Austin should 
immediately impose a moratorium on the kill- 
ing of healthy, nonaggressive animals,” said 
FixAustin’s Lorri Michel, “when there are 
open kennels at the shelter to give them the 
opportunity to find loving homes.” FixAustin 
also argues vehemently that any improvement 
in the city’s euthanasia rate is attributable not

to shelter policies or staff but to the efforts of 
independent rescue organizations - most 
prominently, Austin Pets Alive!, which helps 
find adopters through public outreach. 

The debate over city shelter policies, once 
largely confined to the internecine and often 
volatile debates of the city’s Animal Advisory 
Commission, has in recent months become 
much more public and personal. According to 
FixAustin, since November 2000, when 
Assistant Director of Health and Human Ser- 
vices Dorinda Pulliam began serving as shelter 
manager, the Town Lake Animal Center has 
killed 100,000 animals. That number repre- 
sents “1000 [killed] every month, 34 each 
day, and about 1 every 12 minutes the pound 
has been open to the public this decade,” pro- 
claims the FixAustin website. As a conse- 
quence, the organization has been calling for a 
“regime change” at the shelter and specifically 
for the city to fire Pulliam. In a Jan. 29 letter 
to council members and other city officials, 
FixAustin founder Ryan Clinton wrote: 
“Pulliam’s old-fashioned, 1950s-style shelter 
management belongs in the 1950s. The world 
has moved on and left her methods and 
excuses behind. It’s far past time for Pulliam 
to be replaced by a shelter manager who 
rejects excuses and embraces no-kill method- 
ology in its entirety.” 

City officials respond that even while the 
city has continued to grow, the shelter’s kill 
rates and absolute numbers have slowly but 
steadily declined. During Pulliam’s tenure, 
according to animal shelter records and those 
of the American Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, the euthanasia rates have 
dropped each year since 2000, her first year. 
(TLAC’s statistics are calculated by fiscal year, 
so they do not correspond perfectly to those of 
Mission: Orange, which goes by calendar year.) 
Records were not kept before 1994, but in that 
year the Town Lake Animal Center killed 
17,390 animals (including wild animals, such 
as bats). In 1999, the number was 15,166; in 
2008, 10,916. That’s still a considerable num- 
ber, but according to the city’s Health and 


Human Services director, David Lurie, at cur- 
rent projections, the kill number for 2009 
should be lower than 6,000. And at the end of 
February, the TLAC euthanasia rate - out of all 
the animals, of whatever kind and condition, 
received by the shelter - was at 29%. Even that 
percentage is somewhat misleadingly high in 
one sense: The overall intake numbers have 
also been declining, fewer abandoned animals 
are being placed in the shelter, so the percent- 
age killed is of a smaller total number. 

Shelter staff also notes that TLAC does not 
euthanize “off the truck,” as do other cities 
such as Houston, which reportedly has a cur- 
rent euthanasia rate of 80%. (See “BARC 
Sucks,” by Craig Malisow, Houston Press, Jan. 
29.) Instead, following intake at the shelter, 
each animal is considered by a case manage- 
ment team to begin to determine how best to 
handle that animal. And by partnering with 
other local animal rescue and adoption groups, 
the center has been able to place with owners 
a steadily increasing number of adoptable pets 
(see “How They’re Doing It,” p.31). 

That does not mean every animal can - or 
even should - be saved, although that position 
is not shared by all animal advocates. For 
example, by “no-kill methodology,” FixAustin 
means specifically the No Kill Equation pro- 
gram promoted by shelter consultant Nathan 
Winograd. In an October visit to Austin, 
Winograd exhorted activists to “take back” 
TLAC, which he called a “19th century anach- 
ronism,” saying that he and his NKE could end 
all the killing “overnight.” (See “Winograd Fixes 
Austin: NKE Knows Best,” Oct. 31, 2008.) 

Local Winograd supporters also oppose the 
city’s plan to move the municipal shelter 
(from its current location on West Cesar 
Chavez, near Austin High) eastward to the 
Levander Loop (Airport Boulevard and U.S. 
183). The opponents describe the new site as 
too remote, therefore discouraging easy adop- 
tion. (The City Council responded in part by 
deciding to continue to house an adoption 
center at the current site and possibly others

Mission: Orange partnership data for the first 
quarter of 2009 should be available this 
week, and Mission: Orange coordinator Karen 
Medicus expects more good news. According 
to Ed Sayres, national American Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals president 
and architect of the Mission program, the 
goal for the humane community in general is 
to achieve steady, sustainable progress. It 
appears that Austin is meeting that objective. 

No one denies there’s more work to be done. 
The center’s critics, citing the No Kill Equation 
program, call for: a feral cat trap-neuter-release 
program; more high-volume, low-cost spay/neu- 
ter programs; more rescue groups; expanded 
foster care; comprehensive adoption programs; 
pet retention; medical and behavior rehabilita- 
tion; public relations/community involvement; 
and more recruitment of volunteers. What mysti- 
fies the shelter system and its defenders is that 
the city is already 
doing all these things 
and steadily expand- 
ing their range and 
effect. If the center’s 
and partnerships’ 
efforts are to be dis- 
missed as ineffectu- 
al, shouldn’t these 
very measures be |

“Maybe there’s some proprietary secret [critics 
are] not sharing,” she said. 

The various life-saving methods, and more 
generally compassion toward companion ani- 
mals, are in fact indicative of an intensive, 
multifaceted humane movement in the United 
States, which has had remarkable success. 
According to Rich Avanzino, father of the no- 
kill movement, the drop in animals killed over 
recent decades has been dramatic. In 2007, 
Avanzino told a reporter: “Forty years ago, 23 
million dogs and cats were being killed in 
shelters. Twenty years ago, that number was 
17 million. This year it’s 3.7 million.” That’s 
quite a collective national accomplishment. 

Any city wanting to save lives must tackle 
the daunting problem of animal homeless- 
ness (likely to spike as the economy plung- 
es) on two fronts: prevention (which reduces 
intake) and placement (which increases the 
live-release rate of animals). The past 10 
years, since Austin officially adopted a no- 
kill goal, have paved the way for the city’s 
recent improving numbers. Emancipet 
Executive Director Amy Mills says the sys- 
tem’s spay/neuter programs “have provided 
more than 181,000 free or low-cost surger- 
ies in Austin since 1997. It helps put in per- 


spective the number of surgeries needed to 
make a difference over time.” Austin has 
also done a better job of getting animals out 
of the shelter. “The Austin Humane Society 
transfers as many animals as possible from 
the city of Austin’s Town Lake Animal Center 
and continues to increase transfers year over 
year,” said Austin Humane Society Executive 
Director Frances Jonon. “In 2008, AHS trans- 
ferred over 1,100 cats and dogs from TLAC, 
an increase of 48% over the last three years.” 
Another hallmark of Austin’s partnership 
model is its cultivation of a wide network of 
rescue groups. In the past year, Austin Pets 
Alive! has focused directly on placing ani- 
mals otherwise slated for euthanasia, with 
profound success. Jefferson outlined her 
group’s contribution to reducing Austin’s kill 
rates - pulling about 1,000 animals at press 
time - in this way: “We use multiple adop- 
tion sites to place our animals. We are trying 
to network back into the community from 
which these animals came. The community 
can help us by get- 
ting involved in 
donating to our new 
facility, volunteering, 
and fostering ani- 
mals in need.” She 
added that a recent 
donation will permit 
Austin Pets Alive! to 
save “an additional 
500 lives in the next 
12 months.” 
Generally, city 
personnel credit the 
partnership model for getting the community 
fully engaged in giving homeless animals a 
better chance of surviving. But generalities 
don’t do full justice to the city’s extensive 
and community-customized efforts. Here are 
just a few of the specific partnership pro- 
grams that have proven effective at saving 
animal lives: 

• Increased cat and kitten adoptions via tar- 
geted summer programs and reduced fees; 

• A network of more than 170 foster homes 
for underage and sick/injured animals; 

• Austin Humane Society feral-cat coordina- 
tor, with more than 200 area volunteer trap- 
pers (5,000 trap/neuter/returns per year); 

• Free microchip implants in high-intake 
neighborhoods (to improve recovery rate); 

• Free or low-cost wellness services (Animal 
Trustees of Austin, Emancipet); 

• Austin Humane Society’s Behavior, 
Re-Homing, Assessment and Training Team, 
aka BRATT (behavioral rehabilitation); 

• Pit Bull Task Force, reducing intake of pit- 
bull-type breeds while increasing public safety; 

• ASPCA educational programs for school- 
children, in collaboration with Austin 
Independent School District.

elsewhere.) In recent weeks, opponents have 
also strongly criticized specific physical plans 
for the new shelter, criticism city officials say 
is either incorrect or exaggerated (see “City 
Rejects FixAustin Charges,” March 6). 

City officials and shelter advocates say that 
the critics are misinformed not only about cur- 
rent shelter practices but about the real prog- 
ress made in recent months by shelter staff 
and allied organizations. “It’s simple. People 
can believe myth or reality,” commented 
Karen Medicus, team leader of Austins ASPCA 
Mission: Orange partnership with the Town 
Lake Animal Center. In particular, Medicus 
says, FixAustin and other critics persist in 
using statistics about the shelter that are both 
exaggerated and out of date. 

Apples to Apples 

An arm of the national ASPCA s Mission: 
Orange program, Austin’s formal Mission: 
Orange partnership consists of TLAC, the Austin 
Humane Society, Animal Trustees of Austin, and 
Emancipet and is a collaborative effort to sub- 
stantially reduce “the needless euthanasia of 
adop table dogs and cats.” In analyzing the ani- 


mal shelter’s progress since joining the program 
in early 2007, the ASPCA tries to mitigate the 
“apples to oranges” syndrome - different report- 
ing methods or standards that make valid statis- 
tical comparisons impossible. (A central ques- 
tion, for example, is how narrowly or broadly to 
define “adoptable” animals.) Throughout the 
year, Mission: Orange headquarters issues 
annual and biannual reports to partner agencies 
designed to “make sure we are accomplishing 
our goal of saving more animals,” Medicus said. 
“Our numbers are vetted; they are verified; they 
are current; they are reality.” 

Summarizing the most recent Austin annual 
report, which Medicus presented at the Feb. 
18 Animal Advisory Commission meeting, she 
noted: “In one year (2008 vs. 2007), our 
ASPCA Mission: Orange partnership experi- 
enced tremendous success in saving animal 
lives: 4,419 fewer animals killed in Austin 
shelters, 3,275 fewer animals entering Austin 
shelters, 3,681 animals transferred to place- 
ment groups (1,154 of those to the Austin 
Humane Society), and 25,328 low-cost and 
free spay/neuters performed - proof that the 
programs and policies put in place by this 
partnership are effective.” 


Other report highlights included: 

• 25% increase in live-release rate 

• 13% reduction in intake 

• 33% decrease in euthanasia cases 

• 23% decrease in the euthanasia rate 

• 9% increase in the number of adoptions 
The report also tabulates “live release” 

rates, that is, the number of animals that not 
only escape euthanasia but also leave the 
“sheltering system” - TLAC plus its four 
major partners - alive. (Some facilities cite 
“save rates,” which include animals not euth- 
anized but which remain in the shelter sys- 
tem. “We don’t consider animals ‘saved,’” 
said Medicus, “until they leave the sheltering 
system alive.”) 

In 2008, of all animals taken in, Austin 
released alive: 

• dogs, 62% (2007: 56%) 

• puppies, 75% (2007: 54%) 

• cats, 44% (2007: 35%) 

• kittens, 54% (2007: 37%) 

Finally, according to the city’s database, as 
of Feb. 28, the euthanasia rate had dropped to 
29% of total intake. Euthanasia of “turnkey” 
adoptable animals - those with no health or 
other public safety issues but that no one 


claims within a reasonable time - was at 6%. 
That means that as of the month of January, 
Austin was saving 94% of adoptable animals. 
Admittedly, intake numbers and thus euthana- 
sia rates historically rise in the warmer months, 
but, “It’s been a good month,” Pulliam said. 

Another way of looking at these improving 
numbers, of course, is that Austin is still killing 
too many animals - including adoptable ani- 
mals. On that point at least, the shelter’s oppo- 
nents and supporters would certainly agree. 

To ‘No-Kill’ or Not 

The term “no-kill” is often used categori- 
cally - as though absolutely every feral animal 
can or should be saved. For example, a Jan. 14 
Austin American-Statesman article (“Austin 
trying again to lower shelter euthanasia 
rates”) defined “no-kill” as saving 90% of 
animals sheltered - but omitted the essential 
qualifier “adoptable” animals (an explicit 
aspect of the city’s 1997 no-kill goal). “The 
theory is to save all the ‘adop tables,’ and once 
you achieve that, then focus on saving all the 
‘treatables,’” said Medicus. “But ‘no-kill’ is 
generally interpreted in the U.S. as not killing 
any adoptable animals.” 


Austin’s Animal Partnership Model: Get Engaged 


A mantra reiterated by city staff and animal welfare partner- 
ship officials , again and again, is that there's no one agency or 
plan that can single-handedly stamp out pet homelessness. In 
order to succeed at saving more animals, Austin's sheltering sys- 
tem seeks the public's increased collaboration in implementing 
Austin's humane communities model. At each facility, it's abun- 
dantly clear there's something for everyone to do, whether direct- 
ly adopting a pet or helping with a myriad of related chores. 
Opportunities abound for citizens to volunteer with the Town Lake 
Animal Center and its partner agencies - in addition to the many 
rescue groups with which the TLAC places animals. - PJ.R. 

AUSTIN HUMANE SOCIETY

The Austin Humane Society facility has the boisterous, 
indulgent feel of a Sesame Street set. In its fanciful storefront 
petscape, cats cuddle and play; outdoor dog runs are appoint- 
ed with stone benches (and real fire hydrants). Inside, animal 
experts, clipboards in hand, discuss how best to socialize the 
newest animals, such as canine brothers Bert and Ernie. 

“We’ve got a lot of brainpower in Austin working to save 
animals,” says AHS Executive Director Frances Jonon. On a 
recent day, staff tended to a skin-and-bones, doe-eyed puppy 
named Nutmeg, barely moving in her basket; whooped for joy 
when a newly donated sack of toys was paraded through the 
halls; and shredded yet another head of lettuce for a ravenous 
guinea pig named Spike, a Hurricane Ike evacuee. In the past 
year, a Mission: Orange-funded foster-care position was added 
to the AHS staff to enhance the chances that newborns make 
it to adoption age there, as well as at TLAC. 

For its good works, the shelter has qualified as a semifinal- 
ist in the ZooToo.com shelter makeover contest; whether AHS 
advances to the finals, in which America will vote for the win- 
ner of the $1 million award, will be announced April 7. 

EMANCIPET

People and pets flock to the meadowy green acres of Eman- 
cipet, at U.S. 183 and Airport Boulevard (aka Levander Loop). 
Since 1999, operating both stationary and mobile clinics, 
Emancipet has delivered high-quality, high-volume spay/neuter 
services throughout Central Texas, in order to prevent pet 


proliferation and homelessness. “Also, in the last two years,” 
says Executive Director Amy Mills, “we have increased our 
focus on spaying and neutering the animals most ‘at-risk’ of 
entering a shelter or being euthanized in a shelter - like feral 
cats and pit bulls - as well as pets living in certain ZIP codes 
in Austin.” In 2007, Emancipet also began offering comprehen- 
sive wellness services. The organization’s somewhat ancient 
mobile spay/neuter van is occasionally out of service - staff 
then direct pet owners to the indoor clinic, absorbing the work 
into the brisk Saturday routine. (Mills says that donation of a 
newer model van would be most welcome.) 

ANIMAL TRUSTEES OF AUSTIN

Like a near-northside animal MASH unit, Animal Trustees 
of Austin provides reduced-cost wellness care and steriliza- 
tions on-site and provides low-cost emergency care for injured 
and special-needs animals. Like Austin Humane Society and 
Emancipet, ATA specializes in high-volume pet sterilizations; 
during a recent interview, the dexterous Dr. Kirk Lewis per- 
formed numerous surgeries within a half-hour, including spay- 
ing an ovulating dog - sometimes avoided by other clinics, he 
pointed out, because it’s more complicated and “too bloody.” 
ATA collects pennies on the dollar for vaccines and other pre- 
ventive provisions and charges $200 or so for what might be 
thousands in surgery and rehabilitation costs. 

Clients, interviewed in the waiting room, said their beloved 
pets would have surely been put down if not for ATA. (One 
woman is paying off her bill in homemade tacos.) Yet ATA 
attracts the poorest and most high-profile pet lovers alike. 
According to Executive Director Missy McCullough, home- 
less citizens from all over the county bring their pets to ATA, 
“because they trust us.” Last year, Sheryl Crow assisted her 
horse, Lady C, in creating a painting (with a definite horseshoe 
motif) for the annual ATA Petcasso auction. The work was 
redonated by the buyer and is now on display at ATA. 

TOWN LAKE ANIMAL CENTER

TLAC Director Dorinda Pulliam loves cats. This year’s “kitty 
season” is under way - when litters pour into the shelter, 
causing spikes in intake. Newborn kittens are generally either 
too young, defensive, or ill to be immediately adopted. Pulliam 


says that with time, skittish cats and kittens can often be 
tamed. Demonstrating her “tuna treatment,” she coaxed 
mother and babies to her work table by feeding them from tins 
only there - and petting them and getting them accustomed to 
being held. “If we can’t hold and pet an animal,” Pulliam said, 
neither can potential adopters. 

Another major obstacle to cat and kitten adoption is that 
they easily contract respiratory diseases - if they can’t 
breathe, they won’t eat. Accordingly, Pulliam has improvised 
a device - a glass box hooked to a nebulizer - in which vol- 
unteers place sickly cats each day. If they pull through, they 
can be made available for adoption. Pulliam has also estab- 
lished an “in-house foster program” for kittens - the center 
offices house feral families until cats are independent, well, 
and friendly enough to be adopted, thereby saving many lives. 
With the recent arrival of the first litter of the season, Pulliam 
points to a new trend: “We are usually swamped with kittens 
much earlier. We believe this is a result of our feral cat ster- 
ilization program.” Pulliam said she hopes when the center 
moves to its new locale, the current shelter will become “Kitty 
Central”: a cat foster and adoption center. 

Placement Partners 

The Town Lake Animal Center certifies about 90 rescue 
groups - called “ placement partners ” - to foster and adopt out cats , 
dogs, and other animals, including rabbits. After qualifying, such 
groups may arrange to pull any animal from TLAC at any time, pay- 
ing a nominal fee for medical exams, vaccines, microchips, steriliza- 
tions, collars, and more. Below are some of the partners that have 
taken 100 or more animals from TLAC in fiscal year 2008 (for a full 
list, see www.cityofaustin.org/health/animal_semces_partners.htm.);

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By that national standard, Austin is closer 
than one might imagine, or than has been 
acknowledged by shelter critics. According 
to Pulliam and Medicus, in calendar year 
2008, the city euthanized only 616 “adopt- 
able” animals - “primarily,” Medicus said, 
“because no one wanted them .” That’s still 
too many for a goal of zero, but it suggests 
that the target is not unreachable. Shelter 
staff says that’s significant progress, and it’s 
made it through direct efforts as well as 
intensive collaboration with city-certified 
“placement partners” (about 90 rescue 
groups in all, including general purpose 
groups as well as those devoted to specific 
breeds or even species, e.g., ferrets), most 
effectively by trying to arrange foster care for 
young, sick, injured, but treatable animals, 
as well as by reaching out to potential adopt- 
ers concerning the animals already available 
for adoption. 

The difficulty comes in the other catego- 
ries. In 2008, of the 8,693 pets killed by the 
center (another 180 were killed by Austin 
Humane Society), 3,692 animals were con- 
sidered to be “necessary euthanasia” or (in 
no-kill parlance) deemed “not treatable.” 
Included in the “necessary euthanasia” cat- 
egory are those ordered by the vet due to 
injury, illness, or suffering and those ordered 
by staff due to bite incidents or aggressive 
behavior. In the “unnecessary euthanasia” 
category were another 5,001 animals - of 
which 1,271 were pit-bull mixes, a set of 
breeds with a reputation (some say unde- 
served) for violent behavior (the “necessary 
euthanasia” category included another 612 
pit-bull mixes). In theory, any pit (or other 
aggressive dog) can be rehabilitated, but that 
generally takes months and significant 
resources, and attacks by the powerful dogs 
remain unpredictable - they have been 
known to show happy, tongue-wagging faces, 
then bite aggressively without warning. In 
addition to the danger itself, that potential 
outcome also creates liability issues for any 
agency (or city) that allows pit adoptions. 


(To mitigate the challenge of what to do with 
pits, Town Lake Animal Center has joined 
with the Austin Police Department to create 
prevention programs aimed at pit ownership. 
Other treatable but difficult categories 
include feral cats and newborn kittens and 
puppies, which generally require ’round-the- 
clock, hands-on care.) 

“Treatability” is itself a malleable and 
often contentious term. When a dramatic 
case of animal abuse and subsequent reha- 
bilitation receives headline public attention 
(as happened with one badly abused dog, 
Honey, early this year), the story can imply 
that every animal can be saved - without 
regard to the actually available level of 
resources as well as the number of selfless 
volunteers. If indeed the ultimate goal would 
become that no “treatable” animal is ever 
killed in Austin - perhaps nursed instead 
until adoptable, in a pet convalescent ward, 
a psychiatric ward, or even a hospice setting 
- the cost would be considerable if not pro- 
hibitive. “In 2008 in Austin,” says Medicus, 
“4,385 treatable animals were euthanized. 
The medical reasons included everything 
from orthopedic surgery to mange and every- 
thing in between. Just to guesstimate what it 
would cost, let’s say you would need $500 
per animal and a physical place for rehab, so 
just with animal cost alone, it would be 
somewhere around $2.2 million.” Medicus 
added that shelters are currently not 
equipped to handle medical-need animals 
requiring full-fledged monitoring, including 
quarantine for contagion. 

Obviously, if that level of funding from the 
city were available, it’s a safe bet that no one 
in the animal welfare community would turn 
it down. Yet such budgeting would inevitably 
raise the corollary question of the level of 
city resources available for human welfare 
programs such as, for example, indigent 
health care, mental-health care, or family 
violence prevention - all subject to the hard 
choices involved in establishing workable 
public priorities. ■

CARNIVAL AH! A midway for the mind 


Most carnivals don’t offer you anything more intellectually 
stimulating than a corn dog. But this weekend’s carnival at 
Austin Community College is all about tickling the cerebrum. 
Step right up to Carnival ah!, and learn why Latin is impor- 
tant! Hear Shakespearean sonnets read aloud! See original 
dances by student choreographers! Discuss poetry and phi- 
losophy! Participate in a Japanese tea ceremony! It’s a boun- 
ty of brainstem stimulation more fun - and possibly more diz- 
zying - than a Tilt-a-Whirl. 

And that’s just the entrance to the midway of this cultural 
extravaganza created by ACC’s Division of Arts & Humanities. 
(Arts ... humanities - ah! I get it!) Thursday through Saturday, 
the college’s Rio Grande Campus will overflow with live musi- 
cal, theatrical, cinematic, and literary offerings. Guest authors 
Stephen Kuusisto ( Planet of the Blind, Eavesdropping: A 
Memoir of Blindness and Listening) and Elva Maxine Beach

Films by ACC students, faculty, and staff, including “Philip’s 
Shadow” and Welldigger by Radio Television Film adjunct assis- 
tant professor Philip Fagan will be screened. The Creative 


Writing and Drama departments continue their 
expansion of the pioneering Austin theatre work 
In the West with a third installment of In 2 the 
West, monologues about the lives of Westerners 
developed in ACC classes by students working 
with local writers, actors, and directors (Friday 
and Saturday, 8pm, Gallery Theatre). 

Arguably the highlight of Carnival ah!’s debut 
(while created as part of the festivities marking 
ACC’s 35th anniversary, the fair will become an 
annual event) will be Austin in the 1950s: The 
Political and Literary Landscapes of Billy 
Lee Brammer (Friday, 5pm, Mainstage Theater). 
Co-sponsored by ACC’s Center for Public Policy 
and Political Studies, the event explores the life 
and work of the man who wrote The Gay Place, still the best 
novel of Texas politics and right up there with Robert Penn 
Warren’s All the King's Men as one of the best novels of 
American politics ever. It’s a book that captures the character 
of Lyndon Johnson better than many biographies and the life 
and spirit of the capital city in the early Sixties. 

The program starts with an excerpt from The Flea Circus, 
a new film based on The Gay Place by none other than two 
of the author’s daughters: ACC Drama Department Chair 
Shelby Brammer, who wrote and directed the film, and ACC 
creative writing instructor Sidney Brammer, who produced and 


edited it. That will be followed by a panel discussion about 
Brammer, including his ex-wife Nadine Eckhardt, former Texas 
Sen. A.R. “Babe” Schwartz, and writers Gary Cartwright, Don 
Graham, Kay Northcott, and Jan Reid. ACC professor and 
Austin Chronicle columnist Joe O’Connell moderates. After the 
panel will be a birthday reception - Billy Lee Brammer would 
have been 80 years old this year - and booksignings by pan- 
elists in the theatre lobby. - Robert Faires

‘FLOODLINES’ 

I was in Hyde Park, 
tout it wasn’t Hyde Park ... 

As a resident of Our Fair City for more 
than 20 years, I can navigate the avenues 
and boulevards easily and with familiarity. 

I’ve lived in West Campus, Clarksville, 

Bouldin Creek, and, oh yeah, Hyde Park. I’m 
as familiar with these neighborhoods as with 
the proverbial back of my hand. 

So the eerie feeling of being lost in Hyde 
Park induced by the performance Floodlines 
was unsettling to say the least. It wasn’t that 
it had us careening through the neighbor- 
hood French Connection- style with landmarks 
whizzing by too quickly to be clearly per- 
ceived; we were creeping along at a speed 
joggers could keep pace with. But it was pre- 
cisely this deliberate pace that induced a 
dreamlike stupor, and more than once, I had 
the disarming feeling of being completely 
lost. Floodlines is more a ceremony than a 
play, and the structure dictates that only 32 
people can participate at any one time. The 
small crowd gathers in Eastwoods Park, then 
from the wooded distance a somber Hasidic 
guide emerges and silently directs them to a 
street where a cortege of Volvos, complete 
with chauffeurs, awaits. 

This convoy snakes through Hyde Park, led 
by the jogging Jew, with various tableaux 
being revealed in yards, on sidewalks, in the 
streets. Here a ghostlike apparition swinging 
from a tree swing, there a group of brides 
fleeing from ... what? The landscape isn’t 
physically altered, but the meditative pace 



and hypnotic effect of the unexpected insert- 
ed into the familiar creates the sense of a 
dream, the kind you start to describe by say- 
ing, “I was in Hyde Park, but it wasn’t really 
Hyde Park.” At one point, I thought, “If I were 
let out of the car now, I would have no idea 
where I am or how to get out.” Which was 
ridiculous; these were streets in a neighbor- 
hood I’ve traveled countless times. 

The resulting perception shift is a testimo- 
ny to the power of this work that Jaclyn Pryor 
has been presenting annually since 2004; 
participants see a familiar landscape through 
an altogether new prism. Site-specific theatre 
may not be a new concept, but Floodlines 
succeeds not only in incorporating a location 
into a piece but in completely transforming 
the way we experience it. 

This year’s performance, on Sunday, April 
5, is already sold out, though you may e-mail 
annsgraham@gmail.com to be put on a waiting 
list. Or plan now to catch the final Floodlines 
in April 2010. - Barbara Chisholm 


TEXAS MEDAL OF ARTS AWARDS 

A new class of Lone Star stars 


What do Laura Bush and Anheuser- 
Busch have in common? How about Robert 
Rauschenberg and Robert Rodriguez? Or all 
four? They’re all recipients of this year’s 
Texas Medal of Arts Awards, being present- 
ed in Austin on Tuesday, April 7, at the 
Long Center for the Performing Arts. Since 
2001, the nonprofit Texas 
Cultural Trust has been 
recognizing distinguished 
artists, patrons, and insti- 
tutions that call the Lone 
Star State home. The 
2009 class will be the fifth 
group of recipients, joining 
such previous medal win- 
ners as Van Cliburn, Willie 
Nelson, Flaco Jimenez, 

Walter Cron kite, Ornette 
Coleman, Naomi Shihab 
Nye, and the late Horton 
Foote. Rauschenberg, the 
pioneering visual artist, is 
being given the Lifetime 
Achievement award posthumously (his son 
will accept), while the former first lady will 
receive a special Standing Ovation Award 
for her support of the arts through the 
Texas Book Festival and the National Book 
Festival, as well as other advocacy efforts.

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Outside the System 

Two artists go beyond the gallery walls 
to find new ways of sharing their work

The Soto Zen master Tosui Unkei deserted 
his 17th century monastic life for unbridled 
freedom on the outside. He embarked on a 
new life of “oneness with the principles of 
cosmic play.” He didn’t abandon spiritual- 
ity but rather the traditional form in which 
it was practiced. His journey was rewarded 
with renewed awareness and deep learning 
because he was willing to leave behind the 
established system. 

Systems can provide a helpful pre-existing 
framework. There is little reason to reinvent 
the wheel. They provide focus and organiza- 
tion, although they can be inhibiting, just as 
an entrenched routine can be stifling. Systems 
also act as gatekeepers and without fresh 
input become lethargic machines. Such could 
be said about the art world system, long ago 
clogged with the pursuit of status and com- 
merce. It has become a system for the busi- 
ness of art, removed from the art itself. 

During a recent studio visit with University 
of Texas professor of art Michael Mogavero, 
I asked him about his new work in context 
of exhibiting it in a gallery. He replied, “I 
thought we were having a discussion about 
art.” I thought it was an odd statement and 
continued on. Later, I asked him a similar 
question, and again he replied, “We’re back 
to the business of art again?” When I left his 
studio, I couldn’t stop wondering why he was 
so adamant about making such a point. 


It took me several months to understand 
it. The creative process is the fundamental 
component of the artist’s journey. The act of 
self-expression is enough, and using any other 
parameters to define one’s success is useless. 
Ultimately the artist needs to stay on track 
and ignore the marketplace. The artist makes 
art, and that is a big enough task on its own. 


Beyond self-expression, the artist is com- 
municating to others. The traditional conduit 
or system deemed acceptable for doing that is 
the gallery exhibition. The more prestigious 
the gallery, the greater chance the artist will 
be accepted. At higher levels, the art becomes 
positioned, packaged, and sold as commod- 
ity. The art business is big business and has 
little room for the artist’s original spirit. 
Eventually the art becomes collected or, in 
many cases, becomes a prized possession. 
A collector would never say: “Come see this 
arresting painting of this dancer at the edge of 
the rehearsal studio. The emotional intensity 
is breathtaking.” Instead, he says, “I own a 
Degas.” And invariably the response is, “Wow, 
you have a Degas.” 



An artist engaging in the business of art 
can be a distraction as Mogavero warned, 
inhibiting cosmic play. What would happen 
if artists paid little attention to the art system 
and returned to the basics: self-expression 
and community? It is an engaging concept, 
and two artists in Austin, Russ Freeland and 
Christopher Fitzgerald, are concurrently pur- 
suing what it means to make and share art. For 
completely different reasons, they are working 
underground, yet oddly enough, their work is 
accessible and populist. Both seem to be on a 
quest to define their creativity and the method 
in which it is distributed and shared. 

Last October, Freeland boarded a plane 


in Boston with a self-imposed manifesto. He 
would come to Austin and try to make his 
living solely from his art. He would not accept 
charity, barter, or sell his creative services or art- 
work for more than their worth, and he would 
not rely on any one person for more than three 
days. Somewhere during his journey, he would 
leave a $100 tip and leave Austin after he 
obtained a gallery exhibition. Freeland land- 
ed at Austin-Bergstrom International Airport 
without 1 cent in his pocket. 

Freeland dreamed up his Absolute Zero 
Project to learn if he could manifest a sus- 
taining life supported only by his art. He rid 
himself of all possessions with the exception of 
the clothes on his back, an extra pair of socks, 
a prepaid Skype phone, and a camera to docu-

ment his project. “The message I am trying to 
portray is anyone could do this, the notion of 
following what you believe in, be it a juggler 
or cabinetmaker,” he says. Before arriving in 
Austin, he purposefully resisted researching the 
city because he wanted it to unfold organically 
before him. “Looking back, I’ll be glad I did it,” 
he says. “It confirmed that one’s internal com- 
pass, guided by creativity, ethics, beauty, and 
treating others kindly, is so much more impor- 
tant than the external compass that drives 
society, such as possessions, greed, jealousy.” 
Since October, Freeland has made hundreds 
of drawings and paintings in exchange for using 
someone’s computer, a meal, or a place to stay. 
He struck gold at Townhollow, a small South 
Austin apartment complex. He estimates that 
he connected with 20 different people there, 
and all of them have his work now from trade. 
There was such an outpouring of support for 
him that eventually Freeland had to move on. 
“It was getting too easy,” he says. “Everyone 
was so generous and open there. I had to go 
because I was getting too complacent.” 

Although Freeland has been surprised at 
how generous strangers can be, the project 
has led him to sleep outside on more than a 
few cold nights. “I always leave a few dollars in 
my pocket because, if worse came to worse, I 
could buy myself some bulk oatmeal at Whole 
Foods and make it in the microwave at the 
front of the store,” Freeland says. 

“With the knowledge I have now, I would 
have set more difficult perimeters. The bottom 
line is, regardless if you have nothing or are 
already established, it comes down to motiva- 
tion. That is what moves people forward. The 
Absolute Zero Project was a way for me to

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reduce all the external trappings and assets, 
which I now understand can trick you into 
falsehood. Once you have them, you are fear- 
ful of losing them, and how you approach life 
is completely altered.” 

Eventually, Freeland will return to Boston 
but not before he leaves his $100 tip and dis- 
plays his work in a gallery. “Initially, I made up 
these two challenges because I thought they 
would be very hard to accomplish. The gallery 
idea seems so static to me at this point, but I 
want to complete the project’s goals,” Freeland 
says. “I have never had anything to do with 
the art world per se, as my world has always 
been art on the street and in the community. 
Sharing the work this way will be good.” When 
Freeland shows his work at the Pump Project 
Art Complex’s Texas Biennial Closing Gala on 
Saturday, April 11, 7-10pm, he’ll be able to 
cross that challenge off the list. He’ll need to 
save up for a plane ticket and leave that large 
tip. Then he can return back home feeling like 
he truly accomplished a feat. 

Christopher Fitzgerald has been placing 
small exquisite paintings around the world 
for anyone to find by chance. They are set out 
in public spaces for the random passerby to 
discover. The backside of the painting details 
instructions that request the finder to keep 
the artwork for 30 days and then release it 
once again into the public. Now Fitzgerald 
has his sights on Austin and is painting away, 
accumulating stacks of them to distribute. 


Fitzgerald is a painter’s painter and one of 
the best under-the-radar artists in Austin. He is 
always questing, grappling with issues of aes- 
thetics and context inside and out of the studio. 
His project, Finding a Fitzgerald, was a response 
to the artist’s own internal questioning. It is by 
no means a gimmick or an act of self-promotion, 
although at first glance it might appear as such. 
“My first solo show opened in Seattle during the 
infamous World Trade Organization riots around 


the comer from the gallery,” Fitzgerald says. 
“There I was, with a sold-out exhibition and 
riots outside the gallery doors. It just didn’t add 
up. I knew there had to be something more.” 
For several years, Fitzgerald stmggled with 
the challenge of how to reach beyond the 
gallery walls. Eventually, he hit upon the idea 
of Finding a Fitzgerald. He explains: “I am 
expanding the circle and art’s capacity to con- 
nect. Obviously, the world is hurting, and I 
asked, ‘What can I do to give back?”’ 


For the past year, Fitzgerald has been giving 
hundreds of these small paintings to traveling 
friends to be placed in cities where they five or 
visit. “Someone I knew was traveling to China 
for the Olympics, so I gave him several. Other 
travelers have taken them to Belgium, Russia, 
and Brazil. I find the method of distribution 
as interesting as the artwork itself. My cousin 
placed them around Eos Angeles through his 
company’s towing service.” 


Finders are asked to log their finds on the 
project’s website so each work can be tracked 
from its point of origin. Speaker was first placed 
in New York, rediscovered in Fas Vegas, then 
Houston, and ironically ended up back in New 
York. Although very few log their magical finds, 
the entries are an interesting read. Terri Street 
in Raleigh, N.C., wrote: “An uplifting moment 
to receive a small temporary treasure.” 

Fitzgerald is now focused on Austin and 
has begun to place the work here. “Traditional 


painting is a one-to-one experience: You have 
the viewer and the painting, the aspect for self- 
reflection. I am trying a distribution method 
that encompasses this.” 

Fitzgerald is also concerned with commod- 
ity and possession. “Americans own what we 
find. The mandate of the project denotes giv- 
ing it away, and that’s difficult. Personally, if I 
found one, I would have a tough time letting 
it go,” he says. “What I really like is the lev- 
eled playing field. Finding this work is only 
by chance, not because you have the financial 
means to acquire or collect art.” 

Both Freeland and Fitzgerald have embarked 
on a new fife of “oneness with the principles 
of cosmic play.” Both are on a journey work- 
ing outside the system, and it is teaching them 
new perspectives about creativity, community, 
and the true value of art. 

The great difference between Unkei’s 
17th century journey and Freeland’s and 
Fitzgerald’s in the present day is that the 
current projects can be viewed and tracked 
online. Unkei would be proud of Freeland’s 
and Fitzgerald’s cosmic play. Their projects 
ask each of us to re-evaluate seeing art as 
product and return to the artist’s spirit. 
It is that spirit through which we’ll reach 
enlightenment together. ■

BEYOND THE REVOLUTION: 

A HISTORY OF AMERICAN 
THOUGHT FROM PAINE 
TO PRAGMATISM 

by William H. Goetzmann 
Basic Books, 456 pp., $35 

E pluribus unum. The phrase has long 
defined our nation’s political sensibility, 
but it’s equally apt for defining our nation’s 
intellectual sensibility if you go by William 
Goetzmann’s impressive new historical 
analysis of early American 
thought. The venerable 
University of Texas American 
studies and history profes- 
sor argues that as the young 
republic was absorbing emigres 
from many lands into a single 
nation unlike any on the global 
stage, it was also admitting 
to its shores all “the world’s 
ideas, inventions, and varieties 
of consciousness,” synthe- 
sizing and syncretizing them 
into a civilization designed 
to accommodate all peoples, 
all experiences, in a universal whole. What 
Goetzmann does is no less than describe 
those varied philosophical, political, literary, 
and religious movements at play in the coun- 
try’s heady, turbulent first century, weaving 
together in a scant 450 pages everything 
from Scottish Common Sense philosophy 
to the Second Great Age of Discovery, 
Transcendentalism, capitalism, abolition- 
ism, manifest destiny, romanticism, utopian 
communities, African-American intellectuals, 
women’s rights, and more. 


This is Cinerama scholarship, as sweeping 
and expansive as the nation itself - indeed, 
the book covers so much ground that it 
threatens to overwhelm. Goetzmann, though, 
is a sure and steady guide who knows the ter- 
ritory as only a scholar with five decades of 
deep study can (check out that bibliography of 
700-plus reference works!), and just when you 
might feel lost, he zooms in on an individual, 
giving a brief biography with the kind of detail 
that makes history personal and compelling. 
These are among the book’s 
juiciest sections, with Goetzmann 
giving play to his wit and prov- 
ing himself an insightful literary 
critic on Poe, Melville, Hawthorne, 
and Cooper. And his compact yet 
rich appreciations cover both the 
historically prominent (Frederick 
Douglass, Andrew Jackson) and 
the half-forgotten (sister spiritu- 
alists turned socialists Victoria 
and Tennessee Claflin and Jane 
McManus Storm, a distaff version 
of Aaron Burr who played a pro- 
vocative role in Texas’ early days). 

Goetzmann’s eye, however, is always on the 
big picture, always returning to an overview of 
the United States and its development, and 
that panoramic breadth is where the value 
of Beyond the Revolution lies. It provides a 
fresh awareness of the diverse minds who 
all sought to follow through on this country’s 
promise of, as he puts it, “cosmotopian 
republicanism.” Out of the many, one dream 
that we still pursue - Robert Faires

THE FUTURE OF LIBERALISM 

by Alan Wolfe 
Knopf, 352 pp., $25.95 

Political scientist Alan Wolfe succeeds 
in the first place by revitalizing some of the 
words that the George W. Bush era had 
further hollowed out with overuse and misap- 
plication - freedom, liberty, and equality. He 
understands from the opening pages that 
“ [t] h e question is what those terms mean 
under the conditions of modern political 
life,” and to some extent the 
main work of the book is to 
unpack precisely that meaning. 

Liberalism’s “core substantive 
principle,” says Wolfe, is this: 

“As many people as possible 
should have as much say as is 
feasible over the direction their 
lives will take.” At a glance, this 
is a statement any conservative 
would endorse, but read again 
the phrase “as many people 
as possible.” Laissez-faire poli- 
cies will not get you there, and that means 
there is a role for society and the state. This 
is where modern liberals and conservatives 
part ways, and to put this split into what 
Wolfe believes to be its proper context, he 
takes us back to a dispute between the 
Enlightenment philosopher Immanuel Kant 
and one of the first Romantic thinkers, Jean- 
Jacques Rousseau. Rousseau’s audacious 
discourses attacking civilization and defend- 


ing nature compelled Kant to argue in favor 
of artifice and culture. These two reframed 
what had been the essential question 
regarding human nature: “The important 
question is not whether human nature is 
good or bad,” says Wolfe, “it is whether 
human beings can do anything about it.” 

The narrative of these two men, both 
entertaining and thought-provoking, is 
the reference point through which Wolfe 
explores the political history of Western 
civilization and the difficult 
political questions in our time. 

It is such an effective organiz- 
ing device because the dispute 
between these two thinkers 
rages to this day, both between 
the left and the right as well 
as within both groups. This 
allows Wolfe to skate around 
the predictable partisan path- 
ways and surprise his readers 
by aligning himself with the 
likes of Carl von Clausewitz 
and the Rev. Rick Warren while challenging 
the presumed wisdom of thinkers such as 
Richard Dawkins and Stanley Fish. There’s 
plenty to haggle with, refine, and reject in 
The Future of Liberalism, which makes it a 
good choice for book clubs and a chance to 
demonstrate that people are more a prod- 
uct of culture than of nature, even if you’re 
not sold on that particular load of liberal- 
commie dogma. - Tim Warden

THE ROCK You’d have to live under a rock to 
not know I’d been arrested last week. What a 
nightmare! The hideous mug shot plastered 
all over the newspaper, television, and Internet 
was mortifying; I had indeed been in bed when 
the authorities showed up, and the photo 
looked like it.

food-o-file

The catchiest business name I’ve seen in a while has 
to be Holy Cacao (1207 S. First, 851-CAKE, www.theholy 
cacao.com), the logo painted on a festively tricked-out new 
street-food trailer in South Austin. Entrepreneurs Ellen 
Kinsey and John Spillyards have brought the latest 
East Coast dessert sensation to Austin and hired recent 
Culinary Institute of America-San Antonio graduate chef 
Mary Margaret Higdon to produce their line of sweet 
treats. For a while now I’ve been reading about how cake 
balls are all the rage at weddings, parties, and festivals 
- the most popular party and street pastry since cup- 
cakes - and I’d been wondering when they’d show up in 
Austin and how they’d fare here. Cake balls are crumbled 
cake mixed with frosting, rolled into balls, and finished 
with various coatings or dipped in chocolate, served truf- 
fle style or presented on a stick. Holy Cacao’s current 

five flavors of cake balls are dipped in 
white, milk, or dark chocolate and 
served on a stick at $1.50 each or 
$17 per dozen. (One caution - nibble 
these little sugar bombs; don’t pop 
the whole thing in your mouth at 
once.) The eye-catching trailer also 
sells cups of voluptuous drinking choc- 
olate with homemade marshmallows, 
luxurious cake shakes (cake crumbs 
and Blue Bell ice cream!), and 
S’mores on a Stick (homemade 
marshmallows dipped in melted choco- 
Fp late and graham cracker crumbs). Talk 
| about a sugar rush!... Although I found 
> the fresh, local, organic produce in the 
| promotional bag from Farmhouse 
| Delivery (www.farmhousedelivery.com) per- 
z fectly delightful last week, the truth is 
my favorite items were some marvelous shortbread cook- 
ies and tender scones from baker Barrie Cullinan. 
Cullinan was formerly the pastry chef at Vespaio and 
Enoteca, but she left there last fall to pursue a new 
business plan. She’s currently providing top-quality baked 
goods to Farmhouse Delivery while she looks for the right 
space for Word on Food, a new and used culinary book- 
shop concept complete with a demonstration kitchen for 
cooking classes, cookbook author demonstrations, and 
her own baking business. Quite selfishly, I can’t wait for 
her to get this store open so I can go over and play!... 
Longtime local restaurateur Jeff Weinberger has made 
some changes at his 20-year-old Downtown restaurant, 
shortening the name to Shoreline (98 San Jacinto, 
477-3300, www.shorelinegrill.com) and installing new 
Executive Chef Scotty Szekretar to oversee changes to 
the menu. Szekretar, a New Yorker with a volume of expe- 
rience in top Long Island seafood restaurants, has spent 
his first few weeks in Austin developing relationships with 
local purveyors and sourcing as many items as possible 
from the surrounding area. Under his direction, Shoreline 
is becoming a sustainable seafood restaurant, and 
Szekretar has begun a series of very affordable three- 
course wine dinners Wednesday nights... Sincere condo- 
lences to the family of Tex-Mex restaurateur Matt 
Martinez Jr., who died of cancer on March 13. Matt was 
the third generation of his family to make a mark in the 
Tex-Mex food business with a career that included operat- 
ing successful Dallas restaurants and writing cookbooks. 
His grandfather started out as a street-food vendor in 
Austin, and his late father founded Matt’s Famous El 
Rancho, a landmark Austin Tex-Mex restaurant still oper- 
ated by Matt Jr.’s sisters today. Like his father before him, 
Martinez Jr. was a proud representative of an authentic 
American regional cuisine, and he will be missed. 
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Culinarily cosmopolitan Austin has a new Ethiopian dining 
venue, Karibu (pronounced kah-REE-boo, meaning “wel- 
come”). It’s situated in relatively spacious digs on the south- 
west comer of Attayac and East Seventh, in the old De las 
Casas location, four blocks east of 1-35. There is patio dining 
out front and a section of handsome, traditional woven mesob 
wicker basket tables in the back, if you’re so inclined. The walls 
are adorned with Ethiopian crafts and art, and the big-screen 
TV is on silent soccer if there’s a game on. 

The restaurant is owned by a triumvirate of Solomon and 
Yodit Kassa (Solomon’s wife and head chef), with partner 
Antenhe Fanta. The Kassas previously owned a restaurant in 
Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, before immigrating to the States 12 
years ago. All three are extremely friendly and eager to answer 
any questions; Yodit is downright chembic when she stops by 
the table to see how you’re enjoying 
the food - and enjoy the food we did. 

First, a brief primer. Ethiopians eat 
their food using the national bread, a 
thin, spongy, slightly sour, fermented flat 
bread called injera, made from a grain 
called teff. Picture a thin, sourdough, 
savory pancake that is a foot across, and 
you’re getting very close. This bread serves as plate (injera are 
overlapped to line a round tray and then topped with the dishes 
ordered, served family-style) and utensil (you tear off a piece of 
injera and grasp your food with it, using the right hand). Most of 
the dishes are stews (wot) or sautes ( tibs ), and pork is not eaten 
for religious reasons (the population is primarily Jewish, Muslim, 
or Ethiopian Orthodox Christian). Dishes range from quite 
spicy to mild, and there are plenty of options for vegetarians. 

We started with a dish of kitfo ($12.50), a spiced beef tartar 
made from tenderloin that is seasoned with mitmita (a spice mix 
of bird pepper, cardamom, ginger, cumin, clove, cinnamon, and 
salt) and butter infused with garlic and ginger and topped with 
cottage cheese. The finely minced texture is light and fluffy, and 
wrapped in some injera, it is delicious. We tried a total of six 
different vegetables, available in groups of three for $8.95. 


The piquant red split peas are a huge hit, seasoned with 
berbere (a traditional red spice paste of ginger, cardamom, cori- 
ander, fenugreek, nutmeg, clove, cinnamon, allspice, paprika, 
cayenne, onions, and garlic). Brown lentils are rich and savory, 
while the mash of yellow split peas is the mildest and least 
spicy of the three legumes. All have different flavor profiles, and 
all are wonderful. Tikil gomen, a cabbage dish seasoned with 
carrots, onions, tomatoes, and spices, is surprisingly flavorful. 
The string beans are richly spiced and addictively good, and a 
debate raged over whether they, the luscious collard greens, or 
the red split peas had won the vegetable crown. 

The Karibu Combo ($13.50) is a good starting plate for neo- 
phytes. You get a portion of the doro wot (a zesty dark-red 
chicken stew with hardboiled egg, seasoned gleefully with ber- 
bere), bay wot (a rich and spicy stew of beef with caramelized red 
onion, butter, and berbere), and alidia 
wot (a mild beef stew with flavors 
faintly suggestive of an Indian curry). 
The combination of the three works 
perfectly, with each dish complement- 
ing its neighbor. 

We also tried the lamb stir fry ( yebeg 
tibbs, $13.50), chunks of lamb tossed 
with spiced butter, onions, garlic, rosemary, jalapenos, and spice 
paste (ask for some awaze chile sauce on the side). It could have 
cooked for a little less time, but the flavors were spot-on. 
Whatever you do, be sure to ask for a spoon or fork, and eat the 
sauce-soaked injera that lines the bottom of the serving tray. It is 
a concentrated canvas of the entire meal. 

No meal at Karibu should finish without enjoying a cup of 
the Ethiopian buna (coffee, $1), made from green Ethiopian 
yirgacheffe beans which are fresh-roasted in the kitchen. Keep in 
mind that coffee was discovered by an Ethiopian goat herder 
named Kaldi in AD850, when he realized that his goats stayed 
active all night after feasting on the fruit of the wild coffee 
bushes. The small cup is delivered on a tray with smoldering 
incense and is superb. The flavor is floral, round, and smooth 
with a rich espressolike intensity and nary a trace of bitterness.

For most of the 10 years I lived in South 
Austin, Evita’s Botanitas was on my regular 
Mexican-restaurant rotation. My friend Fran 
Moody turned me on to the quintessential 
Mexican mom-and-pop operation on a long 
afternoon that included the consumption of 
many menu items and copious quantities of 
agua de tamarindo. I found the food and hos- 
pitality so appealing that I became a devoted 
follower, taking new recruits with me as often 


as possible. I felt kinship watching the 
Rodriguez kids grow up busing and waiting 
tables, remembering what it was like to work 
at the family drugstore (restaurant) in order to 
spend time with my hardworking father. In 
many ways, the little family eatery is rustic 
and unassuming (service on busy nights can 
be unpredictable), but chef/owner Ruben 
Rodriguez’s culinary skills are very apparent 
in the quality of the cooking, the diversity of 


his signature salsas, and the artistry of the 
food presentation. As a food writer, I celebrat- 
ed Ruben’s frequent wins at the annual Austin 
Chronicle Hot Sauce Festival and touted the 
Botanitas chip tower surrounded by a marvel- 
ous assortment of house-made salsas as a 
crucial, not-to-be-missed component of our 
local Mexican food mystique. 

After I moved to Central East 
Austin seven years ago, my visits 
to Botanitas became infrequent, 
and I’m embarrassed to say, I lost 
touch with the Rodriguez family. 

Over the past several months, 
both friends and readers have 
contacted me with concerns about 
Ruben’s health and the possibility 
that the restaurant might be for 
sale. I made some calls and 
stopped by Botanitas for lunch 
one day last week. After we feasted on pobla- 
no jlameado, enchiladas verdes, tamales with 
Tex-Mex sauce, flan, and capirotada, Ruben 
and I had a chance to talk. He told me he was 
diagnosed with a meningioma brain tumor in 
2008 and has undergone radiation treat- 
ments. The effects of the tumor as well as the 
treatments have been both costly and debili- 
tating, but the family has kept the restaurant 
open, and Ruben continues to work. He’s 


scheduled for an MRI checkup of the tumor 
- and possibly more radiation - later this 
spring. When I asked him about selling the 
restaurant, he explained that though all of his 
children have worked (and continue to work) 
in the restaurant, none of them really has the 
desire to be a restaurateur. He would consider 
a sale to the right buyer, but he’s 
well aware the current economy 
makes that unlikely. The best 
case scenario he envisions would 
be to sell the restaurant but con- 
tinue his successful catering 
operation, putting in fewer hours 
but still doing the work he loves. 
For the foreseeable future, the 
restaurant remains open with 
Ruben and Juanita Rodriguez 
welcoming customers as always. 
Medical bills continue to mount, 
however, and in true Austin fashion, a benefit 
to help defray those costs is scheduled for 
May 3 at Antone’s. Friends and longtime cus- 
tomers who would like to provide musical 
entertainment, silent-auction items, or cash 
donations or volunteer their time are wel- 
come to e-mail me at food@austinchronicle.com. 
In the meantime, drop into Botanitas for a 
meal and the best salsas in town.

WHAT BECOMES A LEGEND MOST: 
THE ARCHITECT OR 
THE PHOTOGRAPHER? 

AFS Documentary Tour: ‘Visual Acoustics: 
The Modernism of Julius Shulman’ 

BY ANNE S. LEWIS 

Even if his name is not familiar, the archi- 
tectural photography of Julius Shulman prob- 
ably accounts, in large part, for how we con- 
jure the midcentury modernist ’geist of 
Southern California and L.A., in particular. As 
narrator Dustin Hoffman points out in Eric 
Bricker’s Visual Acoustics: The Modernism of 
Julius Shulman, “Architects live and die by 
the images of their work, as these images 
alone are what most people see.” This is cer- 
tainly the case with Shulman, whose stun- 
ning photography, beginning in 1936, of the 
iconic Southern California houses of Richard 
Neutra, John Lautner, Rudolph Schindler, 

Pierre Koenig, and Frank Lloyd Wright are 
often - to the architects’ dismay - credited 
with the reverence accorded these works. 

Think Case Study House #22, Los Angeles , 

1960 : Shulman’s atmospheric image of two 
young women in white cocktail frocks, sitting 
in the corner of a flat-roofed, glass-walled 
house designed by Koenig, perched precari- 



ously in the Hollywood Hills atop the twin- 
kling lights of L.A. at dusk, the most reprint- 
ed of his photos and viewed as a metaphor 
for L.A. itself. Or Kaufmann House , Palm 
Springs , 1947 (the second most reprinted), a 
glimpse of the Neutra house, shaped like a 
cross with walls of glass and rock, a sumptu- 
ous pool, and a view over the desert to the 
mountains. Or the photograph of Lautner’s 
Chemosphere House, the eight-sided “flying 
saucer” house. (Thom Andersen, we’ll recall, 
groused in his Los Angeles Plays Itself film 
that Hollywood had done these architects 
wrong, short-changed their work, by forever 
linking these extraordinary houses to the Bad 
Guys that inhabited them in the movies.) 

In 1999, Eric Bricker, working in L.A. as an 
art consultant, was tracking down some 
archival prints when he met Shulman, at that 
time a spry 89-year-old. Bricker recalls walk- 
ing into Shulman’s studio - “a glass-walled 
treasure vault filled with photos, books, mag- 
azines, and sculptures” - and meet- 
\ ■ ing the man who reminded him of 

'■ his grandfather and would open a 

door to a Los Angeles that he did

not know existed. The film that Bricker made 
with the help of a very talented team is a ter- 
rific, nuanced exploration of the interplay of 
craft, aesthetic, history, and personality. 

The personality of a still-vibrant, hail-fellow- 
well-met Shulman, filmed at the age of 98, 
sets the tone of Visual 
Acoustics, as he walks 
(very slowly) and talks us 
through the decisive 
moments of his extraordi- 
nary career. We learn, from 
an assortment of talking 
heads, the context and sig- 
nificance of Shulman’s 
visual style and photo- 
graphic oeuvre: his under- 
standing of shifting light, 
his use of perspective, the 
perfect props and people, and his genius for 
distilling a building’s architectural line. 
Remarkably, Shulman is still working today; 
his archive is now housed at the Getty. 

Some of the more amusing anecdotes 
come from the clashes that were absolutely 
inevitable when two “egocentric” profession- 


als go toe to toe in high-stakes collaborations 
- the architect who hires the photographer to 
transmit his work to the world and the photog- 
rapher with his own ideas of how that should 
be done, his status resting upon how well and 
distinctively he does that. Apparently, the 
Shulman-Neutra show was a classic scrim- 
mage for artistic control. Neutra would typical- 
ly insist upon dangling a eucalyptus branch 
right in front of Shulman’s lens, to “suggest 
vegetation,” while to Neutra’s horror, Shulman 
would insist upon including the carefully 
arranged “everyday life” props that he carried 
around in his car, this being something for 
which he would become famous. And, of 
course, the two would take turns moving the 
camera - when the other wasn’t looking. 

It’s no surprise that the symbiotic relationship 
between architect and photographer could result 
in some bitterness. Koenig, who designed the 
case study house that 
Shulman made famous, 
reminded the photographer 
that architects had to build 
the buildings before he 
could photograph them. 

Also unsurprising is that the 
good-natured architectural 
photographer might not be 
so patient when the camera 
was trained on him. Bricker, 
who now lives in Austin with 
his family, recalls that 

“while Shulman was as comfortable in front of 
the camera as behind it, when in front, he was 
unable to let go of the hold he had when 
behind.” Which meant some harsh scolding 
during production. Happily all was forgiven 
when the subject viewed the finished product. 
Bricker reports that Shulman has watched the 
film at least four times and counting. ■

LUCKY STARR 

‘Adventureland’s Martin Starr 
knows it’s good to be geek

At the time, Martin Starr’s relationship with the pop- 
culture parade of the Eighties was glancing at best (he 
was born in 1982), but Hollywood seems hellbent on 
rectifying that. He’s perhaps best-known for his break- 
out role as the sweetly geeked Bill Haverchuck on TV’s 
cult obsession Freaks and Geeks, set in 1980, and 
with his latest picture, writer/di rector Greg Motto la’s 
coming-of-age dramedy Adventureland, Starr tackles 
the latter half of the decade as a pipe-smoking, 
Tolstoy-read ing loner tooling away at a rinky-dink 
amusement park. The Chronicle recently spoke with 
Starr in advance of his appearance at the Alamo 
Drafthouse at the Ritz this Saturday. 


Austin Chronicle: You've worked with Greg Mottola before, first 
on Undeclared and then on Superbad. Did he write the part of 
Joel for you?

MS: I don’t know. Sometimes I get really nervous, and I feel like 
I lose my footing. 

AC: Huh. Even with people you've worked 
with before? 

MS: Yeah. I mean, it all depends where I 
am mentally and what is going on in the 
scene. ... For some reason, I just didn’t 
feel like I had a really good grasp of the 
character. 

AC: How did you prep for the role? Were you knocking back the 
Russian masters and going to sleep every night to A Flock of 
Seagulls? 

MS: [Laughs] Yeah. And smoking my pipe on my balcony. ... I 
just kind of got back into the music that I listened to. It didn’t 
really change a lot of what I did, to be honest, in preparation of 
the character. 

AC: You didn't live through much of the Eighties, did you? 

MS: No, I didn’t, but it felt so familiar because Freaks and Geeks 
was all about the Eighties. And we also got this massive book - I 
don’t know if Greg put it together; somebody did, but I feel like 
he had a hand in it - and it was like all the shit that had hap-

pened that year. ... There were literally, like, 400 pages. It was 
an encyclopedia. It was ridiculous - in a good way. 

AC: You've been working on your own script, too, right? 

MS: My writing partner, Charlyne Yi, and I have been writing 
something for a little while. We actually just got together again 
last night to work on it. 

AC: Are you hoping to act in it? 

MS: I think so, yeah. ... I kept it in the back of my mind for the 
longest time that this could be something that they say, “Well, 
we love the script, but we probably won’t make it if you’re 

attached to it.” I don’t really carry much 
weight, and that seems to be the process I 
keep finding myself in. But the more we 
write it, I think that’s the only way. 

AC: You mean for you to be in it? 

MS: Yeah. ... I mean, I feel like, so far, I 
have gotten a lot of amazing opportunities. 
But I don’t know how much longer that will continue [laughs]. ... I 
don’t know what the next thing I’ll do is. It’s just kind of random, 
those phone calls. For Walk Hard, I got a call the week of. It was 
Jake Kasdan, Judd [Apatow], and John C. Reilly; they just called. 
AC: All three at once? 

MS: Yeah [laughs]. They called me and asked if I wanted to 
come into work two days later. Those are the kind of random 
calls I get. I think Jake had given John the box set of Freaks and 
Geeks, and apparently he said - I think this is what Jake told me 
- “I want that guy to be in the movie.” I’m a huge fan of his. I 
think he’s amazingly talented. It’s nice to work with people you 
look up to. ■

Crossing Borders: Immigration in Global Cinema

With our economy in a full-on panic, we’d all 
be forgiven for not concerning ourselves with ille- 
gal immigration. After all, the immigration issue 
will always be there, like abortion or gun control, 
just waiting to be taken up again once whatever 
trendy catastrophe - be it economic, natural, or 
military - recedes into the background. For now, 
though, it can take a back seat. 

Well, not so fast. Like some faded starlet 
jealous of losing the spotlight, immigration 
has moved itself right to the front page this 
month and refused to budge. Mexico’s inter- 
nal struggles with its drug cartels have started 
seeping across the border, threatening to move 
their way farther and farther north. But we’re 
finally blessed with a president who acknowl- 
edges the interdependency of neighboring 
nations, so America is responding with at least 
a passing acknowledgment that fires don’t 
stay contained and have little to no respect 
for lines of latitude. So President Obama 
sends troops and equipment to the border to 
help keep the peace, Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton acknowledges American complicity in 
the troubles, and we aren’t allowed to bury our 
heads in our own economic misery but instead 
have to face the fact that even the darkening of 
the American Dream won’t keep the immigra- 
tion debate off the table this time. 

Whether the Austin Film Society was thinking 
about the mess in Mexico when it programmed 
this month’s Essential Cinema Series, Crossing 
Borders: Immigration in Global Cinema, isn’t 
really important. For one thing, the border 
issue never really goes away, whether here or 
elsewhere. European nations, for example, 
always seem to be one nasty parliamentary 
speech away from a full-on racial explosion. 
For another, art thrives on serendipity, so we’ll 
just say the movies AFS is showing - some of 


which were first released 15 years ago - are rel- 
evant because we haven’t come far enough as a 
species to make them seem like period pieces. 

The Essential Cinema program starts, appro- 
priately enough, in Africa, the source of all 
humanity and, consequently, the original 
leaping-off point for all diasporas. Borders 
(Frontieres) , the directorial debut of Algerian 
actor Mostefa Djadjam, tells the story of six 
men making the long journey from Senegal 
to Spain to escape the destitution and warfare 
of their homeland. Led by two North African 
Arabic smugglers, the men cross the deserts 
of Mauritania and Algeria 
by truck, by foot, by what- 
ever. A political film dressed 
up to look like a story of 
human desire, Borders 
exposes the fundamental 
flaw in the argument of any- 
one looking to build walls 
around their countries: 

Sturdy souls with ambition 
will find a way around any 
obstacle you put up to keep 
them out - penury, intimi- 
dation, humiliation, great 
distances, rough terrain, 
guarded barriers, even diminishing hope. 

Though the temptation may be to paint all 
immigrants with the same brush and claim 
they’re all seeking out a new world of econom- 
ic opportunity or religious freedom, the immi- 
grant experience, especially in the 21st centu- 
ry, is as varied as anything else. In Djomeh, the 
2000 Cannes Film Festival Camera d’Or win- 
ner from Iranian director Hassan Yektapanah, 
a young Afghan man (played by Jalil Nazari) 
leaves his homeland for Iran not to escape 
civil war or make money but rather to make 


amends for the disrespect he brought on his 
family through his ill-advised courtship of a 
widow in his village. It was love that drove him 
away. True to his character, however, upon his 
arrival in a small town in rural Iran, Djomeh 
makes it his goal to court the young daughter 
of a shopkeeper. Just because he’s an outsider 
doesn’t mean Djomeh left his passions back in 
Afghanistan. He’s still the same man; he’s just 
moved a little farther to the west. Yektapanah, 
a protege of Iranian movie legend Abbas 
Kiarostami, updates the techniques of Italian 
neorealism to craft a meditation on this mys- 
terious battle between the 
desire to assimilate and 
the acceptance of one’s 
own personality that rages 
inside every immigrant. 

Love is also one of the 
driving forces behind 
Abdellatif Kechiche’s 2003 
film, Games of Love & 
Chance ( LEsquive ), about 
the sons and daughters 
of North African immi- 
grants trying to find con- 
temporary meaning in a 
high school production of 
Marivaux’s 18th century play The Game of Love 
and Chance. Set in a suburban housing develop- 
ment on the outskirts of Paris, the movie draws 
a parallel between cultural disconnection and 
early-adolescent sexual confusion to make the 
argument that immigrant life is, in the end, no 
different than native life; love, lust, and curios- 
ity are still the impulses that guide our deci- 
sions no matter where we lay our heads. It’s 
a concept that’s reiterated the following week 
with a screening of Kechiche’s recent (and 
well-reviewed) film The Secret of the Grain (La 


Graine et le Mulct), which reimagines the crisis 
of personal significance as a political struggle 
for identity in a foreign land. 

After screenings of 1995’s Mi Familia, Gregory 
Nava’s multigenerational look at the lives of 
Mexican-Americans starring Edward James 
Olmos, Jimmy Smits, and a very young Jennifer 
Lopez, and In Between Days, Kim So Yong’s 
award-winning film about a South Korean girl 
struggling to assimilate to life in Canada, the 
series closes on May 19 with On Each Side (A 
Cada Lado), which puts a clever spin on the tra- 
ditional immigrant narrative. Written and direct- 
ed by documentarian Hugo Grosso, On Each 
Side is the story of two towns in rural Argentina 
that are separated by 60 kilometers and one 
river. The building of the Rosario-Victoria Bridge 
over the Parana River forms the backdrop for 
the disparate yet intertwined stories of char- 
acters who find their lives irrevocably changed 
by a sudden and involuntary introduction to 
a future of diminished distances. The bridge 
means different things to different people: It’s 
both a harbinger and a revelation, both a physi- 
cal connector and a psychological one. 

On Each Side gets at the heart of the immi- 
grant film without being an immigrant film. 
Even within one’s own country - even within 
one’s own hometown - the confusion over iden- 
tity and the amplification of emotions are the 
inevitable results of stepping into a new world. 
As long as there are unimagined possibilities 
elsewhere - across an ocean, across a bridge, 
across a line of fiber-optic cable - the immigra- 
tion issue isn’t going anywhere. And neither are 
movies about the immigrant experience. 

All screenings take place Tuesdays at 7pm at the Alamo 
Drafthouse South Lamar. Admission is free for Austin Film 
Society members, $4 for general public. For more informa- 
tion, visit www.austinfilm.org or call 322-0145.

ABC’s Moms and 
Matchmakers

The Disney network has 
been rolling out the funny 
lately All its recent new 
series, which have pre- 
miered in the space of a 
few weeks (with more on 
the way), are so light and 
airy, it makes you wonder 
if it was planned or if the 
green-lighters at ABC have 
been huffing helium. Two of 
the newest series have a tad 
more meat attached to them 
in that they both take on 
two great, arguable myths: 
women’s natural ability to 
nurture and the most revis- 
ited subject of all, love and romance. 

In the Motherhood premiered last week. 
Cheryl Hines (Curb Your Enthusiasm ), 
Megan Mullally (Will & Grace), and Jessica 
St. Clair (Worst Week) star as three friends 
and mothers who support one another as 
they navigate parenthood while juggling 
work, marriage, and divorce. There are no 
surprises in the definition of the triumvirate: 
Emily (St. Clair) is on her way to saint- 
hood and a nervous breakdown, trying to 
be the perfect wife and mother. Her sister 
Jane (Hines) has just re-entered the work 
force and is juggling home life with 
new life as a single woman eager 
for romance. Looking fabulous at 
midlife, Mullally’s Rosemary is 
the antithesis of a good mother. 

She has a teenage son who has 
turned out okay in spite of her 
outrageous parenting style. And 
of course, Rosemary is the most 
interesting and likable of the three, 
perhaps because she’s the most trans- 
gressive. It’s through her that the idea of 
motherhood is most directly interrogated. 
Because Mullally is so funny and charming, 
her character’s assault on traditional defini- 
tions of motherhood comes as a delicious pie 
in the face. It’s hard to feel sorry for Emily 
or Jane, with their fabulous houses, Emily’s 
successful (if uptight) husband, an interest- 
ing job that enables Jane to have a manny 
(Saturday Night Live's Horatio Sanz), and 
perfect, well-cared-for children. So, when 
Rosemary fakes a pregnancy to enjoy the lav- 
ish attention and perks that pregnant women 
get, single, intentionally childless women 
everywhere must cheer a little bit. Sure, her 
lie is revealed, and she’s roundly punished - 
but the ride was well worth it. 

Early episodes of In the Motherhood careen 
a little too quickly. One hopes that the sprint 
will slow to a more reasonable trot when the 
show settles into a groove and gains an audi- 
ence (which might prove difficult: Variety 


recently reported that ABC intends to only 
air six of the originally ordered 13 episodes, 
citing a packed spring schedule.) 

When it comes to love, some say it’s 
sweeter the second time around, but that 
might not be the case for this re-rendering 
of Rob Thomas’ Cupid , which premiered 
this week. In a rare turn, Thomas (Veronica 
Mars) was given a second shot at his series, 
which had a cult following when it first 
premiered in 1998 with Jeremy Piven 
(Entourage) in the title role. This time 
around, Bobby Cannavale (Third Watch) 
stars as the charming Trevor Pierce, 
who claims to be the Roman 
god Cupid, sent to earth to 
make 100 matches before he’s 
allowed to return to Mount 
Olympus. His take on love as 
something wild, to be given 
into with abandon, goes against 
the rational approach of the psy- 
chiatrist charged to oversee Trevor 
after he’s arrested in Times Square 
trying to help a man find his lost love. Dr. 
Claire McCrae (Sarah Paulson, Studio 60 
on the Sunset Strip) is clearly supposed to 
be Trevor/Cupid’s Psyche, but Paulson is 
so unrelentingly rigid, any softness shown 
toward Trevor appears forced. What one 
imagines should be heated banter between 
two opposites that attract is reduced to a 
deadpan debate on love. What elicits cheers 
are the love matches that Trevor succeeds 
in making - against all odds, against logic, 
against better judgment. That McCrae is 
not there to witness it is a blessing and a 
curse. If she were present, she would be a 
killjoy. But since she’s not there to witness 
the miraculous matches, Trevor’s work goes 
unnoticed. And we’re all rooting for Trevor, 
aren’t we? The thing is, we should be root- 
ing for McCrae, as well. 

In the Motherhood airs Thursdays at 7pm. 
Cupid airs Tuesdays at 9pm, both on ABC.

Veteran local bassist and producer Roscoe Beck dis- 
tinctly remembers the first time he met Leonard Cohen - 
in an L.A. recording studio in 1979, at the behest of Joni 
Michell s producer Henry Lewy. He was 24. 

“I have this image of walking into the control room and 
seeing Leonard sitting there dressed in a dark-gray suit, 
looking very dapper,” he reminisces fondly. “I had a feeling 
from the moment I laid eyes on him that there was going to 
be more to it than that one recording session that day. ... 

“There was an instant personal rapport. The music 
came very easily.” 

Sitting across from each other, Cohen and Beck cut ele- 
gantly romantic ode “The Smokey Life,” which was later 
embellished for 1979’s Recent Songs. Beck’s jazz-fusion 
ensemble of the time, Passenger, acted as the backing 
band for the resulting tour, documented on Field 
Commander Cohen: Tour of 1979. After co-producing 
Jennifer Warnes’ 1986 tribute to the Canadian poet, 
Famous Blue Raincoat, which featured Stevie Ray 
Vaughan on “First We Take Manhattan,” Beck worked with 
Cohen on his synth-laden masterpiece, 1988’s I'm Your 
Man, and served as music director for the tour. 

“I put the band together and rehearsed them, but I 
actually hired another bass player from Austin, Steve 
Zirkel, because I had previously committed to what 


became the Ah Via Musicom record with Eric Johnson,” 
Beck recalls. “By the time they played the Backyard and 
Austin City Limits, I was bemoaning the fact that I didn’t 
put myself on that tour.” 

Austin has Beck to thank for the Tower of Song kicking 
off his first North American tour in nearly 15 years at the 
Long Center for the Performing Arts, host of tonight’s 
encore engagement. Beck not only pitched Austin to the 
tour promoter, but upon learning that the Bass Concert 
Hall was unavailable, he recommended the Downtown 
venue. In fact, Cohen’s preparations for his comeback actu- 
ally started here November 2007, when he flew in to per- 
sonally ask Beck to serve once more as musical director. 

“He’s always full of surprises,” chuckles Beck. “I believe 
his exact instruction to me was, ‘I only want the best band 
on the road.’ He was only interested in doing it if it could 
be done right.” 

The tour kicked off in Canada last June (“Live Shot,” July 
4, 2008) and has since garnered universal praise. The set 
list keeps expanding, and just this week, Columbia released 
a new double album, Live in London. There’s even talk of 
hitting the studio at the end of the road. 

“I’ve never seen him as content as I find him to be late- 
ly,” Beck concludes. “I think he was very ready to go out 
and reconnect with his audience.”

Beginning with Bruce Springsteen’s Born to Run in 1975, Roy Bittan’s piano playing finds 
perfect complement in one word supplied by an accordionist describing the emotional palette of 
his instrument: pathos. Bittan (pronounced “bitten”) expresses more sympathetic compassion 
on 88 keys than 35 years of “Jungleland” crystallized by a Rockaway Beach comber in service 
of Springsteen’s E Street Band. 

“My sound is that of a little Jewish kid with an accordion,” laughs the multi-instrumentalist 
by phone in Malibu, Calif., where he, his wife, and their two kids have resided for more than 
20 years, while also maintaining a home in the Bittans’ native New York. 

From Darkness on the Edge of Town, The River, and Born in the US. A. through foundational 
contributions to Meat Loaf’s Bat Out of Hell and Dire Straits’ Making Movies, Bittan’s musical 
pathos matches a cinematographer’s calibration of light and color. Celebrating 60 this summer 
in Munich, Germany, onstage with Jersey’s finest, the pianist currently laces up Springsteen’s 
Working on a Dream (see “Phases & Stages,” Feb. 6), which tops the E Street Band’s millennial 
rebirth. “Queen of the Supermarket” and “Kingdom of Days” move from tabloid to hymn. 

“Yeah, they’re really nice piano songs in a way,” agrees Bittan. “It’s really been a joy the last 
10 years. There’s more love among the band and Bruce than ever before. There’s a true apprecia- 
tion of the fact that there are only eight or nine people that have gone through what we’ve gone 
through. It’s a blessing and a rarity, and we miss Danny [Federici] very much, and listen, we’re 
not getting any younger, either. You go, ‘Okay, well, this has been my adult life, this is what I’ve 
done, and how many more years can we continue on?’ 

“I think that’s also spurring Bruce on. I think he realizes that we’re all facing mortality, which 
was certainly brought to our attention in a most tragic way with Danny, and I think that he 
wants to move forward and keep moving forward ’til we can’t move forward anymore.”

Austin Chronicle: How did music enter your 
life initially? 

Roy Bittan: Music entered my life when I saw 
an accordion player on The Ed Sullivan Show 
named Dick Contino, and I said, “I want to 
play that.” He was pre-Elvis; from like 1949 to 
1952, he was one of the biggest entertainers in 
the U.S. - very Italian-looking guy, muscular. 
Women in those days would throw their hotel 
room keys at him. I was too little to under- 
stand that part, but I loved the instrument, so 
I wanted to take accordion lessons, and my 
parents indulged me. I studied the accordion, 
and until Danny passed away, the E Street 
Band held the dubious distinction of probably 
being the only band in the world with three 
accordion players. 

AC: The third one being? 


RB: Nils [Lofgren]! We did the “Three Crazy 
Accordion Players” a few times in Europe - to 
riotous applause. We always try to play a song 
that people relate to, so we did a Swedish folk 
thing, and we did a polka in Germany, and 
we may have even done something in Italy. I 
don’t remember. 

AC: What is it about your sound that’s so rich? 
Is that the accordion? 

RB: That’s an interesting question, because 
when you start out, you don’t hear yourself 
really, and then as time progresses, you look 
backward, and you go, “Wow, I guess I kind of 
had a sound that’s somewhat recognizable.” 
So I think that playing the accordion, because 
of the melodic nature of the instrument .... 

The two sides of the accordion are broken 
up, the right hand being the melody and the 


left hand being sort of chordal. I suppose you 
could say the same thing about the piano, but 
it’s not really the same on the piano, because 
when you play the accordion, you tend to play 
melody with a harmony of thirds and maybe 
sixths, and it’s a very, very melodically evoca- 
tive instrument. The accordion also has a sense 
of pathos, as well as a sense of joy. I mean, it’s 
a woodwind. It’s wind blowing over a reed. 
And it can be very expressive when played 
properly. So I think the training I had on the 
accordion gave my playing an expressiveness. 

Also, when I studied the accordion, I had 
a teacher who gave me the pop songs of the 
week to write out a chord chart, which is basi- 
cally the melody of the song and then a sym- 
bol above it of what the chord is underneath 
it. You have to figure out how to play the song. 
So, that sort of extemporaneous, spontaneous 
training of taking a melody and then embel- 
lishing the accompaniment gave me a leg up 
on those who took piano lessons and maybe 
just studied classical music. I was trained early 
on in expressing myself and getting the most 
out of a particular piece of music. 

AC: You met Bruce at Max’s Kansas City in New 
York, 1974, where the E Street Band was sharing 
a bill with the group you were in at the time. How 
did he strike you? 

RB: Like lightning! First of 
all, everybody in the club 
was mesmerized. There 
were two things about him 
that were astonishing to me: 

One was his charisma. He 
had incredible charisma. 

You felt he was your new 
best friend. He had that abil- 
ity to become immediately 
intimate with you, incred- 
ibly charming. Then on top 
of that, there was the music. 

I related so heavily to the 
music because of Bruce’s 
influences - the boardwalk. 

I grew up in Rockaway, which had a board- 
walk and a Playland. It was not unlike the Jersey 
Shore. I mean Asbury Park and Playland in 
Rockaway: Both have roller coasters and Ferris 
wheels. On the south shore of Long Island and 
Queens was Playland, and on Coney Island, 
obviously, there was the original amusement 
park. If you keep going around, down to the 
Jersey Shore, there’s Asbury Park. So everyone 
he talked about, the boardwalk, the whole 
scene, it was like home for me. Then you add 
in the R&B influences and the great rock stuff, 
and I was like, “Oh man, this is fantastic.” 

So for a few nights, our bands would trade 
sets, and we would pass in the hall. I would 
go, “Ah, man, you’re so great,” and he would 
go, “Hey you played really great.” We would 
pat each other on the back: “Hey, have a good 
set.” There was no question in my mind that 
he was going to break through. 

AC: You joined the E Street Band at a pivotal 
time. Piano drives Bom to Run. 


RB: The actual song, “Bom to Run,” [David 
Sancious] played on that. Davy was in the 
band at that time, so I was filling some big 
shoes. But yeah, the album was pretty much 
cut on piano, bass, and dmms. Bruce would 
play some guitar, but it was about getting the 
piano, bass, and drums right, and once we 
had that, we added other stuff. I would do the 
organ overdubs, and Bmce would do guitars 
and finish the rest. The arrangements came 
about with rehearsal. I mean we spent a good 
bit of time working on the arrangements. 

We would labor over, “Well, what do we 
do with the ending of ‘Thunder Road’?” And 
“Jungleland,” my God, it was like, “How do 
I connect all this stuff?” My classical training 
helped me connect all the sections and sort 
of make them flow together. Then we had to 
play it like it was a real piece of music. Bmce 
didn’t want to just splice the song together; 
we would perform it from beginning to end 
and try to get one great take - not easy to 
do. So there was a lot of rehearsal involved, 
a lot of construction. The songs needed tight 
structure, and I think I was able to distill them 
and work up piano parts to highlight what 
he was doing. Using so much piano on the 
album gave it a certain gravitas rather than just 
maybe doing it all with guitars. It really put a 
spin on the record, if you’ll 
pardon the pun. 

AC: Was Bom to Run piano- 
heavy compositionally speak- 
ing or because Bruce had a 
new instrument at his disposal, 
mainly you? 

RB: My first response is that 
Bmce, being the incredibly 
astute individual that he is, 
recognized that I was able to 
take this stuff and run with 
it, that I could crystallize it 
in some way. He also wrote 
a lot of that stuff on piano, 
and I was then able to translate elements of 
his songs - the innocence and lost innocence 
and all the different elements. Maybe he heard 
that I was able to express those things that 
he himself probably could not when he was 
composing. We probably started working on 
a couple of things, and he was digging the 
way it was happening and said, “Wow, maybe 
this will be another eclectic record.” It’s funny 
because maybe it started out as an eclectic 
record, but it turned out to be a monumental 
rock album. 

AC: Was Bruce’s breaking up of the E Street 
Band after Bom in the U.S. A. an inevitability? 
RB: For me it was throwing the baby out with 
the bathwater, so to speak. I felt it when he 
was working on Tunnel of Love, which was sort 
of the last album before the breakup: He was 
doing it semi-by-himself. I worked on “Brilliant 
Disguise” and “Tunnel of Love” in his home 
studio with him, which was quite a departure 
from, “Okay, let’s get the band in the studio

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The Wild, the Innocent, 
and the Five Armadillo Shows 


Local lore has it that Bruce Springsteen 
landed at Austin’s Armadillo World 
Headquarters because local poster artist 
Micael Priest snuck a copy of The Wild , the 
Innocent & the E Street Shuffle onto 
Armadillo founder Eddie Wilson’s turntable 
(see “Tales Behind the Posters,” Oct. 6, 

2006). Wilson liked what he heard and 
booked Springsteen. True or not, the story is 
emblematic of the Boss’ Southwestern foray 
for the nearly two dozen shows he played in 
Texas the following year. 

Springsteen hit the state March 1974, 
smoking from the one-two punch of his 1973 
debut, Greetings From Asbury Park N.J., and 
The Wild , the Innocent & the E Street Shuffle 
that same year. His brash, Joisey boy style 
was welcomed in a town familiar with rebel- 
lion. For March 15 and 16 at the Armadillo, 
Alvin Crow & the Pleasant Valley Boys 
opened, and Jim Franklin drew the still 
sought-after poster. The June 15 appearance 
is scarcely documented except by Priest’s 
poster, inspired by Greetings and filled with 
graphic references to Springsteen’s songs. 
When the juggernaut passed through Austin 
one final time that year, Nov. 6 and 7, the 
Priest poster was reprised. By then, Born to 


Run was speeding down the turnpike 
toward its release the following year. 

The shows? A dreamy, hazy memory 
tumbled into a single freeze-frame moment 
His violinist stands center stage with the 
spotlight cascading over her like a 
Jacob’s ladder from the heavens. In 
half-shadow is Springsteen, devil- 
ishly handsome, with a glisten- 
ing black beard and curly hair. 

What did he play? “Rosalita 
(Come Out Tonight),” “New 
York City Serenade,” “Twist 
and Shout,” and “Blinded by 
the Light,” among others. The 
November shows heralded 
new material in “Jungleland” 
and “She’s the One.” His 
sound was fresh, fervent, 
real. Just 10 years earlier, 
the Beatles and Stones 
invaded popular music with 
powerful British rock. A 
decade later, a working- 
class hero from New Jersey 
re-envisioned rock, road-test- 
ed it in Texas, and drove it 
back to the world. - Margaret Moser |

and cut it live.” There was something that 
made me very uneasy about the process. It 
was the impetus for me to move to California, 
because every time I wasn’t working with 
Bruce, I was working on the West Coast with 
[Jimmy] Iovine and Stevie Nicks and all these 
different people. So I don’t think it was an 
inevitability. I think it didn’t have to happen. 

But it did have to happen in the sense 
that I don’t think he knew how to proceed 
with the band the way it was. He didn’t have 
another method for recording the band other 
than the way we did it. I think he felt con- 
fined by that. I think he felt the need to detail 
more than just having us play. You also reach 
the point where there’s personal baggage and 
there’s stuff flying around the room that gets 
in the way of the creative process, too. I think 
he felt he needed to just break free. I wish we 
had put our heads together at that time and 
said: “Okay, wait. You want to try something 
different? Let’s try this.” 

AC: This decade has been the most active for the 
E Street Band since the 1970s. 

RB: It s really an amazing renaissance, I think. 
AC: Would that have been the case had 9/11 
not happened? 

RB: Well, we did the reunion tour before that. 
And even before that we did Blood Brothers, 
for which we cut a couple of really great 
things, but I don’t think he was ready to put 
the band back together. Then the reunion tour 
happened, and I think he recognized the rare 
chemistry. It’s such rare chemistry to have a 
band that works, and I don’t just mean gigs; I 
mean a band that’s more than the sum of its 


parts. There aren’t that many. You can count 
on two hands the great bands out there. So 
I think he rediscovered what we were and 
decided maybe this is something he should 
be able to utilize, to turn to, and that he can 
be incredibly creative within the framework of 
the E Street Band. I think this new record in 
particular is an extremely creative new record 
for him. I think that he went somewhere that 
he’s only barely touched on in the past. I 
think he was incredibly successful in doing 
what he set out to do on this record.

AC: What did he tap into musically that he’s 
only touched on in the past? 

RB: There are pop music elements on this 
record that I don’t think he explored very 
deeply. There’s stuff that touches on the great 
music all of us love: the Beatles, the Beach 
Boys, even some great Phil Spector and Roy 
Orbison. One of the things I was saying to my 
wife the other night, because I was listening 
to a bit of it in my car - 1 said, “Do you believe 
how he’s singing?!” Bruce’s singing is spec- 
tacular. Above all else, that sets the album 
apart for me. When he sings “Tomorrow 
Never Knows,” the tone of his voice slays 
me. It’s Beatles-esque. And I love that he was 
able to express his vision with us and that 
we were able to do it with him, to make that 


thing work in our context. I think the band 
is capable of doing anything he might want. 
Wherever he wants to go, we can go. 

AC: Keith Richards has said that if his moment 
at the firing squad came, his last request would 
be to play “Jumpin’ Jack Flash” one final time. 
What song is that for you? 

RB: That would be the longest song we ever 
recorded [laughs], which is “Jungleland.” 

AC: Thank you so much for your time today. 
RB: I have one question for you: Is the 
Armadillo still there? 

AC: No, they tore it down in 1980. Please tell me 
you remember playing the Armadillo? 

RB: The Armadillo World Headquarters, the 
first real road trip I ever took with the E 
Street Band. We got in a motor home and 
drove from New Jersey to Austin, Texas. I 
remember we got out in the parking lot of the 
Armadillo, and they were cleaning up from 
the night before. There was nothing but Dixie 
Beer and paper cups on the floor. We played 
that night, packed house, and I remember 
during a song, Bruce turned around and kind 
of faced me. Then he turned back around, 
and as he turned around, somebody tossed 
a cowboy hat from out in the middle of the 
audience. They threw a cowboy hat, and the 
thing landed on the head of his guitar. And he 
looked at it, looked at the audience, took the 
cowboy hat, and put it on his head. It was just 
one of those moments. If you had to do it in 
a movie, you’d have to try like 40 times to get 
it. So there you have it, the Armadillo. ■

MASTODON 

Crack the Skye (Reprise) 

Mastodon is an unruly beast. Over the 
course of four conceptually linked albums, 
the Atlanta metal behemoth has (^mas- 
tered the elements of existence: fighting 
fire with fire on blackened 2003 full-length 
debut Remission, taking to the seas a year 
later for Moby D/'ck-inspired watermark 
Leviathan, and scaling the more experi- 
mental terrain of 2006’s Blood Mountain. 
Mastodon’s latest, Crack the Skye, is a 
cosmic trip for the ages, balancing the 
fantastical, spiritual, and deeply personal, 
much of the album taking inspiration from 
the suicide of drummer Brann Dailor’s 
sister Skye. Eerily progressive and charac- 
teristically cryptic, the title track, featuring 
the death rattle of Neurosis’ Scott Kelly, 
not to mention “Quintessence” and “The 
Czar” suite, could be set in the year of 
Rush - 2112 - with spectral atmospherics 
provided by keyboardist Rich Morris. The 
elliptical funerary “Ghost of Karelia” chan- 
nels the heavy psychedelia of Tool with a 
seance culled straight from The Tibetan 
Book of the Dead. Bassist Troy Sanders 
largely eschews his sea captain’s growl 
for melodies that at times recall Diary of 
a Madman-era Ozzy Osbourne, no doubt 
aided by producer Brendan O’Brien (Bruce 
Springsteen, AC/DC). Favoring groove over 
aggression, the interplay between guitar- 
ists Brent Hinds and Bill Kelliher remains 
inextricable to a large extent, but Hinds 
earns the spotlight here, with echoes 
of David Gilmour in the tribal warfare of 
opener “Oblivion,” a full-throttle surf solo 
in “Divinations,” and a Zappa-esque tight- 
rope routine that snaps halfway through 
closing 13-minute epic “The Last Baron.” 
Even then, Crack the Skye is a prog-metal 
classic, void of pretension or hesitation.

’TIS AUTUMN: 

THE SEARCH FOR JACKIE PARIS 

(Outsider Pictures/Naxos) 

Having read that “the greatest voice you never heard” 
had died years before, filmmaker Raymond De Felitta was 
shocked to discover that Jackie Paris was making a “come- 
back” appearance in New York City a decade later. A sing- 
er that toured as a vocalist with saxophone icon Charlie 
Parker and whose take on Hoagie Carmichael’s “Skylark” 
is considered definitive, Paris, who died in 2004, tells his 


own story. Along the way we’re treated to priceless archival 
footage from the 1940s through the 1970s and insightful 
commentary from jazz peers Dr. Billy Taylor, James Moody, 
and singer Mark Murphy. All can attest to Paris’ exceptional 
voice, but they also hint at the foibles that might have held 
back his career. A thorny personality, anger problems, mis- 
management, and plain old bad timing help explain why his 
career never flourished. Seen here late in life, Paris comes 
off as a genuinely empathetic but ultimately tragic figure. 
This fascinating portrait of a long overlooked jazzman con- 
tains bonus features that include extended interviews and 
filmmaker commentary. - Jay Trachtenberg

It's Blitz! (Interscope) 

When Yeah Yeah 
Yeahs released debut 
disc Fever to Tell, 
frontwoman Karen 0 
was full of her age, 

24. Six years later, 
the New York trio’s third LP, Its Blitz!, is only 
as subversive as its cover image. Synth-pop 
opener “Zero” busts out the glitter, while the 
Donna Summer/Cher backbeat of “Heads 
Will Roll” spurs on Boys & Girls with kohl- 
rimmed eyes. Therein lies the hitch: Yeah 
Yeah Yeahs have made a dance record. Nick 
Zinner’s jagged guitar now takes a back 
seat to a synthesizer. The singer Kills the 
scene (“Dull Life”) and duets with TV on the 
Radio’s Tunde Adebimpe (“Dragon Queen”). 
Zippo ballads scatter (“Skeletons,” “Little 
Shadow,” “Runaway”), but only “Hysteric” 
approaches “Maps.” Blitz is clean, easy, and 
catchy. The art is erased, but that strobe- 
light sweat smells just as sweet as spandex 
drowning in PBR.

NEKO CASE 

Stubb’s, March 31 

“Welcome to the first night of our tour, which is fucking terrifying,” announced 
Neko Case cheerfully before her band played a note. Locals Shearwater had already 
done their part with an impassioned 35-minute opening set, mouthpiece Jonathan 
Meiburg’s quavering vocals one outburst away from the Dead Kennedys’ Jello Biafra in 
service of pointillistic chamber song. Banjo, trumpet, melodica, and Thor Harris rang 
like clockwork as Meiburg’s terrifying emotionalism took the sun down. A crescent- 
moon cool settled over Waller Creek’s bustling amphitheatre just after 9pm when 
Case’s “Maybe Sparrow” cut the chill air, each line loosening more range in her howl- 
ing tenor. And Canada’s first lady of indie greatness had every right to be scared. The 
first half-hour of a scant 60-minute main set was marred by sound problems and gen- 
eral band noncoalescence, which took down new material “People Got a Lotta Nerve,” 
“Fever,” and Sadies co-write “The Pharaohs.” Middle Cyclone, the singer’s brave new 
original, dominated the performance, and truthfully, no other material was needed 
except perhaps Blacklisted back-to-backers “Deep Red Bells” and “I Wish I Was the 
Moon,” which opened with Case’s a cappella hypnosis. From that point forward, show 
and audience were under her spell, new Case standards “I’m an Animal” and finisher 
“This Tornado Loves You” echoing the haunting shots from “The Tigers Have Spoken,” 
Left Bank society in “Margaret vs. Pauline,” and a wistful reading of Harry Nilsson’s 
“Don’t Forget Me.” “Thank you Harry Nilsson, wherever you are,” waved Case, almost 
exactly Marianne Faithfull’s salute two years ago in ending one of her sets with “Don’t 
Forget Me.” The encore, four more new tunes - “Vengeance Is Sleeping,” “The Next 
Time You Say ‘Forever,’” “Magpie to the Morning,” “Red Tide” - only got better as they 
went, especially “Magpie,” which Case said she wrote for her father. “He didn’t appre- 
ciate it, though.” Now that’s terrifying. - Raoul Hernandez 


MARIANNE 
FAITHFULL 

Easy Come Easy Go 
(Decca) 

The Hal Willner- 
produced Easy Come 
Easy Go isn’t all-star 
nostalgia. Rather, it 
places Marianne Faithfull in a cultural con- 
text. Neko Case’s “Hold On Hold On,” redone 
as a duet with Chan Marshall, reminds us of 
Faithfull’s influence on Case, Marshall, and 
a whole generation of women and musicians 
who came of age on 1960s/1970s/1980s 
rock & roll. The songs are also cyclical: 
Espers’ psych-folk “Children of Stone” and 
Brian Eno’s dreamy “How Many Worlds” 
are decades apart yet completely mal- 
leable under Faithfull’s gaze. Old flame 
Keith Richards helps Faithfull revisit Merle 
Haggard’s “Sing Me Back Home,” and she 
and Antony Hegarty revamp “Ooh Baby Baby.” 
A great backing band adds sheen to the set, 
including guitarist Marc Ribot, who lends the 
English singer’s version of “Solitude” a sub- 
lime slide. She doesn’t pull off every song, of 
course; “The Crane Wife 3” sounds as drab 
as the Decemberists’ original, even with Nick 


Cave, and Randy Newman’s “In 
Germany Before the War” is still 
a downer. Faithfull’s voice is too witchy for 
some selections - that limited vocal range is 
the album’s downside - but she nonetheless 
delivers indie standards with timeless emo- 
tion, poise, and grace.

LEAD STORY 

A 1970s-style San Francisco commune is 
organized around the practice of “orgasmic 
meditation,” but for women only, in daily 
sessions that start promptly at 7am. Men 
belong to the commune, too, but are useful 
only digitally to the women and must 
remain clothed, according to a March report 
in The New York Times. The founder of the 
One Taste urban retreat center, Nicole 
Daedone, 41, is considered by some former 
members to be running a “cult,” because 
of her dominant personality and ability to 
play on the vulnerabilities of her members, 
but the three dozen now in residence seem 
to admire her vision.

Leal’s Mexican 
Restaurants in 

the Panhandle 
named several of 
their combination 
plates after the 
customers who 
made the dishes 
popular. 

For instance, Joe Rhodes 
was a famous boot maker in 
Muleshoe during the 1970s. 

For nearly 30 years, Rhodes 
would cross the highway to 
have lunch at Leal’s. Fie always asked for the same thing: a bean burrito covered in stewed meat, 
topped with a layer of cheese. The combination became the “Joe Rhodes Special.” 

“[Rhodes] came every day and ordered the same thing,” says Victor Leal, the restaurant’s sec- 
ond-generation owner. "It was easier for the waitress to just write ‘Joe Special.’” 

The Leal family business traces its roots back to 1957, when Jesse and Irma Leal opened a tor- 
tilla factory in Muleshoe. The branches of the family tree have spread out to six restaurants, a line 
of salsas, and a mail-order business. 

Jesse moved to the Panhandle from Mercedes so he could work as a time keeper for a produce 
company. At the time, the High Plains were flush with irrigated crops, and the people needed to 
work the harvests. Much of the economy rested on the shoulders of Mexican migrant workers. The 
Leal’s fresh tortillas sold like hotcakes. 

“Growing up here was tons of fun,” Victor, a former mayor of Muleshoe, says. “We had two movie 
theatres and played baseball until it was dark.” 

By 1968, the tortilla factory they started in their home grew into Leal’s Restaurant. Over the 
years, the little cafe on the Lubbock Highway became a tradition among the locals and travelers. 
“On Sundays at noon, you can set your watch by when the churches let out,” Victor says. “There’ll 
be a 45-minute wait for a table five minutes later.” 

Although Irma still comes by the restaurant regularly, the couple officially retired in 2004. The 
parts of the company were sold to the children. Victor took the Muleshoe location and opened 
another restaurant in Amarillo. Sister Laura operates two locations in Clovis, N.M. Sergio runs the 
tortilla and chip factory. Alma and her husband have a Leal’s in Henrietta. Hector operated a res- 
taurant in Lubbock, which is now closed, and his daughter runs the Plainview location. The family 
was disappointed when little brother Abel became a lawyer, but he has since come back into the 
fold with a line of Leal’s salsas. 

“We were all raised in the kitchen,” Victor says with a laugh. Even though the siblings are free to 
run their businesses as they please, “We’re all connected by name and reputation,” he says. 

How does one go about getting a Mexican dish named after him or her? Don Bryant’s route to 
immortality was to show the cook how to fix a special burrito. Then the local resident ate it every 
day for year. It’s now one of the most popular items on the menu.

With all due respect to Courtney 
Paris, she has things exactly backward, 

A month ago, Paris threw down the gauntlet. I’m not 
quite sure what a gauntlet is. I believe it’s some sort 
of glove, which doesn’t really make sense. Why a bas- 
ketball player would be wearing a glove of any sort is 
beyond me, but, anyway, the All-American center at the 
University of Oklahoma threw one down. 

Paris, a senior, announced that if she and the 
Sooners didn’t take home the national championship 
- something they have never done in her four years 
in Norman - she would repay the cost of her scholar- 
ship, conservatively valued at $64,000. 

“This program and university have given me so 
much support,” said Paris. “I feel like I want to give 
them something back that’s really special. If I can’t 
do that with a national championship, I want to give 
back my scholarship, because I don’t feel like I’ve 
earned it.” 

The pledge was met with immediate praise, especial- 
ly as it came at a time when the smart guys who had 
wrecked the global economy were content to reward 
their colossal failures with multimillion-dollar bonuses. 

“This is a classy thing to do,” Mary Jo Kane, a 
sports sociologist at the University of Minnesota, told 
The New York Times. “She has such a sense of respon- 
sibility and commitment. Instead of ducking or mak- 
ing excuses, she’s saying, ‘I didn’t accomplish what I 
came here to accomplish, but I’m going to make up for 
it, if it takes my entire life.’ What a concept, especially 
played against the backdrop of AIG. All these tone-deaf 
executives should listen to Courtney Paris.” 

Never mind Wall Street execs: It is inconceivable 
that any of the handsomely paid coaches here at the 
University of Texas would hold themselves similarly 
accountable. Times may be tough, but apparently 
they’re not so tough that big-time college athletic 
programs have any qualms about paying lavish sala- 
ries to coaches who, let’s be honest, really only work 
four or five months out of the year. Sure, running the 
Longhorn football colossus is an immense responsibil- 
ity. But coaching soccer? Volleyball? Tennis? These 
are little more than comfy sinecures. Fail to live up 
to expectations, and chances are, the worst those 
coaches will be met with are shrugs of indifference. 

But back to Paris. I’m afraid she’s 
fallen prey to what Marxists would call 
“false consciousness.” Somehow, 
she’s under the impression that she 
owes Oklahoma a debt and not the 
other way around. Yes, the university 
has given her and her twin sister, 

Ashley, scholarships and educations 
(both, I should probably add, were students of mine 
during a brief stint at OU), but when you consider every- 
thing Paris in particular has contributed to the program, 
it is clear they exploited her labor. She is, after all, the 
first college basketball player, male or female, to collect 
more than 2,500 career points and 2,000 rebounds. 

Courtney Paris has more than earned her keep. How 
many coaches at UT can say the same?

The Heidi 
Chronicles 

City Theatre, through April 19

The Heidi Chronicles is a play that dares to say some things 
about being a woman. Wendy Wasserstein wrote the play at a 
time when feminism was transitioning from a focus on liberation 



and equality to a focus on freedom and 
choice. This was when women began to 
notice that even if they shed blood, sweat, 
and tears for a career, certain dilemmas 
didn’t go away - namely, how to balance the 
part of themselves that was active in the 
world, outside the home, with the expecta- 
tions placed on the part that was not. 

It’s perhaps this specific feeling of 
unease that so many women continue to 
feel that keeps The Heidi Chronicles rel- 
evant. Heidi Holland (Rachel McGinnis) is 
a smart, direct woman who grows from 
awkward adolescent to confident professor 
of art history who speaks to us about the 
lives of women artists and the challenges 
they face. Each scene chronicles a time in 
history and a time in Heidi’s life. In fact, she 
is not unlike a chronicler herself: someone 
who doesn’t participate fully, who keeps one 
foot in objectivity. This is both her downfall 
and her grace. 

Wasserstein’s gift lies in the fact that 
Heidi appears isolated and lonely at times, 
and yet thousands upon thousands of 
women (and men, too) through the years 
have related to her intimately. This is the 
kind of play that suggests a place to put 
your feet when you feel pushed and pulled 
by trends and movements without believing 
in any of them, really. 

Many of The Heidi Chronicles' supporting 
characters are equally complex. Long before 
Sex and the City’s Mr. Big ever led Carrie on, 
Wasserstein gave us Heidi’s Scoop (the tal- 
ented Charles P Stites), the man who disap- 
points her, loves her, runs away, and always 
comes back again. Heidi’s wisecracking but 
compassionate gay semi-soul-mate, Peter 
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(Gabriel Smith), reminds us that women 
aren’t the only ones who have been fighting 
for recognition of their social worth. 

The great challenge of this play, however, 
is that the many bit characters who mark 
each era for Heidi can easily turn into two- 
dimensional caricatures. Even Heidi’s com- 
panion Susan (Christa Haxthausen) is hard 
to nail down as she willingly follows every 
trend that comes along, from sock-hopping 
to bra-burning to power-broking in Hollywood. 
What often gets lost in production is that 
these people wholly believe in who and 
where they are at that time, and unfortunate- 
ly the staging by City Theatre, under Susie 
Gidseg’s direction, is no exception. Fran, the 
militant-feminist lesbian (Katie Christman), 
may dress in camos, but she has a heartfelt 
reason for it. Susan may shift with every 
prevailing cultural wind, but that is as much 
a survival strategy as Heidi’s resistance to 
that which does not seem genuine. 

As Heidi, McGinnis’ work is best in her 
monologues to the audience, when we can 
see that she never succumbs to bitterness. 

In many of her dialogues, she falls back on 
a nervous smile and laugh, which seems the 
opposite of Heidi Holland, who never quite has 
access to the same coyness as other women. 

I saw this production on a rushed opening 
night after City had closed Fences less than 
a week before, and perhaps for that reason, 
scene changes appeared sloppy. A few set 
pieces didn’t work, and certain props didn’t 
get into place when they were supposed 
to. Overall, what is great about The Heidi 
Chronicles still eked through, and with more 
performances, this production may discover 
where it can really shine. - Elizabeth Cobbe

The Studio Theater Project 



Seeing dance in Ballet Austin’s 287-seat studio theatre is a treat 
if, like me, you often find yourself hiking to the upper balcony in 
larger venues. The facility is perfect for spare, small-scale pieces 


such as Nicolo Fonte’s 2003 “Left Unsaid,” a 
pool of fresh, intimate choreographic language 
for six dancers and three chairs. Set to gor- 
geous (recorded) Bach violin solos, the piece 
ripples with playfulness and sexual tension. 
Fonte, a native Brooklynite who worked with 
the Spanish choreographer Nacho Duato, 
shows European influence in the quiet design 
and matter-of-factness of “Left Unsaid.” 

In a section for the women, musical phras- 
ing is reflected when Allisyn Paino, Ashley 
Lynn, and Aara Krumpe punctuate movements 
by lilting their heads or elbows in a unison 
direction. The effect is a visual fermata with 
gentle humor, especially when the women 
rest their elbows in finality on the upended 
feet of the men. Next, legato tension in the 
music is translated into struggles more micro 
in a duet for Paino and Frank Shott, until the 
couple sat inches apart, facing each other 
with an energy almost tantric. Edward Carr 
and Paul Michael Bloodgood cutely encourage 
the meeting by placing the chairs and turning 
the couple’s heads to face each other. 

The fourth section places Krumpe some- 
what in the care of the three men, who alter- 
nately help her out of precarious situations 
- such as nearly teetering off a chair - and 
ignore her. The use of chairs as props for 
dance has long been a red flag for cliche, 
and while the final section did give the men 
a Gene Kelly step-over, the additional visual 
level is welcome when the dancers walk 
across and balance on them.

Sadly, cliche isn’t avoided in “Songs of 
Innuendo,” a premiere by Stephen Mills. A 
collection of stagified social dances to clas- 
sic soul, it is not much different from the 
kind of dance you can see on prime-time 
TV. The dancers look uncomfortable in the 
uninteresting choreography, smile too much, 
let their technique slide, or all of the above. 
The exception is Paino, who, in her orange 
tonal shirtdress (costumes by Susan Branch 
Towne), grooves full out in complete cahoots 
with the Etta James’ version of “I Just Want 
to Make Love to You.” 

A section to James Brown’s “Sex 
Machine” seems to lack sex so completely 
that I found myself pondering alternative 
interpretations of the song. When that sec- 
tion was over, I was relieved to see Paino 
onstage again for a final melancholy duet 
with Carr to Aretha Franklin’s “Ain’t No Way.” 
However, after this change in tone, the bal- 
let ends abruptly. 

I should mention that, having also 
sat through Alvin Ailey American Dance 
Theater’s “Suite Otis” (as in Redding) a cou- 
ple of days earlier, “Songs of Innuendo” put 
me on overload with dances to great music 
but little choreographic art.

The accomplished concert pianist walked 
onto the Dell Hall stage looking dressed 
more for the day outdoors than for a solo 
classical recital: no tuxedo jacket or tie, 
just tuxedo pants and a silk shirt covered 
with little vertical bars of yellow, turquoise, 
orange, red, and spring green (!), like minia- 
ture rows of colored tulips in full bloom. The 
man himself made a spring garden onstage. 

But it was when he sat down and began 
playing Haydn’s Sonata in E-flat major that 
Nel really let the sunshine in. He danced 
through the opening “Allegro moderato” with 
a cat’s-feet lightness that had a sense of 
frolic about it. You almost found yourself 
bounding through meadow grasses, buoyed 
by the renewal of life and hope that comes 
with this time of year. It launched this first- 
ever solo piano recital in the Long Center on 
an invigorating note. 

With its conclusion, though, the winds 
shifted, and autumnal breezes blew into 
the space on the music of Mendelssohn. 

In the first of his four “Songs Without 
Words,” a wistful melodic line kept up a 
plaintive search over arpeggios rolling like 
dark waves. Another had a slightly mournful 
air, as of regret being turned over and over 
again gently in the mind. The melancholic 
tone continued into Mendelssohn’s Fantasy 
in F-sharp minor, with some of the brood- 
ing character of its supposed inspiration, 
Scotland. Slate-gray clouds hung over the 
hall as Nel’s left hand deftly laid down a 
soft rumble of bass and the right served up 
music that escalated in intensity. The rising 
tension suggested a chase, and it built and 
built, finally climaxing with a dramatic flour- 
ish that had the crowd erupting in hurrahs. 

Throughout the pieces, Nel sustained this 
elegiac tone with a remarkable delicacy, 
practically gliding across the keys, calling 
forth notes of crystalline purity that had 
no more weight than a snowflake. And he 
frequently enhanced this quality with the air 


he created around individual notes, instants 
of breath that allowed a sound to hang 
frozen in space ever so briefly and for the 
ache it summoned to vibrate in our breasts. 
This was especially true in the opening 
to Brahms’ Vier Klavierstucke, where Nel 
brought forth a series of notes that fell with 
the brightness of droplets falling in a pool, 
with the lightness of a leaf landing on the 
forest floor. Even as the work built in feeling, 
Nel never overplayed the drama. His attacks 
were forceful and precise, the crisp hammer 
strikes of a master smith at the forge. 

It wasn’t until the Schubert Fantasy in C 
major that Nel delivered the sort of rousing 
theatrics that fit with the stereotype of the 
classical pianist. Unapologetically romantic 
and tempestuous, this sonata evokes the 
mood of midsummer, when fireworks - literal 
and emotional - are the norm. The piece 
goes in for melodic thunderstorms, and Nel 
delivered them like a Jove gleefully hurling 
lightning from on high. And when the piece 
descended into tragedy, the Long Center’s 
Hamburg Steinway - the piano that Nel him- 
self recommended for Dell Hall - sank into 
the dungeons below the staff, sending up 
dark tones with the inky gloss of the instru- 
ment itself. The work is so rich in emotional 
extremes that, played by less artful hands, it 
could come off as hammy. But Nel handled 
it with such exquisite modulation and soul- 
fulness that he took it beyond the melodra- 
matic to the deeply heartfelt. 

Spring. Autumn. High summer. By the 
end of this concert (which, by the by, includ- 
ed three encores), you could be forgiven 
for not knowing what weather you would be 
walking out into. What you could be sure of, 
though, was that you’d heard both a piano 
and its player who were every bit as ver- 
satile as promised and that in his sublime 
renditions of so many varied works of glori- 
ous music, Anton Nel proved himself a man 
for all seasons. - Robert Faires

Amazingly, Adventureland is only the third feature film on tal- 
ented director Mottola’s resume. In the intervening years since 
1996 - when he debuted as a writer-director with Daytrippers, a 


comic gem of family frustration and unity - 
Mottola completed an array of TV assignments, 
many of them for the new century’s rising 
comedy kingpin, Judd Apatow. It would still be 
years before his work on Apatow’s Undeclared 
landed Mottola in position to direct 2007’s 
megalaugher Superbad, which was produced by 
Apatow and scripted by Seth Rogen and Evan 
Goldberg. Now back as a writer and director, 
Mottola delivers a movie that is closer in come- 
dic spirit to the sweet and soulful Daytrippers 
than to the rad and raunchy Superbad, although 
all three films share an affinity for single com- 
pound-word titles. In Adventureland, Mottola’s 
comic facility is on display: More than delivering 
assured punch lines, the filmmaker sustains 
the lighthearted atmosphere through steady 
character development, studious period detail, 
and narrative integrity. It’s a story about the 
summer that changed a young man’s life, the 
type that’s both been overtold yet is still full 
of potential. For James Brennan (Eisenberg, 
best known as the older brother in The Squid 
and the Whale), the summer begins when his 
plans for a trip to Europe between the end of 
college and the start of graduate school are 
scuttled when his parents’ economic shortfall 
forces him to return home to Pennsylvania 
and take a job to save money for the start of 
the fall semester. Specializing in Renaissance 
studies, James jokes that unless somebody 
needs a fresco painted, there’s no work out 
there for which he’s qualified. Despairing of 
his prospects, he accepts a job at the semi- 
dilapidated local amusement park of the film 
title. Adventureland is set in the summer of 
1987, but rather than giving the film a dated 
feel, the period placement automatically makes 
Adventureland a kindred spirit to such Eighties 
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teen-on-the-verge-of-adulthood comedies as 
Risky Business and Fast Times at Ridgemont 
High. Plus, placing the film in the past may 
also allow the audience for this R-rated film 
to more easily relate the story to the crummy 
work experiences of its own youth. You also 
get the sense that you’re in good hands as 
the Velvet Underground’s “Here She Comes 
Now” plays over the opening credits and 
Eighties-appropriate music plays on the 
soundtrack (the Replacements, Husker Du, 
the annoying loop of “Rock Me Amadeus” 
that plays nonstop at the amusement park, 
and additional music contributions from Yo 
La Tengo). The plentiful music references 
become part of the plot as they create con- 
nections that bind (or distance) the characters 
to (or from) one another. The supporting char- 
acters are all given their due (among them 
Starr as the amusement park’s gloomy Gogol 
scholar, Hader and Wiig as the daffy couple 
who manage the park, and Reynolds as the 
older ride repairman who gets girls with his 
claim to having once jammed with Lou Reed), 
while James’ primary focus turns to the 
troubled Em (Stewart, who filmed this before 
her Twilight superstardom). Adventureland is 
a confident return to the kind of teen comedy 
that’s funny without being raunchy, youthful 
without being juvenile, and reflective without 
hitting you over the head with anything heavier 
than an amusement-park Whac-a-Mole mallet.

ALIEN TRESPASS D: R.W. GOOdwin; 

with Eric McCormack, Jenni Baird, Robert Patrick, 

Dan Lauria, Jody Thompson, Aaron Brooks, Sarah Smyth, 
Andrew Dunbar. (PG, 90 min.) 

Taking its cues from several classic 
1950s sci-fi films - the superlative, eerie 
It Came From Outer Space chief among 
them - Alien Trespass is a deeply affection- 
ate homage to the halcyon Red Scare era, 
when every kid on the block knew what 
“Klaatu borada nikto” meant and Saturday 
afternoons were made for flying-saucer mati- 
nees and Ray Bradbury’s red planet, Mars. 
Thematically similar to 2002’s The Lost 
Skeleton of Cadavra (but minus that film’s 
obvious tongue-in-cheek and intentionally 
cheap-looking style), Alien Trespass nicely 
conjures a near-perfect re-creation of Fifties 
sci-filmmaking tropes, from its Bronson 
Canyon locations to the crisp cinematogra- 
phy (in color, it should be noted) of David 
Moxness, who visually replicates the style 
of longtime genre cameraman Clifford Stine 
(The Incredible Shrinking Man, This Island 
Earth). Director Goodwin executive-produced 
several seasons of The X-Files and clearly 
knows his xenomorphs from his BEMs (that 
would be bug-eyed monsters for you non- 
genrephiles), and the film’s period accuracy 
and fun retro tropes are winningly handled 
by a terrific cast that plays the whole thing as 
straight and true as Jack Arnold ( Tarantula , 
Creature From the Black Lagoon) would 
have. Set on the outskirts of - where else? 

- California’s Mojave Desert (where all the 
aliens not affiliated with Ray Harryhausen 
seemed to crash-land back in the day), 
Trespass finds starry-eyed astronomer and 
budding SETI fan Ted Lewis (McCormack) 
possessed by an alien intelligence and 
hunting down an escaped Ghota: a tentacu- 
lar, cyclopean fiend that bears a striking 
(and intentional) resemblance to the titular 
creeper of It Came From Outer Space. Ted’s 
buxom, Good Housekeeping- approved wife, 
Lana (Thompson), can’t seem to figure out 
what’s up with her beloved egghead, but a 
pair of teenagers (Dunbar and Smyth) who 
witnessed the alien craft’s crash and savvy 
local waitress Tammy (Baird) quickly suss 
out the universal situation unfolding in their 
midst. Omnipresent character actor Lauria 
(The Wonder Years) and former T-1000 
Patrick play a pair of imagination-bereft law- 
men who initially (and traditionally) blame 
the steady stream of monster sightings on 
mass hysteria (what, no swamp gas?), but 
still, they can’t account for all the puddles of 
former human beings oozing around town. 
This is a genre-specifc film if ever there were 
one, so nonfans of Fifties alien melodramas 
likely won’t find it all that impressive. But for 
those who still recall The Thing From Another 
World’s prescient admonition to “keep watch- 
ing the skies!” or Kevin McCarthy’s paranoid 
chant, “They’re already here!” from that 
other Red Menace cautionary tale, Invasion 
of the Body Snatchers, this is an impressive- 
ly realized (and, yes, occasionally, unavoid- 
ably humorous) valentine to Hollywood’s sci- 
fi glory days - all heart, no snark, and one 
big eye. - Marc Savlov

BEAUTY IN TROUBLE 

D: Jan Hrebejk; with Aha Geislerova, Jana Brejchova, 
Roman Luknar, Emilia Vasaryova, Josef Abrham, Jin 
Schmitzer, Adam Misik, Michaela Mrvikova.

No matter how bad you may have it, 
you’ll feel better about your own lot in 
life after watching the tumultuous sexual 
flailings of Marcela and Jarda (Brejchova 
and Luknar), a way, way, way down on their 
luck Czech couple whose only pleasure 
in life comes from unpredictable bouts 
of enthusiastic sex which erupt like little 
volcanoes beneath a shared life otherwise 
strewn with the flotsam and jetsam of 
disaffection, dismay, and despair. Having 
survived the ruinous flooding of their 
Prague home in 2002, the pair - along 
with their asthmatic son, Kuba (Misfk), 
and daughter, Lucina (Mrvikova) - currently 
reside with Marcela’s mother and her 
creepily hypersexual stepfather, Richard 
(Schmitzer), a character as oily as the 
filthy floor of the illegal chop shop where 
Jarda and his hulking associates spend 
their days deconstructing the automo- 
biles they boosted the previous night. It’s 
not much of a life: Marcela and Jarda’s 
quarreling is near-constant, and the 
short-tempered Jarda has a way of taking 
to the cupboards with an axe when his 
frustrations redline. When one of Jarda’s 
“grim theft auto” escapades lands him 
in jail, Marcela finds herself sitting in 
the booking station’s dingy waiting room 
beside a far older, professorial type by the 
name of Evzen (Abrham), who, in one of 
those nifty cinematic twists of fate that 
contemporary European cinema pivots 
upon (in much the same way Hollywood 
subsists on slow-motion fireballs), turns 
out to be the owner of the purloined car. 
He’s also a wealthy winemaker with an 
expansive villa in Tuscany, and when he 
offers the patently sensual, emotionally 
overwhelmed Marcela a chance for her 
and her children to escape their misery 
(at least for a little while, while the divorce 
proceedings with Jarda go through), she 
takes it. For now. On the face of it, there’s 
little that’s beautiful in Marcela’s life, but 
Marcela herself commits an act of beauty 
with every weary, graceful, and sexy move- 
ment of her slight frame; her eye-rolling by 
itself could inflame the pope to ecstatic 
heights of carnality (venal or otherwise). 
Taken literally, the title feels like a too- 
obvious pun, but Hrebejk, working from a 
variegated, emotionally shifting script by 
Petr Jarchovsky, itself based on a Robert 
Graves poem, is a master of confounding 
both his characters’ and viewers’ expecta- 
tions in a loopy way which comes off just 
bizarrely enough to be probable. Water 
imagery, gentle eddies, and battering 
rapids permeate the permanently stormy 
beauty of Hrebjek’s film. It’s as good a 
metaphor as any for the buoying aspects 
of love (good, bad, or ugly) and sex (ditto), 
when human beings find themselves 
suddenly confronted with the impending 
permanence of their own oblivion. When 
you’ve lost everything else, why not go 
bang? It worked for the universe. It might 
work for you, too. - Marc Savlov

FAST & FURIOUS D: Justin Lin; with

Back in 2001, when we first met ren- 
egade street racer Dominic Toretto (Diesel), 
he was jacking DVD players from big rigs. 
My, how the times have changed: In this 
third sequel in the Fast/Furious franchise, 
Toretto and his team have moved on to an 
elaborately staged highway heist of ... an 
oil truck. (What’s next? Faster ; Furiouser ; 
and Stealing Food Stamps?) In fact, it’s 
a marvelously staged and shot opening 
sequence, the first of a half-dozen or so 
car races that blessedly put a brake stop 
to every leaden stretch of dramatic inter- 
play. (There’s also a halfhearted chase on 
foot, but really, in the era of Bourne and 
Bond, what’s the point?) Fast & Furious 
reunites the original four leads of flagship 
film The Fast and the Furious : Dominic; his 
snarly girlfriend, Letty (Rodriguez); his little 
sister, Mia (Brewster); and onetime friend 
Brian (Walker), an undercover cop who 
meant to bring down Dominic’s smuggling 
ring but instead fell in love with Mia - and 
not a little bit with Dominic, too, with his 
fast cars, otherworldly pecs, and code of 
honor. That dynamic - among characters 
and, perhaps, among the actors portraying 
them - continues in Fast & Furious, and 
it’s one of the sidelong pleasures of the 
piece: to watch now-FBI agent Brian trail- 
ing Dorn like some eager, gently abused 
younger brother, and to contrast Walker’s 
pretty, blank aura of bro-dom with Diesel’s 
essential badassness. (The bald pate, the 
Hulk proportions barely contained by an 
undershirt, the delivery of every line with 
the same monotoned husky menace - all 
this would be risible were it not for the feel- 
ing that Diesel’s in on the joke.) The story, 
by Chris Morgan and Gary Scott Thompson, 
is a bust - a standard-issue revenge tale - 
and is slickly interpreted by Lin, who also 
directed the more or less stand-alone The 
Fast and the Furious: Tokyo Drift. Nothing 
here hews remotely close to reality: cer- 
tainly not the slo-mo pans of scantily clad 
women groping each other at house parties 
and parking lot raves nor the continued 
employment of Brian, quite possibly the 
world’s most incompetent cop. No matter. 
The stripped-down title gets at what we’re 
really here for: the cars. Are they fast? 
Check. Are they furious? Yep. Does the 
heart rate respond in Pavlovian fashion to 
every shot of a speedometer rising, every 
pedal pushed to the metal? Sure thing. 


One wishes Fast & Furious had the whole 
package - as much smarts as speed - but 
as an uncomplicated, undemanding lark, 
it’ll do. - Kimberley Jones

I defy you to hate John Cena. Really. 

You can try all you want, but I don’t 
think you’ll make it. You can laugh at 
his bulging trapezius muscles, which 
look like they were designed in a lab 
by scientists from the future; you can 
mock his misguided elementary school 
attempts at acting, which make Jean- 
Claude Van Damme look like Richard 
Burton; and you can scorn his World 
Wrestling Entertainment pedigree. But 
you just can’t hate the man. Even when 
he’s leveling an already reeling post- 
Katrina New Orleans like a human bull- 
dozer, he positively oozes homegrown 
Midwestern decency - like Ron Howard, if 
Ron Howard could crush a brick with his 
bare hand. After all, it’s not like Cena’s 
Detective Danny Fisher wants to destroy 
New Orleans; he has to. His girlfriend 
has been kidnapped by a criminal master- 
mind named Miles Jackson (Gillen), and 
the only way to get her back is to follow 
the rules of Jackson’s malevolent game 
of cat and mouse: a game that involves 
12 “rounds” of near-impossible, clock- 
racing feats of physical skill, deductive 
reasoning, and moral gymnastics. Fail 
to make it to a destination on time, for 
example, and a bomb goes off; dial the 
wrong phone number, and the brakes go 
out on a downtown trolley racing toward 
a crowd of children. That sort of thing. 

So Fisher drags his beefy, lumbering body 
all over the city, pursuing speeding cars 
on foot and lifting boats like they were 
made of papier mache, destroying bridges 
and hotel elevators as he goes, and all 
the while, Jackson sits back like some 
omniscient devil reveling in his nihilistic 
craftiness. He’s like lago without all the 
tiresome complexity - an actor’s secret 
dream part, I’m guessing - and Gillen 
bites into the role with all the sadistic rel- 
ish that was always bubbling just below 
the surface when he was playing Mayor 
Tommy Carcetti on The Wire. Here, freed

from the millstones of intelligent dia- 
logue, good directing, quality storytelling, 
logic, and feasibility that hung around his 
neck on HBO’s critically acclaimed series, 
Gillen is like a kid in a candy store ... if 
the kid in question is a psychopath and 
the candy store sells mainly semiauto- 
matic rifles and dirty bombs.

THE CLASS D: Laurent Cantet; with Francois

The gulf that sometimes emerges between mean- 
ing well and doing well is just one of the sharply 
observed human experiences illuminated in this 
French classroom drama. When the best-laid les- 
son plans fail, liberal-minded teachers faced with 
insolent-by-nature adolescents can find themselves 
choking on their pedagogical ideals, while students 
can find their hopes for academic progress derailed 
by distractibility, inattention, self-disciplinary defi- 
ciencies, and lowered expectations. The kinetic and 
perceptive realism of The Class forges a bare narra- 
tive that seeks no winners or losers. Winner of the 
Palme d’Or last year at Cannes, the film depicts a 
French-language class in a Parisian junior high school 
in which virtually all the students are of African, 
Caribbean, Asian, and Arab backgrounds. The Class 
is based on Frangois Begaudeau ’s 2006 novel, Entre 
les Murs, which encapsulates the teacher’s year in 
the classroom. Begaudeau also stars in the film 
as the teacher, and all the students who appear 
in his French class are also nonprofessionals.

Just as 3-D is heralded as the newest old trick 
in the cinema showman’s grab bag, along comes 
Coraline - the first animated stop-motion feature 
to be created in 3-D - to remind us that there can 
be more than mere gimmickry in the souped-up 
imagery. Writer-director Selick ( James and the Giant 
Peach and Tim Burton’s The Nightmare Before 
Christmas) again demonstrates his unparalleled 
mastery of the phantasmagoric image. Selick 
adapted Coraline for stop-motion screen puppets 
from versatile author Neil Gaiman’s prize-winning 
young-adult novel. The storyline is a classic “grass 
is always greener” fable that perfectly reflects a 
child’s provenance of whims and fears. Particularly 
at the end, when the ghosts of missing children 
enter the picture, Coraline may prove unsuitably 
macabre for the youngest viewers. Yet your children 
and you are unlikely to see a film anytime soon 
that has more of a handmade feel - a value unto 
itself.

CROSSING OVER D: Wayne Kramer; with 
Harrison Ford, Ray Liotta, Ashley Judd, Jim Sturgess, 
Alice Eve, Cliff Curtis, Alice Braga, Summer Bishil, Justin 
Chon.

Characters of various nationalities, all 
ensnared within the incongruous machinery 
of the American immigration system, are the 
subjects of the interlocking stories of Crossing 
Over. Framed as a multistrand narrative in the 
manner of Crash and Babel, Crossing Over also 
echoes those titles in the way its pastiche of 
stories creates a well-intentioned social mes- 
sage. The objective of writer/director Kramer 
(The Cooler) is to show us what a mess the 
post-9/11 U.S. immigration and naturalization 
process has become. Somewhat patronizingly, 
Crossing Over shows us how our government’s 
unfeeling and easily inveigled system sacrifices 
innocent human beings to the letter of its laws 
while exempting others through sheer dumb luck 
or willful chicanery. The individual stories seem 
tailored toward making points rather than creat- 
ing realistic characters and situations. At the 
center of the drama is Ford’s Max Brogan, an 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement agent who 
starts having trouble sleeping at night after bust- 
ing a Mexican seamstress in a California factory.

THE CURIOUS CASE OF 
BENJAMIN BUTTON D: David Fincher;

It’s quite a feat, really, to have stretched F. Scott 
Fitzgerald’s slender, unsentimental curio into a 
three-hour-long - very long - motion picture about 
Benjamin (Pitt), who is born with the arthritic creak 
of an old man and proceeds to age in reverse. 
Everything that was sharp in the original text has 
been rounded and buffed; Fitzgerald’s cynical eye 


toward humans’ fleeting attractions, and attrac- 
tiveness, has been junked for a love story - you 
know the kind - that spans decades of rising 
hemlines and missed opportunities. Screenwriter 
Eric Roth transposes the action from antebellum 
Baltimore to Armistice Day in New Orleans (which 
accommodates an ineffective framing story involv- 
ing Hurricane Katrina). The problem with this 
kind of episodic (un)coming-of-age tale - as with 
Roth’s previous Oscar bait, Forrest Gump - is that 
too often, transitions, major life decisions, feel 
unmotivated. Fincher is a master craftsman, to 
be sure, but I didn’t buy this story for a second.

DEFIANCE D: Edward Zwick; with Daniel

Defiance is the true story of the Bielski family, 
three Jewish brothers who, in 1941, escaped into 
the forest of their native Belarus to elude capture by 
the Nazis, set up a small ad hoc village, and ended 
up saving more than 1,200 Jewish lives through dar- 
ing rescue raids and armed resistance. The story, 
in other words, is pure Hollywood gold, full of oppor- 
tunities for stirring speeches, ethical quandaries, 
lessons about tolerance and humanity, and violence 
against Nazis. Zwick (Glory, Blood Diamond) has 
spent his entire career struggling to find the balance 
between opposing impulses - the sentimentalist’s 
desire for emotional-historical heft and the artist’s 
fascination with conflicted humanity - a struggle 
that’s all over Defiance. Standing in for the first 
impulse is composer James Newton Howard, who 
never met a tender moment he didn’t want to choke 
to death, but representing the second, thankfully, 
are Craig and Schreiber, who are more interested in 
psychological ambivalence than unblemished hero- 
ism.

Streep, Philip Seymour Hoffman, Amy Adams, Viola 
Davis, Joseph Foster II. (PG-13, 104 min.) 

Shanley adapted his Pulitzer- and Tony Award- 
winning play, Doubt, for the movies and also 
chose to direct the film. The cast he gathered is 
peerless, but unfortunately, the actors don’t all 
behave as though they’re performing in the same 
movie. A collection of acting styles, from the 
broad to the contained and the exacting to the 
unrestrained, creates an unevenness of tone and 
interpretation. Streep plays Sister Aloysius, the 
unwavering principal of the St. Nicholas school, 
into whose dominion comes the new young priest, 
Father Flynn (Hoffman). The ensuing struggle 
between the two over morality and power carries 
with it all the baggage of Catholic tradition and 
hierarchy, as well as the period’s secular strife 
between men and women. It’s a cerebral tug-of- 
war for the viewer, a struggle that’s made only 
more opaque with the film’s closing line of dia- 
logue. Meanwhile, storms suddenly stir up outside 
and lightbulbs repeatedly burst in Shanley’s effort 
to cinematically underline the pent-up emotions 
within.

A longtime screenwriter of lean and mean 
actioners, such as the Bourne trilogy, who made 
his directorial debut with 2007’s terrifically malevo- 
lent Michael Clayton, Gilroy is still trafficking in 
scheming and double-dealing, but he makes a 
bid here for something brighter, in the wink-and-a- 
smile tradition of Ocean’s Eleven or Out of Sight. 
Owen is a very fine actor, but when stripped of 
his signature menace, he has a slack, dopey look 
about him. Fie plays Ray Koval, an MI6 agent who 
butts heads with a CIA op named Claire Stenwick 
(Roberts, with whom Owens had more compel- 
ling chemistry in Mike Nichols’ acidic Closer). The 
overlong film plays fast and loose with timelines, 
so I will say very little about the plot itself.

GOMORRAH D: Matteo Garrone; with Salvatore

Based on Roberto Saviano’s bestselling expose 
about the Italian crime machine known as the 
Camorra, Gomorrah (pun intended) is riveting from 
its first frame to its last. As a deromanticizing of the 
myth of the suave, Michael Corleone-style gangster 
icon, the film is overwhelmingly effective. Amoebic 
in its portrayal of the society-wrecking, viral nature 
of organized crime, the film has no room for senti- 
mentality or even, in the end, hope. Shot in a flat, 
unobtrusive documentary style, Gomorrah weaves 
together five separate storylines, all of which revolve 
around a seedy, crumbling tenement on the outskirts 
of Naples. Director Garrone’s unflinching portrait of 


a very real hell on earth won the Grand Prix at the 
2008 Cannes Film Festival, but this isn’t some porno 
arthouse picture looking to score points by subvert- 
ing the gangster paradigm; it’s a killer film about 
killers who idolize film but are unable or unwilling to 
parse the doom that always crops up come Act III.

Eastwood’s performance as Walt 
Kowalski perfectly caps his long career as an 
actor. As director, Eastwood’s usual economical 
yet efficacious style marks the film, but it is his 
performance that is really the heart of this show. 
Still lithe and taut in his movement, Eastwood 
nevertheless allows his aging body to sag in 
places and fail him on occasion. Eastwood also 
finds the humorous aspects of the character - 
heard often in the instinctive growl the character 
directs toward all annoyances, be they his own 
money-grubbing family members, gangbangers, or 
the neighborhood priest. Eastwood plans to go on 
making more movies, but it’s doubtful any will be 
as satisfying a career culmination as Gran Torino.

Thus begins this 
young man’s coming-of-age story, a pale journey 
made even more flimsy when compared with the 
intriguing life history of his idiosyncratic employer. 
Malkovich’s performance in this small film is one of 
controlled eccentricity, and the character’s offbeat 
charm and ineffable oddness add another triumph 
to the actor’s pantheon of weirdos. The greatest 
problem with The Great Buck Howard is that writer/ 
director McGinly shapes the story with young Troy 
as the protagonist, when the really interesting 
character is the one for whom the movie is named. 
Unfortunately, Malkovich’s commanding performance 
also accentuates the limits of young Hanks’ act- 
ing skills.

The script hews fairly closely to 
Craven’s original, but the act of morally repugnant 
retribution that drives the story, while essentially time- 
less, seems devoid of meaning in our modern age of 
torture imagery. Goldwyn and Potter are well-cast as 
the vengeful parents of a girl (Paxton) who is brutally 
raped and then left for dead by a quartet of psycho- 
pathic killers.

LEGAL ISSUES 
FOR WEBSITE OWNERS 

We all have our own definition of the American 
Dream, but for millions of people, owning a respected 
and profitable business is a big part of it. Cultural icons 
like Apple Computer, Hershey’s Chocolate, Mary Kay 
Cosmetics, and Ford Motor Co. all started in a dreamer’s 
home or garage. Today more than half of all American 
businesses are run from an owner’s home, and many 
rely almost exclusively on Internet sales. E-commerce is 
big business, with annual retail sales of more than $130 
billion and growing. Popular books such as The 4-Hour 
Workweek and titles from the For Dummies series have 
inspired would-be entrepreneurs to start Web-based busi- 
nesses. Moreover, with the economic downturn, millions 
have lost jobs and are looking for ways to supplement 
their incomes and channel their creativity. 

Over the next three weeks, this column will highlight 
several legal issues that a website owner should consider. 
Nothing spoils a budding business like a lawsuit. So here 
are a few issues you should discuss with a lawyer before 
launching your website: 

copyright concerns, 
use of trademarks, 

defamation and misleading advertising, 
domain names, and 
linking to other websites. 

Copyright law gives the creator of a work - includ- 
ing books, photos, drawings, graphics, music, and films 
- several rights, such as the rights to reproduce, pub- 
licly display, create derivatives of, and distribute a work. 
Copyright problems often arise when you use someone 
else’s images, photos, drawings, graphics, text, or music 
for your website. The copy-and-paste function makes 
illegal copying so easy, but don’t give into the temptation. 
There are several ways to avoid copyright problems. You 
can create your own text and images, get the copyright 
owner’s permission to use his or her works, copy from 
clip-art libraries (consistent with their licenses), and use 
works that are not protected by copyright (but always 
make sure a work is really unprotected) .

DUCT TAPE IS GREAT BUT 
NOT FOR EXHAUST PIPES 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

My son, 16, bought a' 77 Pontiac Grand 
Prix. It’s loud, with a big motor (mus- 
cle-car-type motor, original everything). 
Anyway, he sawed off the exhaust pipe to 
make it even louder, even though I told him 
he could get a ticket for this. He proceeded 
to tell me that this car “deserved” to be 
loud. Well, he got pulled over by a police 
officer, who told him he needed to make his 
car quieter. He tried to put the clamp back 
on it, but it doesn’t hold. This brings me 
to my question: He asked me if duct tape 
would be OK to hold the pipe to the rest of 
the exhaust system, without starting some 
type of fire. I’m not a car expert, so we 
agreed to ask you guys. - Rob 

RAY: Duct tape is pretty hearty stuff, 
but I don’t think it’s any match for pres- 
surized, 800-degree exhaust, Rob. 

TOM: Traditionally, we’ve always used 
frozen concentrated orange juice cans to 
patch up exhaust pipes. But sadly, they’re 
now made out of cardboard. So we now 
recommend empty tomato-paste cans. 

RAY: Better than that, your kid can go 
to his local auto-parts store and buy an 
adapter. Almost all auto-parts stores sell 
metal sleeves that are either slightly larg- 
er or slightly smaller in diameter than 
your exhaust pipe. The sleeve serves as 
a coupling, where you stick the severed 
pieces of the exhaust pipe in either end, 
and then clamp them down to hold 
them in place. 

TOM: It’s a cheap repair, and it won’t 
last forever. But based on your son’s 
approach to this car, I don’t think you’re 
going to need to plan for forever. 

RAY: If you want something a little more 
permanent or if he cut it too close to the 
muffler for the sleeve to work, take the car 
to a garage or a muffler shop, and ask them 
to butt the pipes together and weld them. 

Are 
options worth what you pay for them, or are you 
better off just going with the basics?

When you’re out and about this weekend, you may notice a prepon- 
derance of black people. No, Austin is not the new Atlanta. We’re not 
Houston or Memphis or Detroit or even New Orleans, even though we 
are working pretty hard on building our own Bourbon Street. Austin 
may be a cultural Mecca, but it certainly isn’t for black people ... at 
least not for 360 days of the year when the Texas Relays aren’t hap- 
pening. This weekend they are, however, so if you should mount the 
stair to Momo’s this Friday expecting to see a twangy alt. country act 
and instead feel your chest crushed by the heavy bass thud of a house 
mix, just roll with it. It’s only temporary Austin will revert back to 
Hooterville hippie chic next week. Don’t expect the Texas Relays fans 
to hang around. They don’t share the naivete of, for instance, South by 
Southwest attendees. They’re not snowed in to relocating to Austin by 
the nice weather, friendly people, and great entertainment. They know 
the nice weather won’t last, that the clubs aren’t always full of famous 
DJs, and the friendly people get cranky when the asphalt starts to melt. 
They don’t go back home thinking they’d like to move here. They go 
home thinking, “Nice place to visit.” Austin is to Texas Relay fans what 
Sturgis, S.D., is to bikers, and understandably Austin isn’t exactly the 
standard bearer for black culture. Our two biggest blues legends are 
Stevie Ray Vaughan and Clifford An tone. Badasses to be sure but miss- 
ing one crucial element. This is not to say that Austin is entirely bereft 
of black culture. We have Bavu Blakes, Mitchie’s Gallery, the Carver 
Museum & Cultural Center, Huston-Tillotson University, and more 
than our share of dreadlocks - both East and West of 1-35 - but all that 
is a drop in the bucket compared to places like Atlanta, Houston, or 
Washington, D.C. For now, Austinites have one weekend a year to dip 
our big toes into the unfamiliar waters of black culture. Might as well 
get in and splash around a bit. The easiest way to do that this weekend 
is to head down to Auditorium Shores on Saturday for the fourth annu- 
al Urban Music Festival. This year’s fest has one of the best bills ever, 
featuring crossover acts Cameo, Boyz II Men, and members of the Sugar 
Hill Gang. OK, so maybe those names are a little bit “last millennium,” 
but back in the day, they were all huge. Don’t even try to act like you 
can’t throw down at least a couple of verses from “Rapper’s Delight.” If 
you’re looking for something a little fresher, BET on-air talent Toccara 
Jones from America’s Next Top Model will be on hand as well as LeToya 
Luckett, a founding member of Destiny’s Child. If you really want to get 
cutting edge, go early and catch local acts Musik Hertz, Spirit Groove, 
All U Need, Ha-Style, and Bavu Blakes, who will be working double 
time at the Urban Music Festival afterparty later that night at Antone’s 
along with Neckbone and Gary Clark Jr. You might want to pop by the 
house, shower up, and rethread before going to the afterparty. It will 
surely be grown and sexy.
